NEW SMOKELESS POWDER TEST 


Quick Firing Record Established with 
Ten Shots from the Battleship’s 
Eight-Inch Cannon Near 
Hampton Roads. 


When the battleship Iowa arrived at 
Hampton Roads on Saturday the forward 
turret with its pair of twelve-inch guns 
was crippled to such an extent that they 
could not be used, and one of the men 
attached to the powder magazine was con- 
fined to the “sick bay” with a badly in- 
jured head. 

According to the,orders issued to Capt. 
W. F. Sampson, target practice was in- 
dulged in while the ship was on its way to 
Hampton Roads. Two of the forward eight 
and twelve inch guns were woyked for tar- 
get practice, the new smokeless powder 
recently put on the ship for use in the eight- 
inch guns being tested for rapidity of fire. 
Ten shots were fired from the eight-inch 
guns at intervals of one minute and a 
quarter, the best time on record. 

It was during practice with the twelve- 
inch guns that the accident occurred. Ten 
shots were to have been fired. At the sixth 
shot the dash pot, which is used to relieve 
the cylinders in taking up the recoil, broke 
and fell, striking the head of a sailor, knock- 


ing him unconscious. ‘The dash pot weighs 
about 500 pounds. The vessel was taken 
into Hampton Roads for repairs. 

While the damage can be repaired, it 
leaves the ship in a dangerous condition 
and at the mercy of an enemy. This is not 
the first time that the dash pots have 
broken. 

One of the officers, in speaking of the ac- 
cident, said: 

“ Everything about the ship works with 
satisfaction with the exception of the dash 
pots. When the guns are fired they break 
off, causing damage and endangering the 
lives of the men. The dash pots ought to 
be given a seyere test, and some device in- 
vented to keep them in place before any 
more firing is done with these guns. The 
pots are adjusted to a steel shaft, running 
up to the turrets and connecting the gun 
mounts. If they were to break while the 
ship was in action she would be at the 
mercy of the enemy. . 


THE BROOKLYN DRY DOCK. 


Naval Constructor Bowles Urges a 


Prompt Appropriation for Its 
Repair Before Congress, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.— Naval Con- 
structor Bowles, attached to the New York 
Navy Yard, came to the Navy Department 
to-day to consult with Secretary Long and 
Assistant Secretary Roosevelt respecting 
the work upon the big dry dock at the 
yard now under repair. 

The Constructor dwelt with such empha- 
Sis upon the need for the speedy comple- 
tion of the dock that Secretary Long was 
impelled to request Mr. Bowles to go with 
him immediately to the Capitol, where he 
might make a statement of the facts to the 
members of the two Naval Committees and 


present his reasons for asking that the 
money to be appropriated for the work may 
be made available at once. 

The department is strongly disinclined to 
send another battleship to Canada to ve 
docked, but the necessity will soon appear 
as to some of the ships of the North At- 
lantic squadron, and the docking cannot be 
deferred long after the rcturn of the ships 
from their Winter rendezvous in Key West 
Harbor. 

Mr. Bowles also talked with Secretary 
Long as to the merits of the fire-proof wood- 
work as used in the navy, the subject be- 
ing before the Secretary in the shape of an 
unfavorable report from Assistant Secre- 
tary Roosevelt. 


CARTED OFF THE SAFE. 


Discarding Dynamite as Old Fash- 
ioned, Robbers Took a Shoe Deal- 
er’s Strong Box Bodily. 


The robbers who entered Ignatz Glick’s 
shoe store at Essex and Stanton Streets 
either Sunday night or early yesterday 
morning do business in a novel manner. 
The old way of dynamiting the iron safe 
and then taking the valuables was dis- 
carded, and to save time the robbers took 
the safe and its contents. It weighed over 
a ton, and besides $275 in cash, contained 
$1,200 worth of jewelry. 

Central Office detectives are at work on 
the case. Mr. Glick has occupied the store 
for four years past, and for sixteen years 
has done business in the immediate neigh- 
borhood. The room is twenty by twenty, 
and has two small rooms in the rear. One 
of these leads to a hall, and this opens into 
Stanton Street. The scratches on the door 
frames and in the floor showed the safe to 
have been taken out of the Stanton Street 
entrance. 

A woman living above the store says she 


heard a rumbling sound about 3 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, but supposing the noise to 
be in a distant building, paid little attention 
to it. The detectives have found a man 
who saw a wagon in front of the place at 
the same hour the woman heard the noise. 
Since wagons on Stanton Street are not 
unusual at this hour, he paid no attention 
to the circumstance. 

The police think it peculiar that J. Green- 
burg of 122 Delancey Street should have 
called early yesterday morning on Glick 
and made persistent efforts to sell him a 
safe. Mr. Glick insinuates that the agent 
knows something of the old safe, but Mr. 
Greenburg laughs at the idea, and says he 
heard of the matter quite by accident.

Claim for Indemnity Against 
France Presented to the State 
Department. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Messrs. Ditten- 
hoefer, Lauterbach & Limburger, counsel 
for Dr. Cornelius Herz, to-day appeared 
before Solicitor Penfield at the State De- 
partment and presented a claim for in- 
demnity in the sum of $5,000,000 against the 
French Government for an alleged illegal 
attempt to persecute Dr. Herz. The case 
is remarkable in many ways, and, it is said 
at the department, is without a precedent. 

The facts in brief are that Dr. Herz, 
whose name stands very high in scientific 
circles as an electrician and physicist, al- 
though born in France of French parents 
is an American citizen. He was educated 
in New York. und at the age of sixteen 
years he was a Lieutenant in the United 
States Army. He married an American 
woman, and when his children were born 
in Paris he caused them to be registered as 
American citizens at the Consulate. 

Jan. 19, 1893, while he was stopping at 
Bournemouth, England, with his wife, he 
was arrested under extradition proceedings 
on a warrant from the French Government 
charging him with fraud and embezzlement 
growing out of the Panama Canal scandal. 
Under the law, a prisoner wanted for ex- 
tradition must appear at the Bow Street 
Police Court. Herz was confined to his 
bed by illness, and so was unable to ap- 
pear, The case was kept open, and he was 
continued under arrest in his bed four 
years. Then the British Parliament came 
to the relief and passed a special act that 
pee a the Magistrate to attend Herz’s 

dside and take his testimony. 

This was done, and «he Magistrate prompt- 
ly declared that the charges were utterly 
invalid and scarcely deserving of notice. 
That was on May 2, 1896, and Herz was 
released from _ arrest. Meanwhile the 
French Government had instituted numer- 
ous proceedings against him in France and 
confiscated all of the property of himself 
and of his wife. Dr. Herz alleges that 
this was persecution pure and simple, and 
that the French Government knew that the 
charges against him were baseless before 
his trial. Therefore, claiming to have been 
injured in name and health and in other 
ways, he aemands that the State Depart- 
ment shall prefer a claim against the French 
Government. 

Although he mentions no sum, the brief 
shows that he demanded ¢he sum of $5,000,- 
000 in a letter he sent to the President of 
the French Republic, which was never an- 
swered. The State Department has taken 
the case under advisement.

One Engine Overturned, Fireman 
Probably Fatally Hurt, Two Oth- 
ers Injured, and Mishaps to 
Two Other Engines. 


While going to a small fire at the rear of 
218 Green Street, Greenpoint, last night the 
three fire engines which responded to the 
call were disabled, three firemen were se- 
riously injured, one of them probably fatal- 
ly, and an engine horse received a fall 
which necessitated its immediate death. 
The fire, which was only a burning flue, 
was extinguished before other engines could 
be called. 

Engine. No. 12 was being drawn rapidly 
down Kent Avenue, near Twelfth Avenue, 
when a small boy, whose name is unknown, 
rushed into the street, waving a flaming 
broom. He ran across the path of the horses 
and dropped the krocm in front of them. 
The team shied, and before the driver could 
regain his control, the engine had been 
overturned by contact with a curb. 

Michael Delaney, the engineer, fifty-nine 
years old, living at 225 Broadway, Brook- 
lyn, was thrown to the ground and received 
serious internal injuries. He was removed 
to the Bastern District Hospital, and it is 
feared that on account of his age and the 
extent of his injuries he will not recover. 

John F, Judge, twenty-seven years old, 
living at 326 Montrose Avenue, was also 
badly hurt, but it is believed that he will 
recover. Judge was the driver, and was 
strapped to his seat. When the engine was 
overturned, he made frantic efforts to re- 
lease himself, but was badly kicked by the 
horses before he was freed. Brien O’ Rourke, 
an assistant fireman, was also hurt. His 
injuries, however, consisted of painful scalp 
wounds. The damage to the engine was 
about $200. 

While on the way to the same fire the 
horses attached to engine No, 15 ran into an 
open manhole in a street undergoing repairs. 
The result was that one of the animals had 
to be shot to relieve it of its suffering. 
There was no damage to the engine or the 
crew. 

Engine No. 38, also proceeding to the same 
fire, ran into a curb, almost overturning. 
No damage was done, but it was some time 
before the driver could get the horses under 
control. Before it arrived at the scene of 
the fire the flames had been extinguished.

PAY FOR TUBERCULOUS CATTLE. 


5,275 Destroyed in Massachusetts ata 
Cost of $179,867.52. 


BOSTON, Jan. 10.—The State Cattle Com- 
missioners in their annual report to the 
Legislature made to-day said that the num- 
ber of cattle paid for as tuberculous during 
the year was 5,275, and the amount paid 
for them was $179,867.52. Over $5,500 was 
paid for 160 animals in which no lesions of 
the disease were found. Quarantine, kill- 
ing, and burial expenses and arbitration 
brought the average amount paid for con- 
demned cattle up to $34.12 per head. 

The Commissioners express doubt as to 
the wisdom of paying full compensation for 
the cattle that react to tuberculin. 


SPRING WEATHER IN CHICAGO. 


Bicyclists Tarn Out to Enjoy a Spin 
in the Warm Sunshine. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 10.—With cyclists in 
droves whirling down the boulevards, a 
moist warmth in the air, and a soft breeze 
coming from the northeast, Chicago woke 
up this morning to find Spring nestling in 
the lap of midwinter.

INSURANCE FIGHT IN NEBRASKA 


Fire Companies Secure a Federal In- 
junction Against the State. 


OMAHA, Neb., Jan. 10.—The following 
fire insurance companies, Niagara of 
New York, German-American of New York, 
Traders’ of Chicago, National of Hartford, 
Fire and Marine of Massachusetts, and the 
Fire Association of Philadelphia, to-day se- 
cured a temporary order from Judge Mung- 
er of the Federal Court restraining the Ne- 
braska officials from attempting to enforce 
penalties: for the failure of the companies 
to comply with the recent acts of the Leg- 
islature regulating insurance companies, 

One act is a general prohibition against 
trusts and conspiracies against trade and 
business, and it defines one form of trust 
as a combination to prevent competition in 
fire insurance. The other is a special law 
to prevent combinations between fire in- 
surance companies and provides penalties 
therefor.

REMARKS ON CIVIL SERVICE 


Speeches Also Made by George H. 
Daniels, Judge Fitzgerald, and 
Others—Some of Those 
Present. 


The Albany Society of New York had its 
annual dinner last night at the new Del- 
monico’s. Frederic P. Olcott presided and 
Walter Dickson was toastmaster. There 
were no set speeches and no regular toasts. 
Whenever Mr. Dickson saw some one get- 
ting ready to depart he called upon him for 
a speech and so prolonged the festivities. 
Handsome silver match boxes bearing the 
arms of the society and the name of the 
President were distributed as souvenirs. 

After extolling Albany as one of the finest 
and most lovable cities in the State, Mr. 
Dickson called upon ex-Senator David B. 
Hill, ‘‘one of the brightest lights in the 
State, noted for his ideas on civil service,” 
for a speech. 

Mr. Hill said he had been introduced in 
many forms, but never before as a cham- 
pion of civil service reform. He declared 
himself sure that nothing in his public ca- 
reer warranted such a charge. Although it 
had never been made before, he remembered 
reading in some of the papers statements 


that would refute it. He believed there 
was something in civil service until Gov. 
Black took the starch out of it, whether 
wisely or not he was not prepared to say. 
He said he hardly knew how he came to 


attend the dinner...He was passing through . 


the city on his way to visit an old friend 
at Princeton and intending to spend a few 
hours at headquarters in the Democratic 
Club when he was induced to change his 
mind and dine with the Albany , Society. 
Speaking of the pleasures of life in Albany, 
Mr. Hill said that until recently Albany 
was the political centre of the State. Then 
the centre moved to 49 Broadway, and now 
it appeared to be somewhere in Fifth Ave- 
nue, 

He referred jokingly to the matchbox sou- 
venir, saying he had not expected a silver 
gift from so pronounced a gold man as 
Mr. Olcott, and then said: “It is pretty 
difficult for any of us to know where we 
do stand in politics. My views on political 
matters were so freely expressed during 
the campaign of 1896 that all the world 
knows how I stand.’’ That reference to 
his silence during the Bryan campaign 
elicited a storm of laughter and applause. 

Judge Fitzgerald spoke next. He said, be- 
sides other things: ‘‘ No matter where the 
centre of politics may appear to be, it will 
be bad politics to leave out of political con- 
sideration the gentleman who lives at Wol- 
fert’s Roost. So long as he lives in Albany 
the centre of politics will not be far from 
Albany.”’ 

George H. Daniels of the New York Cen- 
tral Road said he had hoped, in the ab- 
sence of Chauncey M. Depew, that Mr. 
Duval, who gets up the jokes for the 
President of the road, would have been 
asked to speak. He said he was not a poli- 
tician, but he believed the Albany society 
should pledge itself to support Mr. Hill for 
Governor at.the.next election. -@

TWO “ CLUBS ” TO BE CRIPPLED 


Judge Russell Orders the Broadway 
Garden and Haymarket to Surren- 
der Their Liquor Tax Certificates. 


Gloom had begun to gather last night 
about the Broadway Garden, which runs 
from Broadway to Sixth Avente, between 
fhirtieth and Thirty-first Streets, and is 
known to the law as the Plymouth Club, 
and Corey’s Haymarket, at Sixth Avenue 
and Thirtieth Street, which holds a license 


issued to the Gramercy Club. Judge Rus- 
sell, in the Supreme Court, yesterday hand- 
ed down a decision ordering both the places 
to surrender their liquor-tax certificates to 
the Excise Commissioners for cancellation, 
holding that the proprietors had violated 
the contract under which they received per- 
mission to sell liquor. 

Both places were crowded with men and 
women, and business was lively, but the 
news of the court’s action had got around, 
and there was evidentiy a feeling that the 
end was in sight. The fate of the Bijou, 
where a policeman drops in every fifteen 
minutes to see that only soft drinks are be- 
ing sold and where hilarity and customers 
are consequently equally scarce, gives mel- 
ancholy warning of what the Plymouth and 
the Gramercy may look for when the order 
of the court is executed. 

Capt. Sheehan of the Tenderloin Precinct 
said he thought the blow would fall to-day. 
He will caJl upon the Excise Commissioners 
this morning and inquire. He is especially 
pleased that the Broadway Garden is to be 
put within his reach, as he resents the pres- 
ence of such a resort on the city’s chief 
thoroughfare. Heretofore the club license 
has made him powerless. 


GOMEZ ROUTED BY RUIZ. 


Spaniards Claim to Have Taken 200 
Saddled Horses. 


HAVANA, Jan. 10.—Gen. Ruiz, while oper- 
ating near Pozos, in the vicinity of Sancti 
Spiritus, encountered 200 infantry and 300 
cavalry’ under Gen. Maximo Gomez. The 
insurgents were entrenched in the Hoyo 
Hills. 

According to the account received from 
Spanish sources, the insurgent positions 


were taken by the bayonet, after the Span- 
ish cavalry charged, forcing the insurgents 
to retire, with a loss of twelve killed and 
three taken prisoner. 

The Spanish captured 200 saddled horses, 
The loss of the Spanish column was twen- 
ty-one wounded.

Senator Chandler Says He Is Firmly 
for an International Agreement 
—New Envoys to Europe. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Senator Chand- 
ler had a conference with President McKin- 
ley to-day upon the subject of bimetallism, 
and he said after the close of the interview: 

“The President stands firmly in favor of 
international bitmetallism as promised by 
the St. Louis platform. He considers the 
negotiations with the European powers only 
temporarily suspended on account of the 


culiar condition of affairs in India, and 
t is the President’s intention to again send 
his envoys to Europe as soon as the con- 
ou are favorable for continuing negotia- 
ons. 


Senator Chandler added the opinion that’ 


the President is as earnestly in favor of 
bimetallism—‘‘ the use+of both metals as 
standard money ’—as the Senator himself. 


M. JULES CAMBON HERE. 


Former Governor General of Algeria 
Succeeds M. Patenotre as French 
Ambassador at Washington. 


Jules Cambon, the newly appointed Am- 
bassador of France to the United States, ar- 
rived here yesterday on the French Line 
steamship La Gascogne. He was accom- 
panied by his First Secretary, Eugene Thie- 
baut. Mme. Cambon and his two children— 
a son about fifteen years old and a daugh- 
ter younger—will come later, when their 
Washington home shall have been made 
ready for them. 

The Ambassador was met by a numerous 
body of prominent Frenchmen, and a levee 
followed aboard the steamship. Among 
those who participated in the reception were 
Consul General Bruwaert, Consul Char- 
pentier, Henry E. Gouro, President of the 
French Chamber of Commerce; Henry Mail- 
lard, President of the Société Francais de 
Bienfaisance; M. Bailly-Blanchard, Consult 
at Boston; Mathieu Luchetti, Consul at St. 
Thomas; M. Boyard of the Panama Canal 
Company, and E. Bocande, General Agent of 
the French Line. 

M. Cambon, who is a rather short, thick- 
set man, with iron gray hair, rather white 
mutton-chop side whiskers and pleasant 
eyes, which look through glasses, greeted 
his compatriots in the saloon of La Gas- 
ecgne, and then the party was invited to sit 
down to a luncheon. The luncheon finished, 
the Ambassador drove to the Holland 
House, where he will rest until this even- 
ing, to recover from the fatigue of a very 
rough voyage. Then the will proceed to 
Washington. Fe said that he should expect 
to see the Secretary of State to-morrow, and 
it was his desire to present his credentials 
to the President as soon as possible. 

The new Ambassador succeeds M. Pate- 
nétre, who sailed for France about a month 
ago. M. Cambon is fifty years old, and for 
seven years past has been Governor Gen- 
eral of Algeria. This is his first office in 
the field of diplomaty. During the Franco- 
Prussian war he served as a Captain of 
Mobiles, and afterward he became Auditor 
General of the Council of State. When but 
thirty years old he was appointed Préfect 
of the Department of, Constantine. As a 
member of the Commission of Reform he 
assisted in changing from military to civil 
the administration of Algerian affairs. 

Subsequently called to Paris he became 
Secretary General of the Prefecture of Po- 
lice, and a few months later Préfect of the 
Department du Nord.

MR. HANNA LACKS A VOTE 


The Latest Estimate at Columbus 
Gives the Opposition a Ma- ~- 
jority of One. 


BIG DAY FOR BOTH FACTIONS 


Gov. Bushnell Cheered by His Sup- 
porters, and the Bolting Repub- 
licans Denounced at a Mass , 
Meeting of Hanna Men. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Jan. 10.—Senator Han- 
na is believed to be short one vote of the 
number necessary to elect him. The opposi- 
tion is not sure of 73 votes for any one man, 
as against 72 for Hanna, but they feel con- 
fident at least of preventing Hanna’s elec- 
tion. 

Last night the Democratic Steering Com- 
mittee demanded of Mr. Kurtz that he fur- 
nish at least eight affidavits to-night from 
Republican .members that they would stand 
with the sixty-five Democratic members in 
voting against Hanna. The Democratic 
Steering Committee reported to-night that 
they were satisfied. Representative Gay- 


man, Chairman of the House Democratic 
Steering Committee, said Hanna’s defeat to- 
morrow was assured. 

It has been agreed by a conference com- 
mittee that the balloting in the two houses 
will not beign until 2 P.M. to-morrow, and 
there may be several changes before that 
time. The hardest work of the fight on 
both sides is being done ‘to-night: Thea 
workers will not sleep from this time until 
after the balloting begins. There is a feel- 
ing among those opposing Hanna that if 
he is not defeated on the separate ballots 
in the two houses to-morrow he will not 
be defeated at all. The anti-Hanna work- 
ers say they had a majority of five against 
Hanna when they exposed their strength 
in organizing the Legislature last Monday, 
and if they come down to a majority of only 
one against Hanna to-morrow the coalition 
may not hold together for arother day. 


Labor Candidate Suggested. 


While the opposition leaders. still insist 
on Kurtz as the candidate against Hanna, 
yet they say that Bushnell, Kurtz, or any 
other one will be dropped as soon as it is 


demonstrated that he cannot secure all of 
the votes of either the anti-Hanna Repub- 
licans or the Democratic members. One of 
the names most prominently mentioned to- 
day was_ that of Representative John P. 
Jones, who. represents Stark County, tha 
home of President McKinley. Mr. Jones is 
a Republican, and prominent in the Miners’ 
Union. He is for free silver, and is advo< 
cated as the labor candidate against Hanna, 
the capitalist. 

While the mass meeting of the Republic- 
ans this afternoon was the largest and most 
indignantly enthusiastic assemblage ever 
known in this State, the doubtful Republic- 
an members of the Legislature did not feel 
its influence. They were entertained by the 
opposition at the Great Southern Hotel dur- 
ing the afternoon, and they are there to- 
night. Representatives Manuel, Griffith, 
Snyder, and others are receiving the con- 
stant attention of the other side. There are 
at times lively scenes when Hanna workers 
invade the rooms of the opposition at tha 
Great Southern Hotel, and glso when the 
hustlers for the opposition come to the Neil 
Housé in search of some of the doubtful 
members or their friends. 

There is doubt to-night about the final at- 
titude of some of those members of the 
Legislature on whom both sides have been 
counting. With the result depending upen 
one vote either way, there are several whe 
want to be on the winning side and who 
may flop at any time accerding to their be- 
lief as to which side has the necessary 73 
votes or for some other cause. 


More Talk of Bribery. 


Both sides continue to make charges of 
bribery. The Hanna men claim to have 
stenographic notes of an offer of $5,000 to 
a member by two leaders of the opposition. 
The opposition, in turn, claim that a mem- 


ber of the Republican State Executive Com- 
mittee went to Cincinnati last Saturday, 
with $10,000. It is alleged that Representa- 
tive Otis was offered and accepted the 
morey. Representative Otis is a Republic- 
an who was elected on a fusion ticket in 
Hamilton County. He voted with the Dem- 
ocrats in the organization, but it is claimed 
that he made friendly overtures to the 
Hanna workers to entrap them into an offen 
for the purpose of exposing the scheme, and 
that he will do so on the floor of the House 
to-morrow. 

It is said that Representative Otis will pile 
the $10,000 on his desk to-morrow and make 
a sensational speech when his name _ ig 
called on the Senatorial ballot. The Hanna 
men make a general denial of the Otig 
chirges, and say that they anticipate othen 
dramatic performances to-morrow befora 
the balloting begins. 

The Senatorial contest had the effect of 
bringing one of the largest crowds ever 
assembled here to Columbus to-day. Gov. 
Bushnell was inaugurated for his second 
term at the State House at noon, and at 
3 P. M. a mass meeting, under the auspices 
of the Republican State Committee, was 
held at the Auditorium to denounce the 
action of the bolting members of the Legis- 
lature and other Republicans who are as- 
sisting in the anti-Hanna movement. Tha 
leaders of both factions did their utmost 
to bring their supporters here from all parts 
of the State. There were-no serious col- 
lisions between the Hanna and Bushnell 
men, and the day passed more quietly than 
had been anticipated. 

The Legislature reconvened this. morning, 
but took no action affecting the Senatorial 
situation, and soon adjourned to attend the 
inauguration of the Governor. 


Gov. Bushnell’s Inauguration, 


Long before noon the streets were 
thronged with excursionists from all parts 
of the State. At noon the railways esti-< 
mated that there had been 15,000 arrivals on 
thirty excursion trains. The Bushnell 
badges were in the majority, as the Hanna 
excursions were not booked tto arrive till 
after. noon, in time for the mass meeting, 


During the forenoon the State House was 
surrounded by crowds yelling for Bushnell. 
As it was impossible for the crowds to get 
inside the building, the Governor was called 
out into the grounds, where he addressed 
the multitude and received one delegation 
after ancther. 

The first delegation to which the Governor 
responded was from this’ home in Spring- 
field, and it included hundreds of -working- 
men from Bushnell’s shops bearing written 
greetings of confidence in him. These dem- 
onstrations continued till noon, when Gov. 
Bushnell was escorted to the rotunda of 
the State House, where the decorations in 
floral designs and bunting were more ela- 
borate than ever before. 

The members of the Supreme Court, Leg- 
islature, and all other State officers were 
provided with reserved seats, and the 
crowds occupied all the space in windows, 
galleries, and everywhere, while the streets 
and State House grounds were crowded 
with shouters. A very small percentage 
could gain admission to the State House, 
but when cheers were heard inside the echo 
was taken up on the outside, and the air 
was filled with loud responses. The Neil 
House is directly across High Street from 
the west entrance to the State House, and 
Senator Hanna witnessed the forenoon 
scenes in the Capitol grounds from _ his 
rooms. Some of the Republican members 
of the ews did not occupy the seats 
reserved for them at the inauguration. 

The exercises in the rotunda were accord- 
ing to the usual programme.’ The oath of 
office was administered to the Governor by 
Chief Justice Burkett, who was re-elected 
on the ticket last November with Bushnell, 
The Governor was given an unusual ova- 
tion when he appeared on the platform and 
again when he arose to deliver his inaugural 
address. His remarks were brief, and con- 
tained no allusion to the contest for the 
Senatorship. 

At the conclusion of the exercises the 
Governor held a brief reception in the Ex- 
ecutive Chamber, and then proceeded to the 
a Chamber to witness the inauguration 
of Lieut.

., yet ‘the crowds began to press toward 
the Auditorium two hours before that time, 
and if the doors had been opened the place 
would have been ed before 2 o'clock. 
The seating of the Auditorium is 
5,000, and overflow meetings were announced 
early in the afternoon. 

The mass meeting was the largest as- 
semblage ever known in the history of the 
city. All the standing room in the Audt- 
torlum was taken, and many thousands 
were unable to gain admittance. The meet- 
ing lasted from 3 to 6 P. M. There was 
frequent his when the names of Gov. 
Bushnell, Mr. Kurtz, and others were men- 
tioned. The terms “traitor,” “ Judas,” and 
the like were frequently used as reSponses 
from the audience. Several of the speakers 
referred to Senator Foraker in connection 
with the revolt in the party. The andience 
was in close sympathy with the intense and 
bitter utterances of most of the speakers. 

The meeting was called to order by Judge 
George K. Nash, Chairman of the Repub- 
lican State Executive Committee, who re- 
viewed the history of the last campaign for 
the se of showing that Mr. Hanna was 
the choice of the Republicans of the State 
for Unfted States Senator. He declared 
that the integrity of the party was at 
stake in the contest. 

Congressman Walter L. Weaver of Spring- 
field, the home of Gov. Bushnell, was then 
introduced as Chairman of the meeting. He 
made a vigorous speech against those whom 
he accused of schemes for the disruption 
of the party. 

Anti-Hanna’ Combine Denounced. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Weaver's address, 
Congressmen Grosvenor, Northway, Bur- 
ton, and Southard and Judge Gouble of 
Cincinnati were appointed a Committee on 
Resolutions. While they were absent from 
the hall several speeches were made. The 


committee then returned and presented a 
series of resolutions, intréduced by a long 
preamble, denouncing the Republican lead- 
ers of the anti-Hanna movement as con- 
spirators. 

Aside from attempting to defeat Senator 
Hanna, the opposition was charged with 
the intention of gerrymandering the State 
in the interest of the Democrats. The Re- 
publicam members of the Legislature op- 
posed to Hanna were charged with com- 
mitting a breach of trust. In regard to Gov. 
Bushnell the resolutions said: 

“We, as his cofistituents, cling “to~ the 
hope that he will not fail to heed the voice 
of the party which twice elected him Gov- 
ernor; the voice of the mighty people of the 
State of Ohio and the obligations of good 
citizenship and good government, all rep- 
resentations to the contrary ‘notwithstand- 
ing; and that he will draw the line of his 
opposition. to Mr. Hanna, by us deeply re- 
posses and unforeseen, at this threatened 
reach of high public trust. Our faith in his 

epublicanism and integrity of purpose, 
heretofore entertained and not now aban- 
Aoned, is such as to justify the hope that 
he will, in unmistakable terms, advise and 
use his influence in every proper form 
against violating the instructions given by 
the people to their representatives,”’ 

The resolutions were as follows: 

** Resolved, first, That we-condemn with- 
out reserve or qualification this most. un- 
holy conspiracy, and protest in the name 
of the people of the State of Ohio against 
its further progress and further success, 

*‘Resolved, Further, that we call upon 
every Republican member of the General 
Assembly to be present in his seat on next 
Tuesday and by voice, by act, and by vote 
carry into execution the fulfillment of the 
obligation assumed by him when elected as 
such member, and, 

‘* Resolved, Finally, that we will welcome 
most cordially to full co-operation with us 
the Republican members of said General 
Assembly, however they may have voted or 
acted thus far in relation té6 the subject 
matter of this declaration.”’ 

The resolutions were adopted by a rising 
vote, and fter several more speeches the 
meeting adjourned, After the meeting Sen- 
ator Hanna, was serenaded at the. Neil 
House and he made several speeches, in all 
of which he expressed the fullest confidence 
in the final outcome of the contest.

Old New York System for Collecting 
Personal Levies to be Used. 


The clerical force of the Tax Depart- 
ment was busied yesterday with sending 
out notices to taxpayers.

With regard to the deficit of $9,000,000 in 
Brooklyn and the smaller deficits in Rich- 
mond and Queens, the Tax Commissioners 
are now considering the wavs and means to 
make them up. They may decide to levy 
a special ¢ax in Brooklyn.

German and American Universities. 


From The Lewiston (Me.) Journal. 
President William De Witt Hyde of Bow- 
doin College is back fr@ his five months’ 
vacation in Europe. His objective point 


was the Berlin University, and during his 
thirty days’ stay in the German capital he 
hardly missed a day in attendance at either 
the university or the gymnasium. He stud- 
ied the university system carefully, learned 
many things, he says, and in the future 
may adapt some of these new ideas to use 
at Bowdoin. 

“It has come to be regarded as necessary 
that aspirants for American professorships 
shall have studied in Germany,” said Presi- 
dent Hyde, “but my observation leads me 
to believe that they could fit themselves as 
well in this country. I think the American 
training is even broader than the German. 
German universities tend too much toward 
specializatin. The Germans have a very 
broad foundation to work on, however, the 
university training corresponding to the last 
years of an American college and the first 
few years of professional life. The gym- 
nasium brings the student to a point which 
is reached somewhere in our sophomore 
year, and then turns him over to the uni- 
versity. It is impossible to compare the 
Gersee institution with the American col- 
ege.

MUSEKRAT’S WINTER HOME. 


How It Fits Up—His Services as Dia~ 
mond-Back Terrapin. 


Chestertown (Md) Letter to The Baltimore Sun. 

The veteran hunters of Kent have pinned 
their faith to the muskrat’s forecast for a 
hard Winter. Unless the rats of the Kent 
County marshes are away off in their reck- 
oning there will be a strong move of cold 
weather in these parts before January 
closes. Everywhere the singular looking 
dome houses of the muskrats are built with 
the thickness of wall and weather precau- 
tions found during cold Winters. The huts 
are unusually plentiful on the river marsh- 
es. An old hunter declares that he never 
saw so many beds to the acre in his ex- 
perience. 

It is a notable fact that muskrats never 
begin to build their Winter homes until the 
season is well advanced and always with 
a view to striking a safe elevation above 
the ice line. Though notably industrious, 
the muskrat never means to indulge in a 
needless expenditure of labor. For exam- 
ple, a settlement or colony of water rats, 
in their incessant nocturnal marches away 
from the marshes in search of sweet apples, 
of which they are fond, or other articles of 
food, invariably tread in single file, so that 
the grass is beaten down hard under their 
feet. 

Trappers have already opened the Winter 
quarters of the rats and report every pos- 
sible precaution as having been taken, 
which fact portends a long and rigorous 
Winter. These huts are dome-s da from 
cellar to attic, my a hollow cone, with a 
small doorway in the sub-basement, deep 
in the marsh mud, by which he enters or 
quits his simple barrel-like chamber. He 
wastes no time in needless ornamentation 
of the interfor, but expends ‘all his energy, 
art, and craft in making his dark, upper 
~— slee quarters warm, — and 
comfortable. fa it is of first impor- 
tance to the muskrat that he be an uner- 
ring, long-range weather prophet in order 
that he may have his dormer chamber well 
above the reach of February or March 
freshets, or without a moment’s notice he 
may be compelled to abdicate his Winter 
home because of the swelling floods. 

The muskrat is as interesting in his meth- 
ods of life as he is shy, wary, and vigilant. 
In the wider, deeper, streams he does but 
little damage. He is careful in regard to 
the cleanliness of what he eats. His food 
consists principally of roots, but fruit and 
grain enter into his bill of fare. It is an in- 
teresting sight to see the sleek-furred little 
fellows washing their food. 

The fur of the marsh rodent, having been 
deodorized, is made into overcoats, cheap 
muffs, boas, caps, mittens, &c. They have 
greatly lessened in price of late years. Tens 
of thousands of ratskins are annually sold 
in the tidewater counties of the Eastern 
Shore. The flesh is a choice food morsel 
with the colored folk, and, properly pre- 
pared, many a diamond-back terrapin epl- 
cure has been deceived into believing that 
he feasted on diamond-backs when he was 
in fact eating muskrat meat, well cooked, 
highly seasoned, with a liberal dash of fine 
sherry wine. This dish has become so well 
established as a delicacy that muskrat fiesh 
7 at many feasts served as “mock terra- 
Dp n.” 

Tt is a unique kind of sport to shoot 
water rats by moonlight or by means of a 
headlight lantern and reflector. These lan- 
terns throw a great flood of light upon the 
water and the rats are attracted from far 
and near and swim in the illuminated path. 
The gunner takes position in the bow of 
the boat, while an expert “ pusher” silent- 
ly propels the boat slowly forward. Solita- 
Ty and lonely in the great black shadows 
behind them the hunters move on, watching 
sharply for the wake or ripple on the water. 
The moment the apex of the wake has ap- 
proached within easy range, a tiny black 
spot may be seen, and quick as a flash he 
clasps his fowling piece to his shoulder and 
drives a charge of heavy shot into the nose 
and head of the rat. If his alm {s not true, 
quick as the flash the game has dived to 
the bottom of the stream and is gone.

Chattanooga a Healthy City. 


From The Chattanooga (Tenn.) Times. 
Clerk Tanner of the City Board of Health 
has just completed the mortality report for 
1897, which makes an exceedingly gratify- 


ing showing, as it indicates that Chatta- 
nooga is undoubtedly the healthiest place 
in the South. There were in all 441 deaths, 
of which number 204 were white and 237 
colored. The annual death rate for all 
colors, based upon the city’s present popula- 
tion, was 11 per cent.; for whites, 7.60 per 
cent., and for colored 18 per cent. The re- 
port shows the same results evidenced in 
the reports of previous years, which have 
indicated at least 40 per cent. of the deaths 
occurring in Chattanooga are children un- 
der five years of age. Nearly 60 per cent. 
of the total deaths for 1897 were infants 
under one year of age.

THE CANAL IMPROVEMENT 
Superintendent of Public Works 


Aldridge Replies to Con- 
troller Roberts. 


THE WORK TO BE CONTINUED 


Impossibility of Deceiving the Con- 
troller as to the Insufficiency of 
the Appropriation—The Work 
Done Not Wasted. 


ALBANY, Jan. 10.—State Superintendent 
of Public Works George W. Aldridge this 
evening sent to Controller James A. Rob- 
erts a reply to his communication of Jan. 5 
relative to the continuation of work on the 
canals under the provisions of the nine- 
million-dollar appropriation act. Superin- 
tendent Aldridge did not care to discuss the 
contents of the letter, when questioned rela- 
tive to the matter, saying that it spoke for 
itself, and fully covered the subjects em- 
braced in the communication which he re- 
ceived from the Controller. The letter fol- 
lows: 

Hon. James A. Roberts, Controller, Albany,, 
ey eS 

Dear Sir: I beg leave to acknowledge re- 
ceipt of your communication of the 5th inst., 
the contents of which I note you were 
pleased to furnish to the press, even in ad- 
vance of its transmission to me. I have 
given careful consideration to the points 
covered in your letter, which, as I under- 
stand them, are: 

That the contracts for the improvement 
of the canals now under way be either 
abrogated or that the work thereon be sus- 
pended for an indefinite time. 

That it was upon the assurances of this 
department and of the State Engineer and 
Surveyor’s department that the canal could 
be improved for $9,000,000 that the people 


were induced to vote to bond the State for 
said improvement. 

That in authorizing the expenditure of 
$9,000,000 the people did not indicate their 
willingness to expend $16,000,000 for that 
purpose. 

That you, as a member of the Canal 
Board, would not have voted to approve 
of the plans and specificaticns for the canal 
improvement had the statement not been 
made in the board that the work was 
pianned and the contracts were being let on 
the basis of completing the improvement 
within the appropriation. 

That no injury can be done to the opera- 
tion of the canals as a result of suspension 
of improvement work. 

That if the $9,000,000 were 
no larger boat could use the 
now.

work be suspended now, in 
eonnection with vour suggestion, $3,500,000 
could be saved to the State, in case the 
people should not authorize the expending 
of the additional sum needed to complete 
the improvement. 

of Work. 

I beg leave to say that after a very ear- 
nest consideration of your suggestions, 
which, I shall assume, in order that I may 
give full and fair reasons for my decision, 
were made with an honesty of purpose, I 
Shall respectfully decline to entertain for 
a single instant your main suggestion, viz.: 
the interruption of improvement work. 

Charged as I am by the Constitution, and 
Sworn as I am to perform the duties of my 
office in connection with the law, I do not 
propose to shrink from a faithful perform- 
ance of my fuil duty in an emergency, be- 
cause of a clamor that has been raised by 
persons poorly informed as to facts, who 
purposely lead their listeners and © their 
readers to conclusions not honestly reached; 
conclusions not supported by facts, because, 
€ven if facts have been sought, they have 
not been determined. ; 

The improvement of the canal system of 
the State, whether such work should be 
@one with the appropriation, or with an in- 
creased appropriation, forms a subject not 
political without it is made such. If it be 
made a political question, the friends of the 
canals and all those favorable to the main- 
tenance of the supremacy of the Empire 
State’s commercial greatness will be found 
on one side. Opposed to them will be the 
enemies of the canals and their allies, those 
whose Own selfish interests dictate to them 
the desirability of an early decay of the 
State’s waterways. ; 

Without directly taking issue with you on 
your statement that in authorizing the ex- 
penditure of $9,000,000 in improving the 
canals the people did not indicate their 
willingness to expend $16,000,000 for that 

urpose, I beg leave to say that I take a 

roader view than your words would sug- 
gest as to the intent represented in the 
favorable vote on the canal improvement 
amendment. I shall believe, until it is dem- 
onstrated differently, that that vote was 
merely a declaration on the part of the peo- 
ple of the Empire State that the comngrcial 
greatness of our State should be conserved. 
I doubt if even a small minority of those 
voting in favor of the improvement proposi- 
tion studied for one moment the question as 
to the amount that was involved in making 
such an improvement. I believe the senti- 
ment as then recorded is the sentiment that 
exists to-day. 

While I shall not seek to escape any re- 
sponsibility that attaches to myself in con- 
nection with this whole question, either as 
Superintendent of Public Works or as a 
member of the Canal Board, I deem it but 
fair that I should remind you of the fact 
that neither previous to the authorization 
by the Legislature of the expenditure of 
the $9,000,000 nor since such authorization 
have I furnished any estimates as to what 
an improvement on the lines desired by 
those most interested would cost. I have 
confined myself to my duties as the exec- 
utive officer. 


The Law Complied With. 


The law of 1895 required that ‘“ within 
three months after issuing the said bonds 
the Superintendent of Public Works is here- 
by directed to proceed to enlarge and im- 
prove the Erie Canal, the Champlain, and 
Oswego Canals.” This I did, and am still 
doing, with all the speed possible, and with 


all the power at the hands of the Depart- 

ment of Public Works. I am not sworn to 

complete this improvement with the $9,000,- 

000 placed at my disposal. I am sworn to 

direct the completion of the work on cer- 

tain lines, subject to such conditions as 
may be found. 

The deepening of the Erie Canal to 9 feet 
and the Champlain and Oswego Canals to 7 
fcet is directed. Those lines are not of my 
own choosing. I could not alter them if I 
would. I am not responsible for the con- 
ditions as they have been found to exist. 
I have called for a wide and full competi- 
tion on the part of contractors. I have 
awarded to the lowest bidders, as the law 
directs. 

That the $9,000,000 at my disposal will not 
complete the work on the lines marked out 
by the law and as desired by those who 
have made an earnest study of the needs 
of the canals I regret as much as any man 
can. But so far as I am concerned I shall 
welcome a detailed inspection of the work 
already accomplished by such competent 
delegation, committee, or commission as 
may be delegated, either by State author- 
ity or by authority of the commercial 
bodies of the State, and also an honest in- 
q:'ry into the subtect of expenditure thus 
far made ard contracted for, and ‘+o csti- 
«at2 on work to be done in completing the 
iniprovement. 

I now come to your covert suggestion that 

u have been purposely or otherwise mis- 

‘Jed or deceived into approving action of the 
Canal Board which you would not have so 
ceeeves had you not been misled or de- 
ceived. I am ignorant of any act or word 
on my part or on the part of the State En- 
eineer that would bear out your interpreta- 
tion of what has taken place either within 
or outside of the Canal Board meetings. 

Such an excuse might be offered by an of- 

fice boy in extenuation of his acts, but cer- 

tainly not by the chief disbursing officer of 
the great State of New York. 

All Canal Board meetings take place in 
the office of the Controller. In the absence 
of the Lieutenant Governor and Secretary 
of State the Controller has been the pre- 
siding officer. The Secretary of the Cana! 
Board is an attaché of the Controller’s of- 
fice. Such attaché is the custodian of the 
records and minutes of the Canal Board. 
Surely with such facilities at hand, a blind 

| gman, not .o call tu mind the well-worn Bib- 

- Jical quotation, ought not to err in his ac- 
* tion. 

As chief disbursing officer of the State of 
New York the Controller, even though he 
mere not a member of the Canal Board, is 

ssessed of sufficient data of the most re- 
jable sort, so that he ought not to be mis- 
jed or plead deception. All contracts are 

Presumably 
they are inspected by such officer. All par- 
tial estimates, all final estimates, and all 
extraordinary expenditures, either attaching 
' to such contracts or incidental to the work 
' of the department in connection with the

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improvement are passed upon by the Con- 
troller. Surely these things ought to 
sufficient to render it impossible that the 
chief disbursing officer should be misled or 
deceived, 

As an evidence that this data was at 
hand, and that you had recourse to the 
same, and did take recourse to the same, I 
would point to the fact that the attacks 
made upon your fellow-members of the 
Canal Board and in newspapers that have 
Sonat to make party capital out of a 
condition of affairs the responsibility for 
which neither rests upon the Canal Board 
nor upon this department, was collated in 
and emanated from the Controller’s office. 


The Work Accomplished, 


As regards your suggestion that the 
work be suspended in order that, in case an 
additional appropriation shall not be voted, 
the sum of $3,500,000 may be saved to the 
taxpayers, I desire to say that the sugges- 
tion carries with it an echo of the claims 
put forth by persons, if not irresponsible, 
at least ignorant of the true state of af- 
fairs, that the work thus far done has been 
of no avail, and that the werk contracted 


for will have been done in vain, unless the 
additional appropriation shall be granted. 

As a member of the Canal Board, you, 
at least, ought to be aware of the falsity 
of such a claim. When the pending con- 
tracts shall have been completed, the canals, 
for two-thirds of their length, will have 
been improved in accordance with the di- 
rections accompanying the appropriation 
and in accordance with the wishes of the 
commercial bodies of the State and the 
needs of commerce, on plans and specifica- 
tions prepared by the State Engineer and 
approved by the Canal Board. Surely this 
is something. 

Though the claim which you set forth, 
that with the $9,000,000 expended no larger 
boat could use the canals than now, were 
conceded, surely no one will claim that the 
chances for successful navigation and 
profitable navigation have not been fur- 
thered by lifting the Erie Canal for the 
whole of its length, lacking ninety miles, 
from a _ condition bordering on one of 
forced abandonment, to that of a waterway 
having nine feet in the clear, improved tow- 
paths, new walls, and improved structures. 

There are many other reasons why I must 
decline to accept your suggestion. Not only 
would such! action seriously jeopardize the 
commercial interests of New York, but it 
would tend to result: i transportation 
charges by other routes b¥ing so increased 
as in a single year to more than offset the 
cost of completing the improvements of the 
canals, thus working a great hardship to 
the people of the State by increasing the 
cost of the things they consume and abridg- 
ing the distance within which they may 
earey dispose of the things they pro- 
uce. 

And, finally, I should feel that I had vio- 
lated my oath of office if I adopted your 
Suggestion. Very truly,

THE CONTROLLER’S REPLY. 


that He Knew 
the Appropriation of $9,000,000 
Would Be Insufficient. 


ALBANY, Jan. 10.—Controller Roberts re- 
ceived this evening Superintendent Ald- 
ridge’s letter relating to canal improve- 
ments. He said he was not surprised at 
the decision it announced. 

**I feared,’’ Mr. Roberts remarked, “ that 
Mr. Aldridge would not be willing to forego 
the pleasure of spending nearly three and 
a half millions more of the people’s money, 
with the pap and patronage connected 
therewith, and I did not doubt that he 
would regard so doing as a high and patri- 
otic duty.” 

Mr. Roberts’s attention was called to the 
Superintendent’s intimation that he, as 
Controller, should have known whether the 
canal work could be done within the ap- 
propriation. 

“All I care to say to that,” he replied, 
“fs that I did not know. Repeatedly in 
the meetings of the Canal Board, beginning 
with the first, at which the board was called 
upon to approve plans and estimates for 
the improvement, the statement was made 
in the presence of Mr. Aldridge that the 
plans were drawn on the idea that the work 
could be done for $9,000,000. 

“That statement went unchallenged by 
Mr. Aldridge. He never denied or corrected 
it. 

“As late as last June we were told that 
while the work on all the canals could not 
be completed for $9,000,000, that sum would 
be sufficient to finish the Erie and substan- 
tially complete the Oswego and Champlain 
improvements. 

“As to the intimation that I should have 
known from the cor.tracts filed in my office 
the status of affairs, it is only necessary 
to answer that those contracts were filed 
with me for one purpose only—that is, to 
enable me to make proper payments upon 
them. They were not there for me to keep 
tab, to determine whether the work would 
turn out according to the estimates. 

‘IT would be more inclined to think that 
my failure to understand the true situation 
was due to my stupidity, as Mr. Aldridge 
intimates, were it not for the fact that At- 
torney General Hancock got exactly the 
same impression from the statements of 
Messrs, Aldridge and Adams, and I am con- 
fident that Secretary of State Palmer, if he 
should express himself, would tell you that 
his understanding was also the same as 
mine. The first we heard of the increased 
cost was last December.”’ 

Mr. Roberts recalled Mr. Aldridge’s first 
public announcement that $3,000,000 or $4,- 
000,000 more would be needed to wind up 
the canal work, in connection with which 
the Superintendent said that the Canal 
Executive Committee, whose efforts were 
mainly instrumental in putting the nine- 
million-dollar bond issue through, knew all 
along that sum would not complete the 
improvements. 

“T saw Chairman Hefford of that com- 
mittee in Buffalo the other day,” said the 
Controller, ‘‘ and he told me that that state- 
ment of Mr, Aldridge was not true. He 
said that the canal men understood that 
$9,000,000 was all that was needed, and that 
it would complete the work. 

“TIT also talked with George Clinton, De 
Witt Clinton’s grandson, long President of 
the Canal Men’s Association, and he as- 
sured me that their understanding from the 
outset was that the $9,000,000 would com- 
plete all the improvements and allow a 
small margin for errors in estimates. 

“Mr. Aldridge charges that I have made 
public figures about canal contracts. I have 
prepared no tables or statements for any 
newspaper or anybody; but I have always 
believed it my duty to allow any citizen 
access to the State’s public accounts, even if 
he happened to be a newspaper man.” 

Mr. Roberts said he did not expect to an- 
swer Mr. Aldridge’s letter. 

“‘T asked him to do a certain thing,” said 
Mr. Roberts, ‘and he has declined to do it. 
I don’t see that there is anything more to 
be said.” 


A STATE TRUANT SCHOOL. 


Denies Emphatically 


The Legislature to be Asked for 
$50,000 to Start It. 


ALBANY. Jan. 10.—At the instance of the 
State Department of Public Instruction a 
bill is to be introduced in the Legislature 
at once providing for a State truant school. 
An appropriation of $50,000 is asked for to 
begin the work. The site is to be selected 
by the Superintendent of Public Instruction 
and the Controller. 


The Board of Managers is to consist of 
four persons appointed by the Governor, 


none of whom can hold judicial office. The 
Superintendent of Public Instruction is to 
be one of the members. Committments to the 
institution may be made of children be- 
tween the ages of eight and sixteen years. 
Provision is made for the parole of inmates 
at the discretion of the managers, No child 
can be sent to another institution for vio- 
lating the truancy law unless the commit- 
ment is approved by the Superintendent of 
oe Instruction and subject to his visita- 
tion.

PRIMARY ELECTION BILL 


Up-State Republicans Opposed to 
the Measure Outlined by 
Mr. Quigg. 


EFFORT TO SECURE HARMON 


A Plan to be Proposed with a View 
to Overcoming the Growing Op- 
position to the State 
Organization. 


ALBANY, Jan. *10.—The announcement 
made in New York that the Republican 
leaders will introduce in the Legislature a 
Primary Election bill which will receive the 
support of the organization in both 
branches is confirmed here on the authority 
of representatives of the administration. 
That such a measure was in contemplation 
has been known for some time. 

Friends of Gov. Black said to-day, how- 
ever, that the bill, when introduced, would 
not be the measure outlined by County 
Chairman Quigg and vouched for by him. 
That. bill, they said, would not be satis- 
factory to the up-State Republicans for the 
reason that it provided for no registration 
previous to the election next November. 

What Gov. Black and the other leaders 
outside of New York City have in mind is 
the effect of the proposed legislation on the 
election this Fall, and they do not pro- 
pose, if they can help it, to do anything 
to imperil the success of the party in the 
State in order to allow Mr. Quigg to: con- 


tinue to wreak punishment, as they ex- 
press it, on the anti-Platt Republicans of 
the metropolis. What they want and will 
insist upon, it is announced on good author- 
ity, is a bill that will help to heal the 
split among the New York City Republic- 
ans, and they do not believe that any meas- 
ure drawn or backed by Mr. Quigg, Edward 
Lauterbach, or Fred 8. Gibbs would have 
that effect. 

The Primary bill already introduced in the 
Senate by Mr. Brush is said to be considered 
an impracticable measure by Gov. Black 
and his lieutenants, and Senator Pavey’s 
independent attitude makes it improbable 
that the organization will adopt the meas- 
ure which he offered the Senate last session 
and reintroduced this year. It is expected, 
therefore, that an entirely new bill, which 
may or may not include many features of 
these two prcposed laws, will be presented 
to both houses as the organization’s scheme 
for *“* purging the primaries.”’ 

The up-State leaders declare with confi- 
dence that this bill will be in the nature of a 
harmonizer. It will be introduced with the 
idea of convincing the Republican voters of 
the interior that the ‘‘ machine ”’ is for fair- 
ness, and that the revolt inside the party, 
which has already assumed such consider- 
able proportions in New York City, is not 
based on just grounds. 


STATE CIVIL SERVICE. 


Reformers Investigating the Results 
of Gov. Black’s Law. 


ALBANY, Jan. 10.—Secretary George Mc- 
Aneny, of the Civil Service Reform Associa- 
tion, with headquarters at 54 William Street, 
New York, was at the Capitol to-day, 
examining the recoras or the State Civil 
Service Commission. Mr. McAneny was in 
search of data for a report on the opera- 
tions of the State law as enforced by Gov. 
Black, which will be made public, he says, 
within a few days. 

‘“‘In this report,” said Mr. McAneny, “* we 
expect to show to the public, and I hope to 
convince the Governor, that the present law 


has done exactly what we predicted it 
would, i.e., practically abolished competition 
for places in the classified service, placed it 
in the power of heads of departments to ap- 
point substantially whom they please, and 
opened the way to almost all of the abuses 
of the spoils system. Our report will be 
made up from the State’s own official rec- 
ords and its statements of the workings of 
the law will be based on cold figures of 
whose accuracy there can be no dispute.” 

Secretary McAneny had an hour’s talk 
with Gov. Black, in the course of which 
they discussed the law and its abuses fully. 
He was impressed, he said, with the Gov- 
ernor’s frankness and fairness in the dis- 
cussion of the matter, and he believed that, 
if the evils of the law’s operation could be 
sufficiently impressed upon the Governor 
he would consent to its amendment. 

“We are preparing to make a test case of 
the State Civil Service act,’’ said Mr. Mc- 
Aneny. “Just what appointment wiil be 
selected for this purpose has not been de- 
termined, but it will probably be some New 
York City place. The law as it now stands 
is so much a farce that it practically lets 
down the doors to Tammany. We all know 
just how much an applicant’s ‘ merit’ and 
‘fitness’ will count, respectively, when the 
question is to be decided by Tammany lead- 
ers.”” 


NEW PRISON LAWS AT ALBANY. 


Printing of School Books by Con- 


victs to be Recommended, 


ALBANY, Jan. 10.—An important report 
on the penal institutions of the State, with 
special reference to prison labor, is to be 
made to the Legislature in the near future 
by the special committee of which Senator 
Wilcox is Chairman. It will recommend a 


reduction of the Prison Committee from 
eight to three members, in order to secure 
a more wieldy body. 

The proposition to have the convicts fur- 
nish a part of the food supply will also be 
discussed. The report will show that the 
prison labor law is working satisfactorily 
and that much good has resulted from it. 
An effort will be made to provide work for 
short-term prisoners in penitentiaries, and 
recommendations also are expected relative 
to printing school books in the prisons, if a 
free text book bill should ever be passed. 


TO PURIFY BARREN ISLAND. 


Black Orders Its Nuisances 


Abated Before April 1. 


ALBANY, Jan. 10.—Gov. Black to-night 
issued a proclamation ordering that the 
nuisances which exist on Barren Island, 
Kings County, be abated on or before April 
1 next. This means the wiping out of the 
conditions that have formed the subject of 
many complaints to the State and local 
Boards of Health. The action of the Govern- 
or is the result of a recent investigation of 
the condition of several establishments on 
the island made by the State Board of 
Health. 

The investigation grew out of a complaint 
made to the Executive by residents of lo- 


calities situated near the island. They com- 
plained that foul gases arose from the isl- 
and, which not only made the surrounding 
country a most disagreeable place for resi- 
dences, but also endangered public life and 
health. The investigation of the board. was 
most thorough, and the substance of its 
report was that the condition of the island 
constituted a public nuisance which should 
be abated. 

The concerns affected by the order are 
the E. Frank Coe Company, a corporation 
engaged in the manufacture of commercial 
fertilizer; the Barren Island Fertilizer and 
Oil Works, a corporation engaged in the 
manufacture of fish oil and fish scrap; the 
New York Sanitary Utilization Con:pany, a 
corporation engaged in reducing the gar- 
bage of New York City and manufacturing 
certain commercial products therefrom; E. 
J. McKeever & Brother, a copartnership 
consisting of Edward J. and Stephen VW. 
McKeever, engaged in rendering dead ani- 
mals, collected principally from the Borough 
of Brooklyn, and T. White & Sons, a co- 
partnership, engaged in rendering dead ani- 
mals, collected chijefly in the Borough of 
Manhattan.

RAILROAD TO FORT SELKIRK. 


The Rothschilds Decide to Go on with 
the Project and Work Will Begin 
Early in the Spring. 


TACOMA, Washington, Jan. 10.—Henry 
Brattnober, mining expert and western rep- 
resentative of the Rothschilds, has gone to 
London for a second time since Oct. 1, to 
consult with them regarding the building of 
a railroad into the Yukon country over the 
Dalton trail, starting at Pyramid Harbor 
on Chilkat Inlet. <A. C. Brattnober, has 
brother, announced to-day that the Roths- 
childs have definitely decided to build the 
road. Engineers are at work on the right 
of way, and construction will commence 
very early in the Spring. It is hoped to 
complete the road next Summer, and in all 
events by a year from now. 

It is not expected that it will be possi- 
ble to operate the road during the Winter 
on account of the intense cold weather, but 
Brattnober’s reports show the investment 
will be profitable without Winter traffic. 
From Fort Selkirk or near there connecting 
steamers will be operated to Dawson, 200 
miles beyond. Last month Brattnober filed 
claims on thirteen acres of land wanted for 
terminal purposes at Pyramid Harbor. The 
idea of building a railroad over the Dalton 
trail first occurred to him last September, 
when he returned from Dawson alone over 
that route. He hurried to London, where 
the Rothschilds thought favorably of the 
project, and sent him back with instruc- 
tions to begin surveys at once. The build- 
ing and equipment of the line to Fort Sel- 
kirk is estimated to cost seven or eight mill- 
ion dollars. 


NEW LAWS FOR ALASKA, 


More Commissioners Proposed and 


Towns to Have Power to Tay. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Senator Carter 
of the Senate Committee on Territories and 
Chairman Knox of the House committee 
had an informal conference to-day, going 
over what legislation is necessary for Alas- 
ka. It was agreed that nothing should yet 


be done in the way of giving Alaska a 
Territorial form of government, in view of 
the unsettled character of the population 
of that district. 

It was decided that action should be taken 
giving more United States Commissioners 
for the district. There are eight of them, 
and the present proposition is to make the 
Commissioners subject to appointment by 
the courts. Both gentlemen thought that 
the present lack of power of the towns and 
communities to levy taxes should be recti- 
fied and authority given them for such pur- 
poses. The matter of presentation of the 
district in Congress was also 
discussed, and the conclusion reached that 
the Alaskan people should be accorded a 
delegate in that body. 


ANXIETY FELT FOR CAPT. RAY, 


Army Officer Who Went to the Yukon 
Territory Not Heard From, 


SEATTLE, Jan. 10.—Some apprehension 
is felt at the non-arrival of Capt. Ray, 
United States Army, who was sent by the 


War Department last Summer to inquire 
into the necessity of nilitary occupation. of 
the Yukon territory in Alaska. 

Capt. Ray expected to leave Fort Yukon 
as soon as the Winter traveling became 
good, and to reach Washington by Feb. 1. 
None of the recent arrivals from Dawson 
City report having seen or heard anything 
of Capt. Ray. It is highly probable, though, 
that he 1s coming out by the way of Cop- 
per River, as he is known to have been im- 
pressed with the feasibility of the route. 


PLENTY OF MEAT AT DAWSON, 


Large Herds of Moose and Caribou 
Killed by Wholesale. 


VICTORIA, Jan. 10.—Richard Morgan, 
just from Dawson City, throws new light 


on the food situation there, and also on the 
general conditions and present necessities 
of the camp. ‘ 

Meat, he says, is now a drug, and worth 
but 30 to 40 cents, chiefly because large 
herds of moose and caribou have lately 
passed the district and have been slaugh- 
terel by wholesale, one hunting party 
bringing in as many as fifty-four. 


Hamburg Line’s New Steamer. 


Emil L. Boas, General Manager of the 
Hamburg-American Line, received from the 
home office of the company in Hamburg 


yesterday a cable dispatch announcing that 
the company had contracted for a fourth 
steamship of the Pennsylvania and Pretoria 
class. These vessels are of 14,000 tons 
gross register and 23,500 tons displacement. 
The new steamer will be built by the Vul- 
can Shipbuilding Company of Stettin. When 
the steamers now building are completed 
the Hamburg-American Line will own‘a 
fleet of 124 vessels, of which 70 are ocean 
steamers, aggregating 341,000 tons gross 
register. Twenty-one steamers are built on 
the twin-screw system and are over 7,000 
tons gross each. 


Miss Coppage Breaks Her Fast. 


Helen Coppage, who attempted to fast for 
sixty days was compelled to give in Sunday 
night after an abstinence from food for 


nearly thirty-five days. She was taken ill 
with a severe cold on Sunday and her 
physician forbade her to continue her fast, 
as she was threatened with congestion of 
the lungs. Miss Coppage was seen at Hu- 
ber’s Museum last - t and did not appear 
to have suffered much. She broke her first 
fast with orange juice and afterward drank 
some hot milk.

A BIG SWINDLE STOPPED 


W. F. Goerdes Engineers a Clever 
Deal Almost to a Suc- 
cessful End. 


ENTRAPPED BY HIS VICTIM 


Before He Reaps His Harvest He Is 
Arrested—A Mistake in the Cer- 
tification of a Bad Check for 
$18,112.50 Causes Detection. 


A slight error in the certification of a 
check for $18,112.50, given to W. Hawley 
& Co. of 28 Broad Street for 100 shares of 
Consolidated Gas stock yesterday, aroused 
the suspicions of the brokers after the stock 
had been delivered and hypothecated, and 
led to the exposure of a cleverly planned 
swindle and an arrest. 

The check purported to be drawn in favor 
of Hawley & Co. by J. L. Rives on the 
North Side Bank of Brooklyn. In one cor- 
ner were the perforated figures of its face 
value, and the words, “‘ Certified North Side 
Bank” were stamped on it in red ink. Some 
undecipherable initials in red ink crossed 
the stamp as the teller’s signature. The 
forger omitted to date the certification, and 
a telephone message to the bank exposed 
the fact that it was forged, within an hour 
of the delivery of the stock. The check 
was ‘presented to Hawley & Co. by Will- 
iam F. Goerdes, who indorsed it and re- 
ceived the gas stock in exchange. 

Goerdes has been a member of the Con- 
solidated Stock and Petroleum Exchange 
since March 9, 1896. On Saturday last he 
called on Hawley & Co., and told them he 
had a customer for 100 shares of the gas 


stock. The price was agreed upon at 181% 
and the stock was to be ready by yester- 
day morning. Two days previously Goer- 
des went to L. P. Mendham of 20 Broad 
Street and asked if he would advance $16,000 
oa 100 shares Consolidated Gas. Mr. Mend- 
ham said he would. 


He Engages Bullion. 


On Tuesday of last week Goerdes intro- 
duced himself to Zimmermann & Forshay, 
bullion dealers in Wall Street, and inquired 
the rate on Spanish gold. A figure was 
quoted to him, and on Friday, after his visit 
to Mr. Mendham’s office, he instructed Zim- 


mermann & Forshay to secure $16,000 worth 
of the gold for him by noon Monday. 

Yesterday morning Goerdes saw A. R. 
Hawley of Hawley & Co. and asked about 
the stock. He was told that it was ready 
for delivery and took a check from his 
pocketbook. ‘It’s on a Brooklyn bank,” 
he said. ‘‘ I suppose you want it certified? ”’ 
Mr. Hawley replied that certification was 
usual, and Goerdes said he would send his 
client to get the certification. He returned 
in about two hours, just before noon, with 
the check. Without looking at it Mr. Haw- 
ley told him A. N. Lawrence, floor broker 
for the firm, was on the Consolidated Ex- 
change and had the stock with him. 

Goerdes found him there and exchanged 
the check for $18,112.50 for the stock. De- 
scribing the deal late yesterday, Mr. Law- 
rence said: ‘I felt a sinking of my heart 
and a premonition of evil as soon as I 
yarted with the stock. I told the boy to tell 
Mr. Hawley to take a good look at the 
check. Then I looked around for Goerdes, 
but he had dropped out of sight.’”’ 

Mr. Hawley noticed the omission of the 
date to the stamp of certification, and called 
up the North Side Bank. He was informed 
that J. L. Rives had no account there and 
that no such check had been certified. 

Mr. Hawley notified the Wall Street de- 
tective bureau and sent out a notice to 
dealers to detain any one who tried to dis- 
pose of the gas stock. 

L. P. Mendham responded to the notice 
with the information that he had lent $16,000 
on the stock in a check on the Western 
National Bank to W. F. Goerdes. The 
check had been certified at Mr. Goerdes’s 
request, and notice was sent to all bankers 
and brokers through the New York News 
Agency ticker service. 

Shortly before 1 o’clock Goerdes took the 
check to Zimmermann & Forshay and ten- 
dered it in payment for the gold. He was 
told that the gold would be ready at 3 
o’clock and that meantime it would be nec- 
essary to verify the certification of the 
check. He made no objections. Louis J. 
Rees of the firm sent his office boy to the 
bank with the check and learned that it 
wasO K, 


A Boy’s Discovery, 


An hour later the boy idly reading the 
news on the ticker tape saw the notice re- 
garding the check, and told Exchange Clerk 
Scully, who was preparing the gold for de- 
livery. Mr. Mendham was informed, and 
he sent word to the Detective Bureau and 


Hawley & Co. Mr. Lawrence was angry, 
and when doubts were expressed that 
Goerdes wouSd be captured, he declared his 
willingness to pay $1,000 to that end. 

If Goerdes had looked at the ticker quota- 
tions he probably would not have walked 
into the trap prepared for him at the office 
of Zimmermann Forshay. At 3:15 o’clock 
he appeared there. ‘‘ Phil” Reilly of the 
detective force was awaiting him. As soon 
as Goerdes had asked if the gold was ready 
Reilly tapped him on the shoulder. ‘‘ Is your 
name Goerdes?’’ he asked. Goerdes said it 
was. ‘ Well,” said Reilly, ‘‘ I’m an officer. 
You’ve got to come to headquarters.” 

Goerdes did not even appear surprised. 
“ All right,’’ he said coolly. ‘‘ Come along; 
I’m ready.”” He made no resistance and 
walked quietly to Broadway and boarded a 
car in company with his captors. He prob- 
ably will be arraigned in the Centre Street 
Court to-day. 


Losers by the Transaction. 


Hawley & Co. are out $100 through de- 
preciation of the gas stock thrown back 
on their hands. Zimmermann & Forshay 
lose $80 by the difference in buying and 
selling the gold and $16,000 of Mr, Mend- 
ham’s capital will be tied up until the cer- 


tified check is formally destroyed. The 
bullion dealers say Mr. Hawley should pay 
their loss. Hawley & Co. are hopeful of re- 
covering and getting rid of the gas stock 
before it depreciates further, and Mr. Mend- 
ham says he will hold the stock until he 
recovers his check, now in the possession of 
Zimmermann & Forshay. All parties agree 
that the matter will be settled without re- 
course to the law. 

Little is known of W. F. Goerdes on the 
Consolidated Exchange. When he became a 
member C. N. Wilkinson and T. F. Fowler 
were his sponsors. Mr. Fowler is dead, and 
Mr. Wilkinson said last night he knew 
nothing for or against him. 


Goerdes Confesses All. 


At Police Headquarters Goerdes at first 
denied to Capt. McClusky that he had been 
guilty of any wrong. He denied forging the 
original signature on the check or its sub- 
sequent certification, and said that he had 
been the victim of J. L. Rives, his alleged 


customer. Later, however, he broke down 
and confessed that he was responsible for 
the whole matter. He said that he had lost 
considerable money recently, and on Friday 
last conceived the idea of obtaining money 
by means of forgery. He said that he had 
not completed his plans as to what he 
should do after he had secured the money, 
for he thought that the check would not 
come back for forty-eight hours and that 
would give ample time to mature his scheme 
for flight. 

Just before he went to Zimmermann & 
Forshay’s to get the gold he hired a cab 
and left it standing until his return, in the 
rear of the Schermerhorn Building, in Pine 
Street. In the cab he left a valise which 
he had brought down in the morning and 
in which he intended to place the money. 
When arrested he took the detectives to the 
cab. There they found the valise and in it 
was a perforating stamp with which he 
stamped the check. This stamp he bought 
yesterday morning. 

Ten dollars and two letters from a sou- 
brette belonging to a theatrical company 
now traveling in the South were found in 
his possession. He gave his address as 235 
South Tenth Street, Newark, N. J., where 
he lives with his wife, child, and widowed 


mother. 


Cc. V. C. Van Deusen May Be Selected. 


It is reported that Clarence V. C. Van 
Deusen will be appointed Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Elections in the Borough of Brook- 
lyn. It is understood that this place has 
been conceded to the Republicans, and that 
Mr. Van Deusen is their choice. He was 
Chief Clerk of the old Board of Elections, 
having been in the employ of the board for 
about eight years. He was removed by the 
board on charges of misusing his official 
poaen. but succeeded in establishing his 
innocence and was acquitted. He afterward 
sought to be reinstated, but the board re- 
fused to take him back.

PARK BOARD’S FIRST MEETING. 


Right of Signing Contracts Discussed 
—Uniform Rules and Regulations 
to be Prepared. 


The first regular meeting of the Park 
Board was held at the Arsenal in Central 
Park yesterday morning. It was directed 
that copies of rules and regulations govern- 
ing the parks in the various boroughs be 


transmitted to the board in order that a 
uniform sét of rules may be prepared. 

Commissioner Brower suggested that each 
Commissioner inspect the parks of his bor- 
ough, and that the board meet Wednesday 
night in executive session at a place Sselect- 
ed by the commission.

After looking up the 
charter President Clausen said that he 
would look over all contracts and sign 
them, just for the matter of form. 

Commissioner Brower did not like this, 
and said bluntly that if he signed anything 
for another Commissioner he would like to 
know all about what he was signing. He 
would not act in the dark. 

It was suggested that the Corporation 
Counsel have one of his assistants detailed 
at the meetings of the board. 

The board decided ‘to advertise for bids 
for a six months’ supply of coal for the 


‘Borough of Manhattan. 


GIDEON GRANGER ESCAPES. 


DUNKIRK, N. Y., Jan. 10.—Gideon 
Granger, who was on his way to this 
place, in custody of an officer, to answer 
the charge of forgery, jumped through the 
window of a car closet, as the train on the 


Lake Shore Railroad was approaching 
Derby, a few miles west of Buffalo, this 
morning, and has not been recaptured. 
The trainmen expressed the opinion that 
Granger must have been killed, as the train 
was running very tast, but officers have 
gone over the ground where Granger 
leaped from the train, and have failed to 
locate him, showing that he succeeded in 
his hazardous attempt to escape. The 
country around Derby is being scoured, in 
expectation of finding him. 


Gideon Granger was one of the star wit- 
nesses in the Lexow investigation. His 
father; John Albert Granger, is a real estate 
dealer in this city. Gideon Granger was 
educated in a military school with the sons 
of John McClave, afterward Police Com- 
missioner, and married their sister, Miss 
Louise McClave. He got into debt and did 
several things objectionable to his wife’s 
family, and Commissioner McClave declined 
to help him further. p 

His wife brought suit for a divorce, which 
was later granted, and while the divorce 
suit was pending Granger went before the 
Lexow committee and accused his father- 
in-law of selling positions on the police 
force. He suddenly disappeared, and re- 
turned after three weeks with a story that 
Mr. McClave had caused the police to spirit 
him away. Granger tried to become recon- 
ciled to his wife, and, failing, left the city. 
He was arrested in Detroit, Mich., in 1895, 
for having passed three forged checks, and 
was sent to the penitentiary. 

Granger was arrested in this city last 
Friday, upon receipt of word from the po- 
lice of Dunkirk that he was wanted in 
that city for forgery. Officer Walter of 
Dunkirk came here after him, and left with 
his prisoner Sunday night. 


Pittsburg’s- New Hospital. 


PITTSBURG, Jan. 10.—Charles E. Talbot, 
Assistant Superintendent of the Presby- 
terian Hospital of New York, has had an 
offer of the Superintendency of the St. Mar- 
garet Hospital of Pittsburg, a new institu- 
tion, to be dedicated by Bishop Whitehead 
next May. The hospital was built from a 
bequest by John H. Shoenberger, a steel 
manufacturer of this city, as a memorial of 
his wife.

WINE AT WESLEYAN DINNER. 





She Receives the Sentence, Which 
Was Lighter than She Expected, 
Without Sign of Emotion. 





EXPECTS PEACE AT AUBURN 


The District Attorney Explains that 
Her Confession Was Voluntary 
and of Great Importance in 
Convicting Thorn of Mur- 
dering Guldensuppe. 








Mrs. Augusta Nack, indicted for the mur- 
der of William Guldensuppe, appeared in 
the Queens County Court yesterday and 
received a sentence of fifteen years in Au- 
burn Prison. 

Justice Garretson, having consulted the 
two Justices who presided at the trial of 
Thorn, had at last determined on the pun- 
ishment he would inflict, and, after a talk 
with the District Attorney and Emanuel 
Friend, Mrs. Nack’s counsel, fixed 1:30 P. 
M. yesterday as the time for passing sen- 
tence, The stairs and halls were lined with 
people. About half the crowd was feminine 
and well dressed. 

Mrs. Nack was in high spirits yesterday 


morning—almost gay. She looked for a sen- 
tence of twenty years, and, judging from 
the little she said, had made up her mind to 
a long term of peaceful prison life and to 
coming out with what property she has 
left increased to a considerable figure by 
the lapse of time. She remarked that her 
free life had been are and troubled, and 
that in prison she would have nothing to 
worry her. She did not seem to give a 
thought to Thorn, whom she regards as 
virtually dead and gone, or to her husband 
or to Guldensuppe. 


Led into Court. 


Just after court nad reconvened, she 
stepped in through the side door. She 
looked to right and left hastily, and rather 


impatiently, as if she resented the gaze of 
the hundreds of eyes fastened on her. She 
was led to a chair at the centre of the bar 
—just where Thorn had stood to receive his 
sentence—and as she took her seat she 
again looked about her a moment. Then 
She looked straight at Justice Garretson, 
breathing rather fast, her lips parted, an 
indescribable expression of appeal] in her 
eyes, 

The proceedings were brief and business- 
like. District Attorney Youngs briefly out- 
lined the difficulties the State had been con- 
fronted with in making out its case, the 
chief of which was the establishment of the 
corpus delictii Mrs. Nack had voluntarily 
removed this difficulty, tnsured the con- 
viction of Thorn; and saved the prosecuting 
officers much trouble and the county some 
expense by her confession. She had offered 
to confess as long ago as last October, and 
had received no promise of reward or im- 
munity. He moved that the defendant be 
called for sentence, and fo ly announced 
that in behalf of the people he was ready to 
ccnsent that she should. withdraw her plea 
of not guilty and substitute a plea of guilty 
of manslaughter in the first. degree. 

Mr. Friend, who sat by Mrs. Nack, rose 
and said that his client pleaded guilty of 
manslaughter in the first degree. Here Mrs. 
Nack put her handkerchief to_her eyes. 
She was called on to stand up. If she had 
been crying she had ceased during the 
brief colloquy between the Justice and the 
lawyers, and her eyes were now dry and 
bright. The Justice asked if she,had any- 
thing to say why sentence should not be 
pronounced, and she hal* turned toward 
Mr. Friend, who promptly answered for her, 
‘* Nothing whatever.” 


Fifteen Years Imposed. 


The Justice, after a glance at the papers 
before him, with a cold unsympathetic 
voice, looking directly at Mrs. Nack, whose 


eyes did not leave his face an instant, told 
her that-it appeared from the papers that 
she and Thorn had conspired ether to 
kill Guldensuppe, and did kill him. Then 
the Justice seemed to address the bar and 
the public generally, as he added: 

“Martin Thorn has been tried in this 
court, convicted, and sentenecd to death. 
The case of the people from the start was 
surrounded with grave difficulties. It is 
impossible to overestimate the importance 
of the confession which this woman made. 
Whether or not she be equally guilty with 
Thorn, it is certain that the use of her con- 
fession on his first trial constitutes an im- 
plied agreement either for complete im- 
munity or for a lesser offense. 

“The sentence of the court is that you 
be confined in the State prison for women 
at Auburn, N. Y., for the term of fifteen 
years. Sheriff, remove your prisoner.” 

This was a clear and unexpected gift of 
five years of liberty, but Mrs. Nack gave 
no indication of emotion. Capt. Methven 
touched her on the shoulder, and she fol- 
lowed him quickly through the side door. 
The business did not occupy the time of the 
court quite ten minutes. 

Commutation for good behavior will re- 
duce the actual time Mrs. Nack will serve 
to nine years eight months and four days. 
She will probably be taken to Auburn on 
Friday or Saturday. 





Thorn Hears the News. 


SING SING, N. Y., Jan. 10.—About 3 
o’clock this afternoon Warden Sage received 
a message from New York of Mrs. Nack’s 


sentence. Soon after he had a brief talk 
with Thorn. The Warden said: 

“Thorn, Mrs. Nack has been sentenced to 
fifteen years’ imprisonment. What do you 
think about it?’’ 

“Oh, I don’t know,” replied Thorn. “I 
oe care much about it one way or the 
other.” 

Thorn then spoke to the Warden about 
the execution of Sutherland this morning, 
and said: “This ought to have been my 
a You know I was sentenced to die to- 

ay.” 

To this the Warden replied: ‘“ But you 
know you have a stay, which means that 
you have a chance yet.” 

“Well I would rather have gone off to- 
day than have any further delay.” 


MRS. McCUSKER ON THE STAND. 


She Says the Shot Which Killed Her 
Husband Was Accidental—Court 
in Camden in Tears, 


CAMDEN, N. J., Jan. 10.—The trial of 
Mrs, Florence McCusker, charged with the 
murder of her husband, Michael McCusker, 
began to-day. before Judges Garrison and 
Armstrong. 

Clarence Smith, a bother-in-law of Mrs. 
McCusker, who was the only other person 
in the house on the night of the McCuskers’ 
fatal quarrel, testified that he was in his 
room when he heard the pisto) shot. He 
ran down stairs, and, finding McCusker 
seriously injured, at once went for a physi- 
cian. He did not see the shot fired, and did 
not know how McCusker received the in- 
jury. 

Policeman Steen, who arrived at the house 


after McCusker had been shot, said he 
asked the wounded man who had shot him. 
McCusker replied, pointing at his wife 
“That woman standing there.” Mrs. Ma- 
mie Staas, another neighbor of the Mc- 
Cuskers, stated that some time prior to the 
night of the shooting she hear McCusker 
and his wife quarreling. The latter said to 
him: “ Don’t touch me, or I’ll shoot you.” 
The prosecution rested its case, and the 
defense was opened by placing the defend- 
ant on the stand. She explained what led 
to the quarrel. Her husband was reading a 
paper, and she playfully knocked it from 
is hand, and, sitting on his lap, threw 
her arms about his neck. He pushed her 
from him. Then he said he was going out, 
and tossed a diamond ring she fad ven 
him across the bed toward her. He left the 
house, and the witness went to the bed to 
arrange it, when she found his revolver un- 
der the pillow. She took hold of it, intend- 
ing to put it in the bureau drawer, when 
she heard some one knocking violently on 
ee —~ webs 
e opene e ndow and saw it was 
her husband. He seemed angry, and she, 


excited by his manner, ran down the stairs, 
still holding the pistol in her hand. When 
she ed the door her husband had 


already‘ forced an entrance, and, pushin 
her aside and epproaching a china closet 
said: “I'll show you a quick way to break 
up ne The witness begged him 
not to destroy the china. He took hold of 
her, a in the scuffie the pistol was dis- 
charged.

John C. Clark, who was Chairman of the

WATERSPOUTS NEAR THE COAST 


The Roman Prince Falls into Their 
Wake and Is Almost Deluged— 
Officer’s Narrow Escape. 


Capt. Remnant of the steamship Roman 
Prince, which arrived Sunday night from 
Natal and Pernambuco, had an adventure 
with the most remarkable waterspouts, that 
he had seen in a long and varied experience 
at sea. There were a number of them, and 
he encountered the monsters only a day’s 
steaming distance from port. 

It was on Saturday when the Roman 
Prince was a little to the north of the lati- 


tude of Hatteras that Capt. Remnant and 
gecond Mate Jenkins, .standing on the 
bridge, observed an unusual disturbance in 
the waters. Then was heard the roar of a 
gale and off to the southwest a tremendous 
wall of water loomed up. It lacked the 
dainty spiral form of the commonly seen 
swirling spout. It looked like a solid mass 
of water 200 feet high and about 100 feet 
in diameter from base to head. It was 
traveling rapidly to the northeast, and was 
followed by others of lesser size and less 
distinctive formation. 

They traveled at a speed, it was esti- 
mated, of thirty miles an hour, crossing 
the bow of the steamship a half mile distant 
and disappearing to the northeast. 

This occurred at noon. Three hours later 
another spout was seen crossing the bar 
about two miles distant, and a few minutes 
later the Roman Prince came into the track 
of the spout. 

It was a “ water jumble,” as the Captain 
called it, in which they found themselves, 
rocking like a rowboat. It appears to have 
been a tumult of the waters. The vessel 
floundered about and wallowed as in the 
throes of a storm, though fine weather had 
prevailed to the south. Suddenly a tre- 
mendous sea toppled hundreds of tons of 
water on the steamer’s bow, flooding decks, 
smashing the bridge, and wrenching away 
stanchions and rails. 

Second Officer Jenkins narrowly escaped 
being carried into the sea. ° 

Water spouts are rarely reported as oc- 
curring so near the coast. 


AN ALLEGED BLACKMAILER. 


Joseph Abel of Meriden Arrested for 
Trying to Extort Money from 
a Saloon Keeper. 











Joseph Abel of Meriden, Conn., was ar- 
rested on the charge of blackmailing An- 
drew Pulasky, a saloonkeeper at 7 Wash- 
ington Street, yesterday. He had been 


‘baited’ by Detective Mooney of the 
Church Street Station. Abel acknowledged 
after his arrest that he had recently finished 
a three months’ term in jail at New Haven 
for swindling his father-in-law, K. Schaefer 
of Meriden, out of $700. 

His attempt to blackmail Pulasky was a 
bold one. On Sunday last he called at 
Pulasky’s Raines taw hotel, and, after tak- 
ing a drink and a sandwich, told the latter 
that he wanted to talk with him privately. 
Then he said: ‘*I am an Excise Inspector, 
and I notice that ee do not charge for 
your sandwiches. shall have to report 
you.” 

Pulasky was frightened at once and pro- 
posed to “fix it up.” ‘ Well,” said Abel, 
“IT can fix it for you, but it will cost you 
$75.” 

Pulasky, who was suspicious at the men- 
tion of so high a price, said that he had 
not that much money, but might raise it. 
Abel then offered to accept $50, saying that 
he did not want to make anything him- 
self, but that the Prosecuting Attorney, 
whose office was at 91 Nassau Street, must 
have that sum. He said that he would call 
or send his “ partner” last night for the 
money. 

In the meantime Pulasky notified the oo 
lice and Mooney was put on the case. e 
marked four ten-dollar bills and two fives, 
took their numbers on a piece of paper, and~ 
handed the money to Pulasky. At 5 P. M. 
yesterday Abel appeared, was_ given the 
money, and then walked around into Bat- 
ter Biaco. Mooney was waiting for him 
and followed and arrested him. Then he 
led Abel into the barroom of the Battery 
Place Concert en, and made two of 
the forty men in the place, hold Abel's 
hands up, (his back being kept against the 
wall,) while the others looked on in amaze- 
ment, 

Mooney stood by and had another man 
search Abel’s pockets. The marked grgeen- 
backs were produced, and Manager Brill 
of the Garden and two other men noted the 
numbers on the greenbacks, while Mooney 
read them aloud from his slip of paper. 
The prisoner wan ee locked up, after be- 
ing identified by Pulasky. 

Desens of letters, dated Meriden, from 
Abed’s wife, were found in his pockets, one 
of them addressed to the New Haven jail. 

In another of the letters she accuses him 
of being a rascal, and says that he could 
not be honest. She also refers to his having 
beaten her and knocked her down. From 
letter headings found among his papers, 
Abel is believed to be a photographer. 

Two other alleged victims of Abel will 
robably appear against him !n the Centre 
Btreet Police Court this morning. One of 
them is J. Streiff of the Hotel Wahren- 
berger, 180 Greenwich Street, whom Abel 
is said to have swindled out of $30 by rep- 
resenting himself as an agent of the Park- 
hurst society

In 1 Mr. Bruce. who is a lineal de- 
scendant of the famous Scot, Robert Bruce, 
entered into a partnership with Hamilton 
Busbey and founded The Turf, Field and 
Farm. Mr. Busbey and Leslie C. Bruce, 
the Colonel’s son, will continue the paper. 
As a judge of yearlin Col. Bruce was 
looked upon as among the best In the coun- 
try.

Last Summer Col. Bruce had a stroke of 
paralysis, from which he has for the most

CUBANS BESIEGE MAYARI. 


A Fort in Santiago de Cuba Makes a 
Stubborn Resistance to the 
Insurgents. 


HAVANA, Jan. 10.—The insurgents are 
besieging and have attacked the Port of 
Mayari, on the north coast of the Province 
of Santiago de Cuba. Troops have left 
Gibara, the northern port in the same prov- 
ince, to relieve the garrison of Mayari. 

A filibustering expedition recently landed 
in the Bay of Mayarl 

News from Spanish sources just received 
here, gives an account of what appears to 
have been a gallant defense of a fort in 
Santiago de Cuba, by Spanish troops. it 
seems that the principal fortification pro- 
tecting the buildings of the Central Plantae 
tion of Ysabel, belonging to Beattie & Co, 
an English concern, at Media Luna, neag 
Manzanillo, was attacked by a strong in- 
Surgent force during the night of Jan. 2, 
The insurgents had with them, it is claimed, 
a rapid-fire cannon, which they placed in 
position at about 600 meters from the fort 
and behind an embankment of earth a yard 
thick and about eighteen inches high. At 
the same time, 200 insurgents captured the 
machinery house of the plantation. 

The fort defending the latter consisted of 
a brick building, two stories high, and in 
the form of a cross. It was surrounded by 
wire fences and ditches, and was garrisoned 
by ninety-six soldiers, ‘under the command 
of Capt. Esteban Benedicto Manilo, who 
had two Lieutenants under him. 

At 6 o’clock in the morning the insurgents 
began, cannonading the Spanish fort, and 
at 2 o’clock in the afternoon they began an 
attack upon it from both sides of the river, 
and eventually tried to take it by assault, 
but they were repulsed. At 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon, the Spanish report continues, the 
insurgent infantry made a second attack 
upon the fort, and the Spaniards again 
drove the enemy back. Thereupon the in- 
surgents resumed their artillery fire and 
kept it up until dark. 

The nights of Jan. 3 and 4 were com- 
paratively tranquil, and the garrison em- 
ployed the time in re airing the defects 
in the fortifications and in awalting a fur- 
ther attack from the insurgents, 

The bombardment of the fort was quite 
severe. The insurgents fired 64 cannon 
shots, and several of the projectiles ex- 








ploded within the fort, destroying its walls - 


and compelling the garrison to seek refuges 
behind the earthworks. From there the 
soldiers continued the fight, and succeeded 
in beating off the enemy. 

_ During Jan. 4 the fort was relieved by 
Capt. Oryan, in command of the local guer- 
rilla force of Niquera, and a detachment of 
Spanish infantry, reinforced by two can- 
nons. The Spaniards then attacked the in- 
Surgent earthworks, and are said to have 
compelled the enemy to retire with severe 
loss. The garrison of the fort lost 17 men 
killed and had 83 men wounded.

CRIPPLED IN CUBA’S CAUSE, 


Lieut. Col, Funston Back from the 
War, Fought in 22 Battles and 
Had Many Narrow Escapes. 


Among the passengers who arrived yes- 
terday on the Ward Line steamship City~ of 
Washington was Frederick Funston, son of 
E. H. Funston of Iola, Kan., a former Con- 
gressman. Mr. Funston is a Lieutenant 
Colonel in the insurgent army of Cuba, in 
whose service he had received many wounds 
and suffered many other hardships. 

“TI went to Cuba,” he said, “in August, 
1896, as a member of the Cabrera expedi- 
tion, sailing from Charleston with thirty-six 
men. On landing I took command of Gow 
mez’s artillery, with the rank of Captain, 
We had but two pieces at that time. They 
were Hotchkiss guns, which did good serv- 
ice. I became chief of artillery, with the 


rank of Major, and I took part in twenty~ 
two battles in Eastern Cuba. I fired the 
Dudley dynamite gun when it was first 
used, which was at our taking of Los 
Tuanas. That was in August of last year. 

“At the battle of Sonia, in May, I was 
shot through both lungs, and in March of 
the same year, through the arm. Last 
October my horse fell upon me while we 
were climbing a steep hill, and both of my 
legs were crushed. It was because of my 
condition resulting from these injuries that 
I applied for a furlough to come to New 
York for a surgical operation and medical 
treatment, 

“T had now become a Lieutenant Colonel, 
To be invalided home I had to apply to the 
civil government of the insurgents. Lieut, 
Penny of the United States Army, who is a 
Lieutenant in the Cuban Army, accompanied 
me on my journey to see the Government 
officials. We ran into a party of six Span- 
ish soldiers, and after a scrap with them 
we put our horses on the run. Lieut. Pen- 
ny escaped, but I, being crippled, was not 
as alert, and was captured. 

“ Fortunately I had no pa 
nor had I on a uniform, and 





rs with me,

name, and said that I was a presentado, 
coming in to surrender. I was taken to 
Puerto Principe, and eventually released on 
my promise never to fight against Spain. 
As I am a cripple, my services can no longe 
er be of use to Cuba, so I shall not return.

Consideration of the Hawaiian An- 
~ nexation Treaty Entered upon 
in the Senate. 


DEBATE WILL NOT BE PUBLIC 


House Continues to Discuss the Civil 
Service Law—Enemies of the Merit 
System Expect to Secure a 
Modification of It. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—In accordance 
with his previous notice, Senator Davis, 
(Rep., Minn.,) Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, brought up the 
subject of the ratification of the Hawaiian 
annexation treaty in the Senate to-day. His 
motion was made soon after the disposal 
of the routine morning business, and the 
entire remainder of. the day’s session, except 
the time given to the confirmation of nom- 
inations, was devoted to the consideration 
of the question whether the treaty should 
be considered in open session or behind 
closed doors in executive session. 

After a debate of almost two hours upon 
this point, an informal vote was taken, the 
yeas and nays not being demanded. The 
decision was overwhelmingly against an 


open session. 

The motion for open sessions was made 
by Senator Gray, (Dem., Del.,) who pre- 
sented his reasons in a speech of about five 
minutes’ length, urging that the question 
was one of public concern, involving no en- 
tangling complications with other nations, 
and one which it was therefore eminently 

roper should be considered before the pub- 
ic gaze. 

Senator Davis replied to Mr. Gray, con- 
tending for the observance of precedent in 
this matter, and objecting quite strenuous- 
ly, theugh in calm and moderate language, 
to the proposition that the Senate should 
take the public into its confidence in con- 
sidering the treaty. 

He took issue with Mr. Gray on the propo- 
sition that there were no general questions 
involved affecting diplomatic relations with 
other countries, and predicted that the dis- 
cussion would take a wide range before its 
conclusion. 

Speeches in favor of the Gray resolution 
Were made by Senators Caffery, (Dem., La.,) 
White, (Dem., Cal.,) Mason, (Rep., Ill.,) and 
Morrill, (Rep., Vt.,) and in opposition by 
Senators Morgan, (Dem., Ala.,) Hoar, (Rep., 
Mass.,) Spooner, (Rep., Wis.,) and others. 


Morgan Wants Secrecy. 


Senator Morgan was the principal oppo- 
nent of the Gray proposition. He talked 
at length upon the importance of observ- 
ing the Senate rules in discussing this ques- 
tion, contending that, as the Senate was act- 
ing only in an advisory capacity to the 
Executive, it would be an act of bad faith 
for it to throw open the doors to the pub- 
lic. He said that no one would think of 
asking the President and the Cabinet to 
take up a treaty ‘n thé presence of the gen- 
eral public, and he contended that for this 
reason the obligation of secrecy was greai- 
er upon the Senate than it would be upon 
the Executive branch of the Government. 

Most of the Senators who spoke in oppo- 
sition to open sessions referred to the prob- 
ibility that the action of the European pow- 
‘rs in their evident purpose of partitioning 
the territory of China would form the basis 
pf much of the debate on the question of 
Hawaiian annexation. All who referred to 
this phase of the question manifested a 
lisposition to regard it as a delicate and 
romplicated one, and one which it were bet- 
ver shoul be ventilated behind closed doors. 

It also was intimated that the Monroe 
foctrine would come in for a fair share of 
liscussion before the close of the debate, 
and it was asserted that this was a ques- 
tion which could be more freely discussed 
m_executive than in open session. 

Senator White was among those who re- 
plied to these statements. He spoke spirit- 
tdly and in sarcastic vein of the folly of at- 
tempting to keep executive secrets within 
ihe control of the Senate. He made reply to 
the suggestion that the control of the pub- 
icity in regard to treaties should be left to 
the Executive, saying that the treaty itself 
had been made public, as had also the 
President’s message upon the subject, 

Senator Morrill contended that the ques- 
tion of annexation was one of much public 
nterest, and said that.on this account the 
public should be informed fully of the rea- 
‘ons for and against annexation. He spoke 
very briefly. 


Mason Pleads for Open Debate. 


Senator Mason took advantage of the op- 
portunity to make a speech directed gener- 
ally against executive sessions. He an- 
aounced his intention to support the motion 
Jor an open session, and said that he would 
take advantage of all such openings to ex- 
ercise his influence to break down the 
Senatorial rule for secret sessions. 

He asserted that the rule was out of date, 
sut of keeping with the progressive ten- 
dency of the times, mossgrown and obso- 
lete, and argued that it should be abolished. 
If, as many people believed, the Senate was 
sut of sympathy with the public, the re- 
quirement of discussion of so many impor- 
tant questions in executive session was, 
more than any other reason, responsible 
for this condition of affairs. He hoped that 
not only the Hawaiian treaty, but all other 
questions in which the public was inter- 
ested, would be discussed in the presence 
of the American public. 

Senator Davis announced his purpose to 
all up the treaty again to-morrow and 
press it as rapidly as possible. He prob- 
ably will make a speech in general advo- 
cacy of the treaty at to-morrow’s session. 

‘The annexationists now claim fifty-nine 
votes for the treaty, lacking only one of 
the number necessary to ratify it. On the 
other hand, the opposition say the ratifiers 
will fall short from three to five votes. 


THE DEBATE IN THE HOUSE. . 


Several Speeches in Opposition to the 
Civil Service Law—Two in 
Defense of It, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—The House to- 
day continued to debate the civil service 
question. Mr. Cooney (Dem., Mo.,) opposed 
the “whole civil-service reform idea,” 
which he denounced as a “ cheat and a nar- 
row swindle.”” Mr. Dorr (Rep., West Va.,) 
spoke in opposition to the law. Mr. Cox 
(Dem., Tenn.,) said he was so utterly op- 
posed to civil service reform that he would 
vote to strike out the appropriation for the 
commission, and, if he had a chance, would 
vote for the repeal of the law. Mr. Little 
(Dem., Ark.,) antagonized the principle, 

theory, and practice of the law. 

Mr. Brumm (Rep., Penn.,) also opposed 
the “reform” system. He defended what 
was known as the “ political pull,” which 
he said, ought to be cultivated. Every 

oung man should have such influence, and 

f any one did not have, it was the best 
evidence that he was unworthy of political 
privileges. 

Mr. McCall (Rep., Mass.,) was the first 
speaker to defend the merit system. In re- 
plying to the criticisms of some of the op- 
ponents of the system, he raised a laugh 
at the expense of Mr. Grosvenor, who, ac- 
cording to Mr. McCall’s calculations, want- 
ed over 115 per cent. of the offices exempted 
from.the operation of the civil service law. 
Mr. McCall said the secret of the ——. 
man’s attack on the civil service Was found 
in the fact that the disappointed office seek- 
ers were more potent in politics than those 
in office. 

Mr. Cowherd (Dem., Mo.,) called attention 
to some alleged violations of the civil serv- 
ice law in his district. He said it was in- 
consistent for the President to “play to 
the grand-stand with ent support 
of the law,” while s subordinates were 
entertaining bleachers by “‘ turning the ras- 
cals out.”’ 

Mr. Sulloway (Rep., N. H.,) proudly pro- 
claimed himself a spoilsman without any 
mental reservation. He believed the Gov- 
ernment belonged to its friends. Mr. Sul- 
loway’s remarks were very picturesque, and 
kept the anti-reformers in a continuous roar 
of approval.

efforts were made to-day by members of 
the Committee on Rules to learn when the 
pending civil service debate could be 
brought to a close. 

The statement was made in reply to these 
inquiries that the debate could be closed 
at once if definite assurances were given 
by the Committee on Rules that the Dill 
proposing material modification of the civil 
service law should have a hearing and a 
vote at a reasonably early day, and cer- 
tainly before April 1. With this assurance 
given, the opponents of the law were ready 
to withdraw the present contest against the 
supplies for the Civil Service Commisssion 
and reserve their contest for the law itself. 
Without this assurance, it was asserted 
that any rule to close the debate would be 
voted down by over 100 majority. 

Intimations also were made that an 
amendment might be offered to the: pending 
appropriation bill, adding the Republican 
conference proposition as a ‘“‘rider.” The 
steering committee of Republicans do not 
favor this course, but they say it may be 

roposed by individual members, and would 

ave a powerful support. 

The canvass of Republican members now 
in progress shows that by far the larger 
number of Republicans favor a modifica- 
tion, rather than a repeal, of the law. But 
it also shows that thirty-eight Republicans 
are ready to vote for absolute repeal, and 
these thirty-eight, together with the Dem- 
ocrats and Populists favoring absolute re- 
peal, are said to give a majority for repeal. 

The ——— committee are desirous, how- 
ever, of avoiding an issue on repeal, and 
of limiting the action to modifying the 
law. This they hope to accomplish without 
the aid of Democratic or Populistic votes, 
although the thirty-eight Republicans are 
available, in case no modification of the 
law is secured, to carry through a bill for 
complete repeal. 


CIVIL SERVICE EXEMPTIONS. 


Postmaster General Gary and Secre- 
tary Bliss Submit Their Views. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Postmaster Gen- 
eral Gary has sent to the Senate a reply 
to the resolution asking what positions 
should be exempt from the civil service 
rules. He says: 

“In my judgment, the following positions 
should be excepted from the rules govern- 
ing the classified civil service, in addition 
to these of private secretary and confi- 
dential clerk to the Postmaster General and 
unskilled laborers, which are now exempt: 

“Chief Clerk of the Post Office Depart- 
ment; Disbursing Clerk; Appointment Clerk; 
private secretary and Chief Clerk to each 
of the four Assistant Postmasters General; 
private secretary and confidential clerk to 
the Assistant Attorney General for the 
Post Office Department and _ confidential 
clerk to the Chief Post Office Inspector; 
postal card agent; postage stamp agents; 
stamped envelope agent; five Post Office In- 
spectors; watchmen, firemen, assistant mes- 
sengers, pages, laborers of all kinds, and 
charwomen. 

“‘In the Post Offices throughout the coun- 
try I would recommend the following ex- 
ceptions: Superintendents or clerks in 
charge of carrier stations; assistant cash- 
iers; private secretaries and stenographers 
to the Postmasters in the larger offices; 
messengers, porters, cleaners, janitors, 
watchmen, and laborers.” 

Secretary Bliss also replied to the resolu- 
tion. He recommended that a number of 
appointments in the department, the Gen- 
eral Land Office, Office of Indian Affairs, 
Pension Office, Pension Agency Service, 
Education and Patent Office, and Geological 
Survey be exempted from the operation of 
the Civil Service law. 


BAD WATER IN WASHINGTON. 


A Resolution to Have It Filtered Of- 
fered in the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—A_ resolution 
looking to the filtration of the water used 
in the City of Washington having been of- 
fered in the Senate to-day, and referred to 
the District of Columbia Committee, Mr. 
Hale (Rep., Me.,) said that in no part of the 
United States was there a city whose citi- 
zens are so imposed upon and abused as to 


the water supply as are the citizens of 
Washington. “ We are confronted with bad, 
foul water,” said he, “so filthy, indeed, as 
to make it dangerous to drink, and irk- 
some even to take a bath in,” 

Mr. Gallinger, (Rep., N. H.,) a member 
of the District of Columbia Committee, said 
that the committee was mindful of the con- 
dition of the water of this city, but he was 
satisfied that it was not impure or hurtful 
to any great extent. He thought a system 
of filtration would be very expensive, but he 
assured the Senate that the committee 
would do everything in its power to remedy 
the evil aimed at by the resolution. 


Congressional Notes. 


In the Senate yesterday a bill was reported fa- 
vorably from the Indian Committee prohibiting 
railroad companies from charging more than 3 
cents a mile for passengers through the Indian 
Territory. 

Mr. Hoar introduced in the Senate yesterday a 
bill to prevent the desecration of the National 
flag. By the terms of the bill no person, corpora- 
tion, or company may use the National flag or 
the coat of arms of the United States as an ad- 
vertising device. 

It had been expected that the Senate Committee 
on Privileges and Elections would meet yesterday 
to take up the claim of H. W. Corbett of Oregon 
to a seat in the Senate on the appointment of the 
Governor of that State, but owing to the ab- 
sence of Senator Burrows the meeting will not 
be held until next’ week. Mr. Burrows is the 
only Repubiican on the committee who will op- 
pose the seating of Mr. Corbett. He takes the 
position that the decision In the Mantle case isa 
precedent against the appointment of Senators 
where the Legislature has had an opportunity to 
act, which cannot be put aside. His vote will 
have the effect of sending the matter to the Sen- 
ate on an adverse report, as without Mr. Bur- 
rows the committee is a tie. 


SUPREME COURT NOMINATION 


Senate Judiciary Committee to Take 
Up the McKenna Case To-day. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—The Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee -to-day did not consider 
the nomination of Attorney General McKen- 
na to be Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court. This nomination was incidentally 
mentioned in the committee, but different 
members desired to dispose of the unop- 
posed nominations, and the time of the 
committee was taken up with those cases. 

The committee will meet to-morrow to 
consider the McKenna nomination.

JANUARY CUSTOMS RECEIPTS. 


Daily Average for the Seven Business 
Days Is $591,273. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Some of the 
apologists for the Dingley law are rejoicing 
greatly over the January reports of the re- 
ceipts from customs... They have averaged 
for the seven business days of the month 
$591,278 a day, which would be at the rate 
of more than $183,000,000 per year. This is 
far better than the average for the six 
months of the fiscal year, which indicate 
annual receipts for customs of about $134,- 
000,000. Secretary Gage looked for better 
things, for his estimate, in his report to 
the House of Representatives, was $165,- 
000,000 for the fiscal year 

If the average rate of receipts in January 
is maintained, the receipts for the fiscal 
year will be about $158,000,000, or $7,000,000 
less than Mr. Gage’s estimate. It appar- 
ent that the top notch of e tation has 
not been realized. When a daily average 
of 1,000 customs receipts as been 
reached Mr. Gage’s estimate for this year 
will be good. 

But his estimate for 1898-9 is $300,000,000, 
which shows that it is expected that the 
Dingley law will bring in money at the 
rate of $641, a day before the increase 
of receipts ds equal to the expectations of 
the Treasury, 


RUSSIA ON A GOLD BASIS 


Reform in Currency Due to the De- 
preciation of Silver and the 
Growth of Commerce. 


SPECIE PAYMENTS RESUMED 


The Country Delivered from an In- 
convertible Currency and a New 
Unit Established—Silver for 
Subsidiary Coins. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—M. de Rout- 
kowsky, financial agent of Russia and af- 
tached to the legation here, at the request 
of Assistant Secretary Howell has given 
an account of the reform of the Russian 
currency as established during the year 
just closed, The statement substantially is 
as follows: ; 

According to the former laws‘of Russia, 
the monetary unit was the silver ruble, 
containing 18.02 grams of pure silver. 
Besides silver coins, there were circulating 
as currency gold coins of various denomi- 
nations, five and ten rubles, containing, 
according to the law, 1.161 grams of 
pure gold for every ruble, and the State 
credit notes issued by the State Bank of 
Russia. Silver was the legal tender for 
the payment of taxes and duties to the Gov- 
ernment for an unlimited amount. All 
State credit notes were issued by the Bank 
of State, which was the only credit insti- 
tution having the privilege of issue. The 
whole property of the State was a guaran- 
tee for the exchange of notes for coin, and 
each note contained the express stipulation 
that it was recognized at par with silver as 


legal tender for payment of taxes and dues 
to the Government. 

The Russian financial agent states that u 
to the year 1854, gold, silver, and credit 
notes circulated at par. In that year began 
the Crimean war, the heavy expenses of 
which, together with those of the war of 
1877 and 1878, and other political and eco- 
nomic events, compelled the Government 
to suspend the exchange of notes for coin. 
The suspension lasted nearly forty years, 
bringing to the country all of the evils of 
an inconvertible currency and arresting its 
economic development. 

The Government decided to make a great 
financial effort. Its expenses were cur- 
tailed, the revenues increased, and the defi- 
cit in the State budget eliminated. This 
policy enabled the Government in fifteen 
years to accumulate a large reserve of 
gold—more than $1,200,000,000 rubles. This 
was obtained through foreign loans and 
domestic production, and it resulted in 
bringing the national credit to such a posi- 
tion that, instead of borrowing at 6 per 
cent., as was the case fifteen years ago, it 
was possible at the close of the period to 

et gold at 3.2 per cent. Having accumu- 
ated a sufficient amount of gold to resume 
specie payments and the expenses, and reve- 
nues of the Government having been so 
regulated. as to result in a surplus instead 
of a deficit, the Government undertook to 
deliver the country from inconvertible cur- 
rency. , 


A Silver Basis Discarded. 


The first question to decide was what 
would be the new unit of currency. The 
silver ruble had been, but the value of sil- 
ver had declined so much since the monetary 
laws of Russia were established that the 


value of pure silver contained in a coin of 
one ruble expressed in gold was only 45 co- 
pecks, instead of 100, and the value in gold 
of a credit note of one ruble was 662-3 
copecks. Silver rubles being the standard, 
the Government had the right to declare 
the exchange of paper rubles at par with 
silver, but the exchange at such a rate 
would have fixed the silver standard in the 
country ,and would have brought a great 
financial loss to all crediters. In conse- 
quence of constant fluctuations of the price 
of silver and the practically unlimited 
amount of that metal which can be produced 
at low cost with improved methods, silver 
was considered by the Imperial Government 
as entirely unfit to be used as the monetary 
unit, and therefore gold was accepted—it 
being regarded as the only metal least sub- 
ject to fluctuations of value and recognized 
as such by the leading commercial nations 
of the world. It was decided at the same 
time to take silver only as a_ subsidiary 
metal for the minor coins. In redeeming the 
credit note, it was decided to give it the 
value in gold which it had in the average 
during the last three years in commercial 
transactions; that is, 66 2-3 copecks, making 
it two-thirds of the value of the former 
gold ruble. If the credit notes were made 
exchangeable for gold at the value of sil- 
ver rubles, (45 copecks in gold,) which the 
Government had a perfect right to do, 
there would have been a great loss to cred- 
itors. If the notes were made exchangeable 
for gold at the value of former gold ru- 
bles, (100 copecks,) there would have been 
a great loss to debtors, besides a disturb- 
ance in the productive powers of the coun- 
try. The imperial ukases of Jan. 3, Aug. 
26, and Nov. 14, 1897, framing into a law 
the above mentioned principles, have defi- 
= settled the currency question in Rus- 
sia. 


A Gold Ruble Worth 51.45 Cents. 


Gold will henceforth be the sole standard 
of value, and the new unit of currency will 
be a ruble containing 0.7742 grams of pure 
gold, equal in value to 51.45 cents in United 
States gold. Silver will be issued for sub- 
sidiary coins only, and one ruble will con- 
tain 18.02 grams of pure silver as here- 
tofore. The State Bank of Russia will be, 
as heretofore, the only credit institution 
which will have the right to issue State 
credit notes, exchangeable at par with gold 
in the State Bank and all its branches. It 
may issue such notes to an _ unlimited 
amount. Both gold and credit notes are 
made legal tender to an unlimited amount. 
The issues of the credit notes by the State 
Bank if needed by the expansion of com- 
merce will be so regulated that the amount 
of outstanding notes will not be allowed to 
exceed by more than 300,000,000 rubles the 
value of gold coin and gold bars deposited 
in the State Bank for their redemption. The 
amount of outstanding State credit notes 
Dec. 5 last in bank and in circulation was 
1,068,000,000, and the amount of gold in coin 
and in bars in the bank was 1,160,000,000, 
The exchange of State credit notes at par 
with gold is gained in addition to the gold 
reserve, by the whole State property, 
(about 600,000,000 acres of forest and 15,000 
miles of railroads, besides Government 
lands, etc.) Silver in the State Bank will 
not be included in the metallic reserve of 
the bank for the purpose of redemption. 

Silver has been coined to the amount of 
40,000,000 rubles, and the character of the 
legal tender of the silver rubles has not 
been changed in the recent laws. Until 
it shall be decreed otherwise, silver coins 
will be a legal tender for all taxes and 
dues to the Government in an unlimited 
amount, but not so between private in- 
dividuals. 

The plan of currency reform adopted does 
not concern in the least the creditors of the 
Imperial Russian Government, as all loans 
and interest will be paid as usual in the 
money in which they were contracted—that 
is, in francs, pounds sterling, dollars, marks, 
florins, &c.

Minister Angell Unable to Secure In- 
demnity for Missionaries. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—United States 
Minister Angell, at Constantinople, reported 
to the State Department this morning that 
he has not as yet succeeded in securing 
an assent from the Turkish Government to 
his demand for the payment of an indem- 
nity for the American mission property 
destroyed during the Armenian outbreak, 
and has sought instructions from the de- 
partment that will enable him to make 
even stronger representations to the Turk- 
ish Government than have been: made by 
himself or Mr. Terrell, his predecessor. 

The Porte, in responding to Mr. Angell, 
has taken the position that a Government 
is not properly to be held responsible for 
individual property lost or damaged durin 
times of riot, when the Government h 
made every effort to guard it. The situa- 
tion is not promising for a speedy settle- 
ment of the claims. 


THE $100 COUNTERFEITS. 


Discovery of a Genuine Note That Had 
Been Split. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—The Secret Serv- 
ice to-day received a one-hundred-dollar sil- 
ver certificate, Series of 1880, from Webber 
Brothers of Ionia, Mich. In an accompany- 
ing letter the senders say that they surren- 
der it as a counterfeit. This note, however, 
is pronounced genuine, and two fifty-dollar 


certificates will be returned in its place. 
The supposed counterfeit had been split by 
manipulation, but notwithstanding this evi- 
dence, the note is undoubtedly good. 

It is stated by the Secret Service officials 
that, although genuine notes are not made 
from two pieces of paper, they can, by 
proper manipulation, be split. The new cer- 
tificates were discovered by splitting, but 
the presence of paste between the two lay- 
ers was the important factor in the decis- 
ion, Since the discovery other dissimilari- 
ties have been found. Among the shipments 
of one-hundred-dollar silver certificates re- 
ceived to-day at,the Treasury under the 
Secretary’s retirement call was a counter- 
feit _— the New Amsterdam Bank of New 
York. 


THE SINGERLY FAILURE. 


Creditors to Have Until Jan. 20 to As- 
sent to the Liquidation Plan. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Mr. Dawes, the 
Controller of the Currency, has written the 
following letter to the creditors of the 
Chestnut Street National Bank of Phila- 
delphia: 

“It is my belief that the adoption of the 
Singerly proposition is to the best interests 
of the creditors of this bank. To the suc- 
cess of that plan, however, the unanimous 
consent of the creditors is necessary. It 
is reported to me by the examiner in charge 
of the bank that at the present date credit- 
ors representing 70 per cent. of the entire 


deposits have assented, and if the assent 
of the State of Pennsylvania is received, 
as expected, representatives of 80 per cent. 
of the deposits will have assented. 
“Because of the condition of certain as- 
sets and business of the bank, and the un- 
certainty incident to securing all the nec- 
essary assents, I deem extended delay 
prejudicial to all interests concerned, In 
view of the large number of assents thus 
far received, I will allow until Jan. 20 next 
for the securing of additional assents. If 
upon that day all depositors have not as- 
sented, I shall appoint a receiver to take 
charge of the bank and proceed to its 
liquidation, as provided by law.” 


Executicns Against R. J. Lennon, 


PH{ILADAUPHIA, Jan. 10.—Executions 
were issued to-day against Richard J. Len- 
non, dealer in women’s cloaks and wraps, 
at 1,220 Chestnut Street, on two judgment 
notes aggregating $148,936, in favor of 
William M. Singerly and the Chestnut Street 
National Bank. Both notes were dated to- 
day, one for $120,000 and the other for 
$28,936. 

It has been the general opinion among 
business men of the city that Mr. Singerly 
has been interested in Mr. Lennon’s store, 
and it is thought the judgments were re- 
corded and execution issued in order to get 
over a complicated condition in the affairs 
of Mr. Singerly. 


No Successor to Major Handy. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—While the mat- 
ter has not been definitely settled, it is said 
that the President probably will not nom- 
inate a successor to the late Moses P. 


Handy, as Special Commissioner to the 
Paris Exposition. The reason for this is 
that the work for which Mr. Hahdy was 
Selected has been brought so well along 
that the subject may be turned over to 
the regular exposition commission, for 
which Congress is expected to provide dur- 
ing the present session.

AN ENTIRE FAMILY MURDERED. 


Hired Man Supposed to Have Killed 
a Massachusetts Farmer and His 
Wife and Daughter. 


WORCBHSTER, Mass., Jan. 10.—News of a 
triple murder, of which Francis D. Newton, 
a prosperous farmer of Brookfield, his wife, 
Sarah, and their ‘ten-year-old ‘adopted 
daughter, Ethel, were the victims, reached 
this city at an early hour this morning.

was going in the direction of Brookfield. 
Two young men also saw him at. about the 
same time, going in the same dinection. The 
man turned his away from them as he 
passed. From this it is believed that the 
murders were committed between 10 and 
11 o'clock Friday night. 

It is supposed that the murderer’s motive 
was robbery, as the house wais in great 
disorder, bureau drawers ha > been ran- 
sacked and their contents scattered about 
the rooms. Mr. Newton’s gold watch was 
found in his vest, but his purse was empty. 
It is supposed that he had money on Friday, 
as he and Miller came to Worcester to buy a 
horse, but returned without making the 
purchase. 

Miller is a foreigner, but his nationality is 
not known. He is about thifty years of 
age, short and compactly budit, and had 
been employed on the Newton farm for 


about two moaths. 7 
The Newton farm is one off the best in 


this section. Mr. Newton purchased it about 
two years ago, and had improved it con- 
siderably. He formerly lived at Hartford, 
eee where he was proprietor of a bake- 
shop.

FAITH CURISTS INDICTED. 


Camden Man, Whose Child Died of 
Diphtheria, and the Healer 
in the Case, 


CAMDEN, Jan. 10.—The Grand Jury to- 
day returned an indictment against Frank 
Kirby, the believer in faith cure, who re- 
cently penmitted his two-year-old daughter 
to die from diphtheria without calling in a 
physician. He is charged with cruelty and 
neglect. 

An indictment for manslaughter was 
found against William F. Randall, a Chris- 
tian Scientist healer, of Philadelphia, who 
attended the child, and who us faith in- 
stead of medicine. 


NEW JERSEY’S FINANCES. 


Treasurer Swain’s Report Ready to 
Submit to the Legislature, 


TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 10.—The annual 
report of State Treasurer Swain is ready 
for submission to the Legislature to-mor- 
row. The report covers all the receipts 
and disbursements of the State for the sec- 
ond year under the annual appropriation 
plan, and it shows that, while the net 
revenues of the State increased $435,034.81 
over the preceding year, there was a cor- 
responding increase in the expenditures, 
which made a net reduction of $14,683.55 
in the combined State and school fund bal- 
ances, which amounted on Oct. 31, 1897, to 
$999,990.88. 


THE COAL KING SPOKEN. 


Her Crew Declined Help from a 
Steamer 150 Miles at Sea. 


The barge Coal King, which for ten days 
has been missing, is at last known to be 
safe. A dispatch from Newport News, re- 
ceived yesterday, announced that the Brit- 
ish steamship Greenbrier, which has just 
arrived there from London, reported speak- 
ing the barge the preceding day. It was 
in latitude 89 degrees 21 minutes, longitude 
71 degrees 16 minutes, or about 150 miles 
east of Barnegat, the barge was seen. The 
Greenbrier -offered assistance, but it was 
declined by the men on the barge, who re- 
quested simply that they be reported “all 


well.” 

The barge was standing along under her 
scant leg-of-mutton sail and jibs. 

As soon as the news reached the office 
of the Luckenbachs in this city, who own 
the barge, a dispatch was sent to Provi- 
dence, where their tug Lewis Luckenbach 
was expected to be last night, directing 
her to go to sea again after the Coal King. 


Newark Brawl May Result Fatally. 


NEWARK, Jan. 10.—Caldwell H. Abell of 
15 Fulton Street, a young man who has 
been prominent in society in this city, is 
believed to be dying as the result of a 
blow which he received in a brawl in Si- 
monson’s restaurant at 889 Broad Street on 
the night of Dec. 29. County Physician 
Washington has endeavored without success 
to obtain an ante-riortem statement from 
him. It is said that the quarrel which led 
to the striking of Abell was between him 
and two young men who were in the restau- 
rant with two young women. All persons 
connected with the affair decline to talk. 


The Whale Escaped. 


AMAGANSETT, N. Y., Jan. 10.—A whale 
was sighted off this place this morning 
about 9 o’clock and the alarm was at once 
given.’ The whaling apparatus, which is 
always ready, was at once gotten out and 
four crews mustered. The party went out 
under direction of Capt. Josh Edwards. The 
‘boats were soon close to the whale, which 
they say was a large one. Two throws 
were made, but both lances failed to hold, 
and after a lively chase the whale escaped. 


Torpedo Boat No, 15 Launched. 


BRISTOL, R. 1., Jan. 10.—Torpedo Boat 
No. 15 was launched at the Herreshoff yards 
to-day, the vessel having been completed. 
No. 16 is nearly finished, and No. 14 is 
about half completed. No. 14 will be much 
larger than the others, and the contract 
requires her to be able to make knots. 
No. 15 is 100 feet long at the water line, and 
te required to be able to make 20 knots 
an hour,

Hermit Dies with $700 in Gold. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., Jan. 10.—Patrick 
Kearney, who led a hermit’s life, was found 


dead at his home, in Pittston, to-day. 
He had been dead several days. A bag con- 
taining $700 in gold was found tied around 
his body, . 
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H. SUTHERLAND EXECUTED. 


The Mulatto Murderer of a Negro Wo- 
man Dies in the Chair 
at Sing Sing. 


SING SING, Jan. 10.—Hedley Adolphus 
Sutherland, the mulatto murderer, was ex- 
ecuted at the State Prison here to-day. 
There was no hitch in the proceedings, the 
condemned man keeping up to the end, and 
meeting his doom with a prayer on his lips. 

Sutherland spent all of his last evening on 
earth with two Roman Catholic priests,. 
having embraced that religion since his re- 
moval here. The Rev. John R. Creeden, 
peewee of St. Augustine’s Church here, and 

is assistant, the Rev. Thomas St. John, 
visited the condemned man early last night, 
and were with him again this morning 
when the last sacraments were adminis- 
tered to him. 

At about 11 o’clock Sutherland announced 
himself in readiness for the electric chair, 
The witnesses, who were all doctors, except 
the newspaper men, were in the death 
chamber when the procession, headed by 
Chief Keeper Connaughton and Warden 
Sage, entered the room. 

At 11:19 the current of 1,780 volts and 
744 amperes was turned on. The body 
lurched and strained at the strap, and after 
thirty seconds the current was reduced ¢o 
a minimum, and four minutes after the cur- 
rent was first turned on the man was pro- 
nounced dead. 

Sutherland killed a negro woman in Gwin- 
nett Street, Brooklyn, who had aroused his 
jealousy. 


A HEADLESS BABY IN A WOOD. 


The Murderer Severed the Neck with 
a Knife in New Jersey and Fled. 

BLOOMFIELD, N. J., Jan. 10.—The head- 
less body of an infant was found to-day 
in Montclair by two school boys. The police 
are led to believe that the child was car- 
ried alive to where it was found, and then 
its head cut off with a knife, while the 
murderer placed the child upon a log to ob- 
tain the necessary purchase to sever the 
head. 

Harold Swenarton and Wolsted Field, the 
boys who found it, were on their way home 
from school when one of them. saw some- 
thing white in the bushes near the Hillside 
House. They crawled through the bushes 
and found the body. ’ 

Policeman Seery took charge of the case 
pending tthe arrival of Dr. Washington, the 
County Physician. Twenty-five feet from 
where the body was found Seery found two 
small logs lying together. Between these 
was the head belonging to the body. On 
the logs were marks which indicate they 
were used as a block on which to cut the 
head from the body. There are marks on 
the logs which show where the keen edge 
of a knife struck them as it was being used 
to sever the head. The body had not lain 
where found more than a few hours, per- 
haps eighteen. or twenty. 

County Physician Washington decided that 
the baby was born alive and was about 
thirty-six hours old when it was killed. He 
says the cutting off o7 the head was a de- 
liberate act, and that there is not the 
slightest doubt that the child was murdered. 
The police have not the slightest clue upon 
which to work. 


Charges Against a School Teacher. 


ALBANY, Jan, 10.—Staite School Commis- 
sioner S. E. Tennant of Cobleskill was to- 
day directed by State Superintendent of 


Public Instruction, Charles R. Skinner, to 
take evidence in the matter of the charges 
preferred against Marcus Zeh, a teacher in 
a public school in Schoharie County, who is 
charged with having kissed and hugged girl 
pupils in his school.

Congress—have reasoned that their party 
would make a better showing in a fight 
with out-and-out free coinage than in any 
other contest. They have therefore done 
all they could to resist legislation that 
might take the currency question in its 
most radical form out of politics. 

This is undoubtedly the view taken by 
Senator Piatt, the leader of the party in 
this State. He does not take any con- 
spicuous part in discussions in the Sen- 
ate, but the course of his strongest and 
most devoted supporter in the press of 
New York shows clearly enough what is 
in his mind. According to The New 
York Sun the men who criticise any 
phase of the present currency system are 
giving the opponents of the gold standard 
aid and comfort. The true policy is to in- 
sist that everything 1s for the best as it 
is, and to unite against any attempt at 
change. That, it is insisted, was the real 
position of the Republican Party in the 
great contest of 1896, which resulted in 
so splendid a victory. A like course will 
bring a like victory in 1900. 

It is to be noted, also, that those who 
think the Republicans can surely win by 
these tactics are particularly contemptu- 
pus toward those who think that a re- 
form of the currency would help the 
South and the Southwest. They describe 
the system of Secretary Gace and the 
Monetary Commission of the Indianapolis 
Convention as schemes to give “ money 
to the moneyless,” a pandering to infia- 
tionist notions and leading logically 
either to “fiat” Government money or 
“ wild-cat” bank notes. With these 
gneers at the sections of the country 
which the Administration is seeking hon- 
estly to benefit they join ridicule of the 
National bankers who are represented as 
seeking to control the finances of the 
country and to break down the non-in- 
terest-bearing legal tender notes, in or- 
der to be able to foist their own profit- 
able issues into circulation. 

These are extremely dangerous tactics. 
It is perilous as well as most unjust to 
assume that the very large vote for 
BRYAN in 1896 was not in part the ex- 
pression of discontent for which there 
was some ground and which may be re- 
moved, but wholly due to the Populist 
spirit of greed and covetousness and an- 
archy. It is risky in the extreme to in- 
vite another contest more bitter than 
the last on precisely the same grounds. 
It may be, indeed, that in a second trial 
the Republican Party would come out 
victorious, as in the first, and it may be 
that it would not. It would have to face 
the fact that for four years it refused to 


do anything to settle the issue, refused 
even to examine the grounds of complaint 
and actually nursed the spirit of discon- 
tent in order to promote its party inter- 
ests. It would have again to seek the aid 
of the conservative Democrats, after hav- 
ing scoffed at their suggestions and ridi- 
culed their motives. It is not by any 
means impossible that a considerable 
number of those who stood by the Re- 
publicans in 1896 as the sole hope of 
sound finance might reason that it would 
bé better to let the country go the whole 
way to the silver basis, and then start 
the fight for the gold standard uncon- 
fused by protectionism or Republican 
Party aims—a clean, straight, open fight. 
In any case, the Republican managers 
who are plotting against currency reform 
because they think the present position 
of their party is absolutely impregnable 
are taking great risks. 


ALDRIDGE AND ADAMS. 


The Engineering Record has made 
what it calls “a careful study” of the 
charges against State Engineer ADAMS 
and Superintendent ALDRIDGE in con- 
nection with the canal estimates and 
concludes that the “attack” upon these 
officers is unjustifiable. Our technical 
contemporary evidently misunderstands 
the matter. It reviews only the engineer- 
ing features of the work of ADAMs and 
ALDRIDGE, and their present estimates, 
which are not matters of dispute. The 
gravamen of the charge of official mis- 
conduct is that they concealed from the 
Legislature, from the people, and even 
from their associates in the Canal Board 
the fact that the canal improvement 
would cost sixteen millions instead of 
nine. They knew this early in 1896. 
They kept it to themselves until Decem- 
ber, 1897. They knew the nine millions 
would be lost forever if the people should 
refuse to vote seven millions more, but 
with astounding recklessness they went 
right ahead letting contracts and spend- 
ing the money. They did not even con- 
fine the expenditure to one canal, which 
they might hope to complete before the 
money was exhausted. They divided the 
work into 125 contracts, $11,031,125 on 
the Erie, $1,999,074 on the Champlain, 
and $1,458,203 on the Oswego, a total of 
$14,448,402. Then they let 73 of these 
contracts, aggregating $7,121,812, know- 
ing perfectly well that seven millions 
more must be spent before one canal 
boat of greater draught than those now 
in use could traverse any of the canals. 
It is for their deceptions, for their con- 
cealments, and for their incredible hardi- 
hood in spending millions which the peo- 
ple had voted under a grave misappre- 
hension that they are “attacked.” They 
are open to attack also for the misrep- 
resentation of the original estimates. 
They knew the sum was too small when 
the Legislature fixed it, they knew it was 
too small when the people voted it. Their 
only safe course was to protest and: re- 
sign. 

Our engineering contemporary 
that early in 1896, after ADAMs and AL- 
DRIDGE had received the reports of their 
engineers showing the seven-million def- 
icit, they busied themselves culling out 
unnecessary features so as to reduce the 
cost, and then “ the work was pushed on 
the important sections so that contracts 
could be let as soon as possible.” What 
was the rush? Why so much haste? 

Was it not because the Presidential 
campaign of 1896 was then at its begin- 
ning? Was it not because there were 
primaries and District Conventions to be 
looked after with a view to securing a 
proper set of delegates to the State Con- 
vention held on March 24? 

Mr, GEORGE W. ALDRIDGE knows more 
about these matters than Mr. Apams. He 
knows so much about them, is such a fa-

mous expert in the art of getting dele- 
gates, and is so deeply concerned in the 
operation and maintenance of his party 
machine that we think he ought not to 
be asked to spend any more of the peo- 
ple’s canal money on pending contracts. 
There is a most important election in No- 
vember. ALDRIDGE would be under great 
temptation all Summer. He might fall. 
For that reason we applaud Controller 
ROBERTs’s determination that no more of 
the nine million appropriation shall be 
spent until the people have been con- 
sulted. If the Republicans at Albany go 
on with their gigantic blunder as if noth- 
ing had happened the people will vote 
them out of power and will not vote any 
more money for the canals. It is time 
some other Republicans besides Con- 
troller ROBERTS recognized the extreme 
gravity of the situation. THE TIMES was 
the first paper in the State to perceive 
and point out the magnitude of the 
scandal. Now everybody sees that it is 
a scandal, but the Republican leaders 
fatuously imagine that it will come to 
nothing and that the people will be fools 
enough to vote them seven millions more 
for the asking.

It is not financial strength, but finan- 
cial uncertainty, that causes this unprec- 
edented condition. 

If we had a sound and stable currency 
system, if men felt that their investments 
were in every State secure from Popu- 
listic assault, and if no unwise laws 
barred the way to the extension of our 
trade, would Mr. Srmmons advise Ameri- 
can investors to put their money into 
Europe’s I O U’s at 3 and 3% per cent.? 
Would not his bank parlors be visited 
every day by men from Georgia, Ala- 
bama, and Tennessee, from Texas, from 


Washington and Oregon, from Nebraska 
and the Dakotas, who would lay before 
him enterprises of development and pro- 
duction in which, prudent banker that 
he is, he weuld see an assured invest- 
ment return very much greater than the 
highest yield of Europe’s due bills? 

THE TIMES must once more admonish 
the gentlemen of the financial district 
that their evident belief that we have 
come to a proud moment in our National 
career because “we can graciously ex- 
tend credit to the debtors abroad” is 
ill-founded and mistaken. Financially 
strong we certainly are, but we have not 
become so by lending money to Europe 
at 8 per cent. We have become rich by 
making 8 and 10 per cent. on the money 
we have invested in developing the re- 
sources Of our own three million square 
miles. The work is as yet only full well 
advanced, not done. There is still abund- 
ant opportunity for American money to 
earn 8 per cent. in opening up American 
territory, giving employment to Ameri- 
can labor, and producing American 
goods. 

The Popwlistic menace and laws which 
forbid us to sel] our surplus manufac- 
tures in the world’s markets drive capi- 
tal away from these home fields of in- 
crease into foreign loans. We are lend- 
ing money when we ought to be borrow- 
ing. Investment in Europe’s I O U’s 
is the next thing to letting money lie 
idle, and idle money is not a sign of 
growing financial strength. 


THE TRIAL OF ESTERHAZY. 

The trial of EsteRHAzY seems to have 
reached a lame and impotent conclusion 
almost before it has been begun. The 
trial has been Compelled by public opin- 
ion in consequence of the increasing 
doubt in the French mind of the guilt 
of Capt. Dreyrus. If the trial of Estrer- 
HAZY is not ordered for the purpose of 
removing that doubt then it has no visi- 
ble purpose at all. If Dreyrrus was not 
guilty of selling French military secrets 
somebody else was, and suspicion settled 
upon ESTERHAZY. It was strengthened 
by the discovery of some letters of his 
speaking of the army in which he was 
an officer in the most bitter and con- 
temptuous terms. But at the beginning 
of- the trial a report is introduced from 
an officer who had been charged with 
investigating the case exonerating Es- 
TERHAZY and producing a new scapegoat 
in the person of a Col. Picquart. At the 
same time the counsel for the Govern- 
ment announces that the court will not 
reopen the case of DReEyrFus, “ who has 
been justly and legally condemned.” 

What, then, is this trial about? Ap- 
parently for writing letters that a court- 
martial might consider in bad _ taste. 
Perhaps it is ‘‘conduct prejudicial to 
military discipline ’’ for an officer even in 
private letters to express disgust for the 
service. But all that is little to the pur- 
pose. If DreEyFus is guilty, and his case 
is not to be reopened, it does not matter 
whether or not EsTeERHAZY is guilty of 
some other offense. It does not much 
matter whether he is guilty of the same 
offense. Two officers might independent- 
ly sell official secrets, and it is not sug- 
gested that they were acting in conjunc- 
tion. 

It may be assumed that the trial has 
not only been compelled by public opin- 
ion, but that its purpose is to vindicate 
the administration of justice by French 
courts-martial. For that purpose it would 
be necessary that the against 
DreyFrwus should be publicly stated. Even 
this is not to be had. The pretext upon 
which DrREYFUs was tried in secret was 
that it would be prejudicial to the na- 
tional defense to try him publicly. Pre- 
sumably foreign dignitaries were mixed 
up in the matter, whase names it would 
not do to bring out. In ‘consequence of 
this, the spokesman of Dreyrvus in the 
Chamber of Deputies declared, and no- 
body gainsaid him on the part of the 
Government, that if there was other evi- 
dence against DreyFrus than the similar- 
ity of handwriting to his in memoranda 
of which he denied the authorship, it was 
evidence which had not been made 
known to Dreyrus himself. The only 
question of any importance is whether 
DREYFUS was justly condemned. If 
DREYFUS Was made a scapegoat because 
he was a Jew French military justice 
is not vindicated, when a clamor is raised 
against the proceeding by which he was 
condemned, by the offering up of another 
innocent officer as a second scapegoat 
because he is of foreign origin, loose life, 
and indiscreet speech. The official inves- 
tigator, with an effusion which an officer 
of another service would scarcely exhibit 
in an official report, declares that “ this 
sad affair has caused anguish to all real- 
ly French hearts.” The “anguish’’ can- 
not be relieved except by showing that 
justice has been done in the case of 
DReEYFus or by undoing whatever injus- 
tice has been done and is reparable. The 
trial of EsSTERHAzY can secure neither 
result, and therefore has no bearing upon 
the main question.

THE MANHATTAN VALLEY. 

The indecent and suspicious haste with 
which Gen. CoLiis “jammed through” 
the plans for the Manhattan Valley via- 
duct had the obvious motive of getting 
the contract signed before the expiration 
of his own term of office. It seems likely 
that his precipitation has defeated itself. 
Not only does the law seem to contem- 
plate a different approach from that se- 
lected, but it expressly provides that the 
construction of the work shall be pro- 
ceeded with only after the title to the 
necessary land has been acquired. 

These points can be raised by any tax- 
payer who chooses to raise them. They 
can be raised also by the President-of the 
Board of Public Improvements, whom 
Commissioner CoLLIs was so anxious to 
‘head off.” It would be for the public 
interest that the question should be 
raised and that it should be decided.ad- 


versely to the Collis plan. The property 
owners for whose benefit and at whose’ 
instigation the law was devised are of 
course interested to have the work begun 
as early as possible. But they are still 
more interested in having it carefully 
designed, with a due consideration for all 

the public and private interests involved. 

It is simply out of the question that this 

can have been the case with the existing 

design. The starting point of the via- 

duct on the south side was selected with- 

out any expert consideration or advice. 

It was so chosen as to deform the knoll 

at Claremont, and to make the viaduct 

itself needlessly lofty and obtrusive. The 

viaduct itself, which in such a place 

ought obviously to be as monumental as 

possible, has nothing of monumental in 

its design. It is a metal arcade, which 

might serve well enough to carry a rail- 

road over a gulch in a wilderness, but 

which has no suitability to its place and 

functions as part of the most striking and 

attractive feature of the park system of 

the city. 

This is very possibly not the de- 
signer’s fault. A work of such magni- 
tude and importance, of which the design 
had to be rushed through in a fortnight, 
could not possibly be anything but a 
makeshift, of the class of which we have 
too many examples already—one of the 
latest and the most unfortunate being 
the extension of the Brooklyn Bridge 
terminal. In the case of the Manhattan 
Valley, the pressure was so great that not 
only was no proper attention given to 
the topography, nor to the purpose of the 
structure, but that it was not even con- 
sidered with reference to the design of 
the Soldiers and Sailors’ Monument, 
which it was then proposed to erect al- 
most at its entrance. Neither was the 
design of the monument considered with 
reference to the viaduct, nor to the site, 
the monument having been in fact de- 
signed for a very different place. Un- 
doubtedly it would be feasible to design 
the monument and the viaduct with ref- 
erence to each other. Possibly it would 
be feasible to combine them in the same 
structure and to make the viaduct the 
monument, or the monument the crown- 
ing feature of the viaduct. But to make 
a railroad bridge to carry Riverside 
Drive across Manhattan Valley and then 
to dump at one end of it a monument 
within a thousand feet of another and 
much bigger and more important monu- 
ment is something more than the mere 
failure to grasp a fine opportunity. It is 
a positively barbarous procedure. No 
time will be wasted which may be needed 
to rectify these errors and to design the 
viaduct with more consideration for its 
purpose and its surroundings. 


A WORD TO THE HON. AMOS CUMMINGS, 

Mr. Amos CUMMINGS presumes on the 
ignorance of New York affairs that pre- 
vails in Washington when he says in the 
House of Representatives: 

“ By 60,000 majority Tammany Hall had 
come into control of the second largest city 
in the world on an anti-civil service reform 


platform. That was what th 
thought of this ‘ reform.’ ” > noe 


The Tammany candidate for Mayor of 
New York did not receive “60,000 ma- 
jority.” He did not receive a “ majority” 
of any size. He was elected by a minori- 
ty of the voters. If we accept civil serv- 
ice reform as the sole issue in the city 
campaign, as Mr. CUMMINGS would have 
us, the opponents of the reform failed to 
get a majority. ‘‘ The people,” according 
to this test, did not think ill of the re- 
form, 

But civil service reform was not the 
sole issue in the canvass. It was not 
even the controlling one. If it had been, 
Mr. CROKER would not have announced 
that he did not intend to carry party 
politics into the Fire Department, the 
Street Cleaning Department, and the Po- 
lice Department. He may not act con- 
sistently with this announcement, but if 
he had regarded the result of the elec- 
tion as simply a condemnation of reform 
he would not have made such an an- 
nouncement, nor would Mr. McCartney, 
the successor of Col. WARING, have made 
haste to declare that he should preserve 
the Colonel's system of employment in- 
tact. Mr. CuMMINGS, despite his advanc- 
ing years, does not lose his coltish pro- 
clivities. He still delights to prance, but 
in this matter he has clearly kicked over 
the traces. Mr. CROKER may be obliged 
to bring him back and make him pull 
straighter. 

Mr. CumMiInGs’s admiring citation of 
RoscoE CONKLING’S sneer at “ the dreary 
drivel of snivel service reform” is un- 
worthy of him. He can say much better 
things than that if he will but half try. 
Cheap alliteration and cheaper punning 
answered CONKLING’S purpose very well, 
and were a part of his stock in trade 
when he was talking to his henchmen, 
But we give Mr, Cummincs credit for 
more sense and higher motives than 
CONKLING could boast, especially in the 
later years of his career. Mr. CUMMINGS 
has a sincere wish to help the wage- 
earning classes, to which, indeed, he 
may claim still to belong. Now the merit 
system as established in the law of 1883 
and in the rules now in existence cer- 
tainly give wage earners a chance at 
public employment that they did not 
have before. They no longer need the 
backing of politicians to get a show. 
They need not be of one party or of an- 
other. They need not beg nor push nor 
intrigue to get places. They need only to 
compete according to a known standard, 
and if they stand the test best they win 
the places. And when they have them 
they are not assessed for party expenses, 
no politician can demand their dismissal 
in order to put one of his“‘ own men” in 
their place. Surely these are solid bene- 
fits which a friend of the workingmen 
should not wish to destrey. 

Mr, CUMMINGS may say that the merit 
system is not faithfully and honestly ap- 
plied. Within the rules we believe that 
it is so applied. Outside the rules, and 
before the various extensions, there have 


been most inexcusable partisan changes 
both by Republicans and Democrats, 
But the remedy for that is to extend, 
strengthen, and maintain the rules and 
the merit system, not to break them 


down..

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—aIt is more than allowable for a news- 
paper to"spend money freely in getting the 
news, but a protest must be entered against 
such wild extravagance as is shown by The 
Syraouse Post. A striking illustration of that 
journal’s tendency to lavish expenditure was 
furnished last week when it presented a 
cable dispatch from Moscow, nearly a col- 
umn long and consisting of an announce- 
ment of the death of the Czar’s physician, 
together with many interesting anecdotes 
of that most peculiar person. The dis- 
patch duplicates, word for word, an ac- 
count of Dr. ZACHARIN that had appeared 
in Tap NEw YorK Times two days before, 
s0 it must have been telegraphed all the 
way to Moscow and then back to Syracuse, 
and the expense of doing so must have 
amounted to more than a few hundred dol- 
lars. There is, to be sure, another theory 
on which to account for the appearance in 
the columns of our contemporary of an ar- 
ticle prepared for and printed by this paper 
—the theory that it simply stole what it 
wanted, placed over it a Moscow date in- 
stead of a credit line, and so willfully de- 
ceived its own readers as well as violated 
the commonest rules of journalistic de- 
cency. We refuse to believe this, however, 
and prefer to think that The Post was be- 
trayed by some conscienceless correspondent 
in Russia, who took advantage of instruc- 
tions never to consider money when it was 
@ question of important news. No doubt 
that correspondent will be discharged at 
once, and we shall get the apology which is 
our due. With this reparation there will 
come, it is to be hoped, an explanation why 
The Post printed our Zacharin article on 
two pages of the same issue. Is that cus- 
tomary in Syracuse, or is it only done in 
the case of cable dispatches from Moscow? 


-——Pirates have been swept from the 
ocean nowadays, or, at all events, fhe few 
of them that are left hide along the most 
remote coasts and attack nothing much 
larger than a fishing smack. There are 
still pirates on the land, however—pirates 
that wreck and rob railway trains, instead 
of ships, and it is humiliating that these 
criminals are more numerous in the United 
States than anywhere else. Statistics col- 
lected by The Express Gazette of Cincin- 
nati show that in the past eight years 218 
trains have been “held up,” 78 persons 
killed and 67 wounded by our train rob- 
bers, while the record for 1897 alone is 
30 attacks, with 4 persons killed and 8 
wounded. In many cases, when men en- 
gaged in this evil work are caught, the 
question of jurisdiction is a difficult one 
to decide, and the consequence is often 
the delay or even the failure of justice. 
The Express Gazette asserts that a Nation- 
al law on the subject is needed, and it has 
drawn up for presentation in Congress a 
bill making it a felony, punishable in 
United States courts, and with penalties 
ranging from ten years’ imprisonment to 
death, to wreck or even to stop a railway 
train for the purpose of robbing its pas- 
sengers. The argument in favor of legis- 
lation of this sort is very strong, and it is 
little Hkely that the question of “State 
rights ’’ will be raised against it. Railway 
traffic is obviously an Inter-State matter, 
and, as such, a fit subject for National pro- 
tection as well as National control, 


PERSONAL. 

—Careful reading is deserved by an order 
just issued by Gen. BLANco to his subordi- 
nate officers. The war against the Cubans, it 
seems, is hereafter to be conducted with 
due regard for the laws of civilized warfare. 
The houses of the country people must not 
be burned, women, children, and old men 
are not to be put to death, and even armed 
rebels, when found in hospitals wounded or 
fll, are not to be maltreated in any way. 
These are most satisfactory instructions, 
and they at least evidence Gen. BLANCcO’s 
respect for public opinion, but there could 
be no clearer confession that the war has 
hitherto been conducted on the most bar- 
barous principles. For the Spaniards to say 
that murder and the ruthless destruction 
of the property of non-combatants will no 
longer be permitted is to admit that they 
have been allowed in the past, and so the 
many and indignant denials that have come 
to us from Havana and Madrid are rendered 
more wortthless, if that is possible, than they 
were before. One can easily imagine the 
feelings of Gen. WEYLER when he hears of 
the oblique charges made against him by his 
successor, and doubtless he will soon be 
drawing up another protest with which to 
bother the Queen Regent and her Minis- 
ters. The fact is that any attempt at hu- 
manity or honesty in Cuba is a cruel insult 
to the deposed tyrant, for it is a reversal 
of his whole policy. 


—If The Bangor Commercial is to be 
trusted there is some peril as well as a good 
salary connected with the Captaincy of J. 
PIERPONT MORGAN’S big yacht Corsair. 
One morning in August, so the story runs, 
the Corsair lay in Frenchman's Bay with 
everything made snug in anticipation of a 
hurricane of which warning had been sent 
all along the coast by the Weather Bureau. 
At noon Mr. MORGAN went on board and 
told Capt. BAILEY that he was going to 
New York by train and wanted the yacht 
to start at once for the same destination. 
This order was heard by the second mate, 
upon whom it produced such an effect that 
Mr. Morcawn noticed his uneasiness and 
asked its cause. ‘‘ I’m afraid, Sir,’”’ said the 
man, “ that the Corsair will never live—’ 
Before the man could continue he was dis- 
charged and sent ashore. Three sailors also 
resigned, but Capt. BarLey filled their places 
and started out into the storm. Vessels were 
wrecked by the score.in the next few days, 
but the Corsair survived and reached New 
York safe, though severely battered and 


‘with her beautiful cabin fittings ruined by 


the water that had forced its way through 
the hatches. It cost $15,000 to repair the 
damage, but all her owner said was, 
“‘ BaitEy, it must have been a little choppy 
outside.” 


— Efforts are making, as yet without 
success, by the citizens of St. Paul to se- 
cure for that city the valuable collection of 
animals and birds collected and mounted by 
one of its residents, a German naturalist 
named SCHROEDER. The collection is espe- 
cially rich in American specimens. Mr. 
ScHROEDER is an old man, and there is 
anxiety lest after his death the contents 
of his museum may be scattered, to the 
great diminution of their value. To pre- 
vent this calamity the collection has been 
offered to several scientific organizations in 
the United States, including the Zoological 
Society of New York. In reply, Director 
W. T. HornapDay of this body wrote: ‘We 
will never establish a museum in the Zoo- 
logical Park—for many good reasons. We 
would not accept one as a gift, and take 
care of it. Visitors to a good zoological 
garden do not care to see stuffed animals on 
the same grounds... With the fine new 
American Museum of Natural History so 
near and so accessible, it would be folly for 
us to think of having a rival institution of 
that kind. The right thing to do is for 
some one to start out with a subscription 
paper, raise the $6,000 right there in St. 
Paul, install the Schroeder collection in 
your high school, and make it free to the 
public.” This seems to be good advice,

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IN DEFENSE OF PENSIONS. 


To the Editor of The New York Timest 

By the courtesy of Hon. Edward Atkin- 
son, I have received a copy of your issue 
of the 28th containing his views on pen- 
sions. These views were so clearly stated, 
were so patriotic in spirit, and so just to 
the veterans, that I at 6nce wrote to thank 
him in the name of my comrades for writ- 
ing the article, and now in the same behalf 
wish to thank you for publishing it. 

It seems to some of us veterans, as we 
read about ‘“‘ pension burdens,” ‘ excessive 
pensions,” and “raids on the Treasury,” 
that too many of the people of this country 
have forgotten that a little over a third of 
a century ago the Government was in dire 
distress; that its very life was trembling 
in the balance. It needed money and men 
to bring about its rescue. It got both. 

The bondholder remained at home enjoying 
the comforts and even luxuries of life, drew 
interest on his loans at the rate of ten and 
even fifteen per cent., and invested his sur- 
plus in prosperous business enterprises. 
Nobody who has any reputation to lose, will 
dare to say that the Government did wrong 


in fulfilling its obligations, even when only 
implied to the bondholder. Every American 
citizen who cares for the honor of the na- 
tion rejoices in the fact. For a while the 
interest account was large, over four dollars 
per capita a year, but no one dreamed of 
repudiating the nation’s debt. The veterans, 
some of whom had farms, were taxed, that 
the bondholder might receive his princely 
revenue. Does any one call to mind the 
name of the veteran who objected to being 
thus taxed? 

But now the veterans’ turn is coming, 
and the nation is doing what it solemnly 
promised to do when it sent out its calls 
for help; it is redeeming its pledge to care 
for the soldier in his declining years. And 
they have come. The veterans are no long- 
er able to stand the hardships and exposure 
which they once bore so cheerfully. Con- 
sequently they have in large numbers ap- 
plied for pensions. Two-thirds of the sur- 
vivors are receiving them. Were all of 
them doing so, the ‘‘ pension burden”? would 
be about one-half as great as the interest 
was in 1865, and, according -o Mr. Atkin- 
son’s figures, only about one-seventh of 
what is spent yearly for liquors and to- 
bacco. And yet the wail is constantly 
going up, “How long, O Lord, how long 
must we endure this pension burden.” 

“Brave boys were we, gone at our coun- 
try’s call,” in those days of danger, when 
Washington was beleaguered, and even 
Northern soil was being invaded. But now 
‘* the rebel rides on his raids no more,” and 
the case is quite different. If you can trust 
some writers on this subject, the men who 
were so noble and patriotic as to leave 
home and friends to save the Nation from 
dismemberment are now its chief source of 
danger. Of what avail is it to put flags 
upon our schoolhouses and teach patriotism 
on Memorial Day by exercises in the school- 
room, while from far and wide comes this 
ery of despair concerning the “drain on 
the Treasury’’ in consequence of the 
“enormous sums” paid out for pensions? 
What, I ask, are the pupils to infer from 
it, except that the only men who were 
patriotic and brave enough to stand up 
and be shot at in defense of the Nation 
have become in their old age so demoral- 
ized that they are engaged in a deliberate 
attempt to bankrupt the Government they 
once saved? 

Let fraudulent pensioners be exposed. 
Every true veteran will hail all such ex- 
posures. If the pension laws are too lib- 
eral, let them be modified to suit the de- 
mands of justice. But when this is done 
let the soldier be permitted to draw his 
pension with the same feeling that the 
bondholder has when he draws his interest— 
that he is receiving what is his by right of 
services rendered, and let us hear no more 
about the ‘‘ Nation’s generous bounty.” 

I am not receiving a pension, but hon- 
estly believe I am entitled to one. Let me 
state my case, briefly, and then let some 
one tell me plainly in what respect I should 
sacrifice my self-respect if I should re- 
ceive one or what wrong I should be doing 
to any citizen who might be taxed to help 
pay it. 

Just as I was finishing my junior year 
in college, my younger brother fell at the 
battle of Fair Oaks. I left my -books to 
take up the musket which had fallen from 
his hands. I enlisted for nine months—all 
the Government asked. I might have re- 
mained at school, and no one could have 
blamed me. But I went and served out my 
time in the swamps of Louisiana and be- 
came thoroughly poisoned with malaria. 
Our time expired just before the surrender 
of Port Hudson. Only about 108 men were 
able to do duty, but the Government could 
not spare that one hundred, and, therefore, 
although to stay meant the death of at 
least 100 men who might have been re- 
stored to health could they have gone home 
then, such were the hard conditions of war 
that ‘military necessity’’ overruled all 


_considerations of how many might never 


see home and friends again, and we were 
kept until we were no longer needed. 

Now patriotism demanded all that of us, I 
know, and no one—certainly not many— 
grumbled at this somewhat arbitrary 
method of modifying a contract. In conse- 
quence of that extra time which I was 
compelled to serve, Il suffered a dangerous 
illness, which renderéd me unfit for serious 
work for many months, besides having a 
large doctor’s bill to pay. Could I go into 
details I could show that my loss, over 
thirty years ago, was not less than $2,000. 
Now, what I wish to ask in conclusion is, 
did patriotism demand all this of me, and 
does it demand nothing—not even the paltry 
sum of $2 a year—of those who are to-day 
living in the peaceful enjoyment of the 
protection which could only come from a 
strong and reunited nation? 

I trust, Mr. Editor, that some one will 
try to answer this question.

DRAMATIC AND MUSICAL 


Julia Marlowe Appears as Count« 
ess Valeska in a New Play 
from the German. 


“ SHORE ACRES ” IN TOWN AGAIN 


Charles Coghlan and “The Royal 
Box” at the Garden Theatre— 
. The Castle Square Opera 
Company. 


The new play produced by Julia Marlowe 
at the Knickerbocker Theatre last evening 
deserves its place in her repertory. It is a 
sound, well-made romantic drama, with a 
possible story, effective climaxes, and some 
sort of historical interest. “The Tall Prus- 
sian” is the name of the original play, 
which was written in German by Rudolph 
Stratz. The time is June 138-14, 1807, and 
the place is just over the Polish frontier, 
near the battlefield of Friedland. Napo- 
leon (represented by a small, voiceless man 
in an ill-looking gray surtout) comes to the 
castle of one Countess Valeska (family 
name not known) soon after the play be- 
gins, to rest over night. As the Play ends 
he is departing with his staff and his Mam- 
elukes, to fight the great battle. Between 
times a plot to kill him as he slept has 
been discovered and thwarted and there 
have been other goings on of a very inter- 
esting kind. 

This is not, however, the dramatic essence 
of the play, which is, in fact, a double con- 
test between the passions of patriotism and 
sexual love in the hearts of a man ané @ 
woman, »The man is a Prussian—the tall 
one aforesaid—and an unrelenting enemy of 
the French. He loves Valeska, but now 
that she, because of her fondness for her 
native Poland, has become an adherent of 
Napoleon he tries hard to hate her. She 
for her part, bravely declares that she does 
hate him. Nevertheless, when he appears 
before her as a fugitive, she gives him suc- 
cor, and provides a disguise for him so apt 
that he is enabled to mingle freely among 
the Emperor’s soldiers and to do his share 
toward furthering the designs against Na- 
poleon’s life. 

There is, of course, another lover of Vae 
leska on the premises. Of course, also, he 
is an officer of Napoleon, and, of course, he 
suspects. Indeed, he does more; he actu- 
ally discovers. But the wit of Valeska and 
the courage of Achim von Lohde are a 
match for his shrewdness. 

This, to be sure, igs all our own “ Secret 
Service’’ over again; but Rudolph Stratz’s 
play has a deeper ethical purpose and a 
higher poetical quality than Mr. Gillette’s, 
which, on the other hand, it does not equal 
at all in technical expertness, variety of 
incident, or freshness of design, 

The love of the woman for the man which 
conquers all other passions in her breast 
up to a certain point, and reasserts its 
power for his salvation, even after she has 
once given way to her national spirit long 
enough to thwart the conspiracy; and the 
love of country, and the excitement of bat- 
tle which in the rude soldier almost over- 
come his love are depicted by Stratz with 
good and sustained power. The scenes be« 
tween Achim and Valeska are full of pas- 
sion, and are developed with skill. The 
translator, too, has done his work well. 

The play requires much of the actors, 
costumer, and stage director. Scenery, 
dresses, armor, lights, all, in short, that 
mere money can procure, are to be foung 
in Miss Marlowe’s production ; but the guid. 
ing hand and perfect taste of an artist like 


Robert Taber is sadl lacking. Moreover 
most of the actors of the minor réles were 
unduly nervous last night. Mrs. Sol Smith 
Was almost unintelligible in some of hej 
earlier speeches, which were essential to ths 
story. Mr. Anson mumbled too much, and 
Mr, McLaren was too explosive. The only 
one of hem all who did really good ‘work 
was Dodson Mitchell, whose denotement of 
the few traits of the simple, clear-headed 
grenadier was excellent. 

But yet the drama was made wholly inter- 
esting by_the personal charm and sincerity 
of Miss Marlowe, who, if she. rose to no 

reat height of emotional power in one or 
wo scenes in which a stronger actress 
might have excelled, yet invested her réle 
with womanly dignity in every scene, avoid. 
ed all false heroics, and denoted love, fear, 
bewilderment, and despair lucidly and in 
such @ way as to secure the sympathy of 
every spectator. She was a lovely picture 
in her Empress Josephine toggery, and 
though there were traces of illness in her 
face and sometimes in her voice, (for she 
was not at her best in the strong penulti- 
mate climax,) there is no doubt that this 
réle will remain permaneritly in her reper- 
tory. 

In Sos petactees opposing role Bassett Roe 
exhibited just two qualities of Achim, height 
and good looks. He is a tall actor with a 
handsome sneer. The only time he actually 
warmed up was when he accidentally set 
his hair on fire. Even then he would hava 
let it burn if Miss Marlowe had not gone 
to his rescue. Alfred Kendrick played the 
other lover in a rather hard and monotonous 
way, but yet with intelligence.

COUNT ESTERHAZY’S TRIAL 


French Court Decides to Have It 
Public, but Hears Col. Picquart’s 
Testimony in Secret. 


MME. DREYFUS IN ATTENDANCE 


Apparent Effort to Screen the Accused 
Officer and Throw the Blame on 
Picquart, Whose Arrest Is 
Now Expected. 


PARIS, Jan. 10,—The trial by court-mar- 
tial of Major Count Ferdinand Walsin Es- 
terhazy, the retired officer of the French 
Army who came into prominence at the 
latter part of November last through the 
publication by the Figaro of a number of 
letters which the Count is alleged to have 
admitted writing, reflecting in strong terms 
upon France and the French Army, was 
opened at 9 o’clock this morning, under the 
Presidency of Gen. de Luxer. The hall in 
which the trial took place was guarded by 
the Garde Républicaine, and only holders 
of tickets were admitted. “Among those who 
filled the hall were Mme, Dreyfus, wife of 
Alfred Dreyfus, the former Captain of 
French Artillery; the brothers of Mme. 
Dreyfus, Senator Trarieux, the former Min- 
ister of Justice, who last week wrote a 
letter asking for the postponement of the 
court-martial on the ground that to try 
the case in its present shape only means 
asking the court to confirm the guilt of 
Dreyfus, and many officers and Deputies. 

Count Esterhazy appeared in uniform and 
was escorted by Republican Guards. The 
Clerk of the Court said the court-martial 
was held in order to end the contradictory 
rumors which had been spread by the ex- 
cited public, and, thereupon, Maitre Laborie, 
counsel for Mme. Dreyfus, asked permis- 
sion to take part in the arguments. Counsel 


for the Government opposed the applica- 
tion, declaring the court would not reopen 
the case of Alfred Dreyfus, who, he added, 
had been justly and legally condemned. 

The Government’s counsel also opposed 
the application of Counsel for athieu 
Dreyfus, brother of the prisoner of Devil's 
Island, to appear during the proceedings. 
The Court rejected both applications, and 
the taking of testimony commenced. 


Col. Picquart’s Indiscretions. 


Counsel for the Government declared a 
public trial might be inimical to the in- 
terests of the national defense, and de- 
manded a secret hearing. The Court, after 
an hour’s absence, returned, and the Pres- 
ident announced, in the name of the French 
people, that it had been decided, by a ma- 
jority of 5 to 2, that the trial should be 
public, until the moment when publicity 
might appear to prejudice national defense. 
The Court having thus yielded to public 
opinion, the report of the investigating offi- 
cer, Major Ravary, was then read. It com- 


pletely whitewashed Count Esterhazy, and 
was generally regarded as being a serious 
indictment of Col. Picquart, whose arrest, 
when the trial is finished, is anticipated. 

The report of Major Ravary does not ad- 
duce mucn evidence, except the declaration 
of the experts that the famous bordereau 
(note) was not written by Count Wsterhazy. 
It contains the Count’s protest against the 
“‘caluminous imputations’’ made by Col. 
Picquart, who, it appears, without authority 
caused him to be shadowed. The report ob- 
serves that the Colonel is the soul of the 
present agitation, and that he is guilty of 
serious shortcoming and indiscretions, Upon 
one occasion, it is pointed out, when his 
superiors urged him not to persist, he ex- 
claimed: 

“Oh! they won’t do anything up there, 
but I will compel them to act. They do not 
realize the terrible campaign which is be- 
ing prepared.”’ 

The report continues with the statement 
that Col. Piequart, in 1896, was surprised 
while examining secret documents belonging 
to the General Staff, and concludes: 

“Every step taken in this sad affair, 
which causes such anguish to all really 
French hearts is intended to obtain a re- 
versal of a judgment legally and justly pro- 
nounced. No tangible judicial proof of 
Major Esterhazy’s guilt is forthcoming, nor 
is there adequate evidence to support the 
charge of high treason.”’ 

The court then adjourned until 2 o’clock. 

When the trial was resumed Major Bster- 
hazy testified that he became aware of the 
plot against himself through anonymous 
letters, which led to his meeting an un- 
kr.own veiled woman. 

Continuing, the Major said he communi- 
cated the results to Gen. Billot, the Minister 
of War, and President Faure. In 18983 Major 
Esterhazy sent a long manuscript report to 
a supposed Captain in the army, but, it was 
added, the police have since had reason to 
believe that the supposed Captain was the 
father-in-law of Alfred Dreyfus. 

The Judge put a series of easy questions 
to Major Esterhazy, to which the latier 
evidently had ready-made answers. The 
Major ended by following Major Ravary’s 
cue, and accused Col. Picquart of bur- 
glarizing his room and stealing letters. 

Mathieu Dreyfus was then examined. He 
was asked to state the basis of his accusa- 
tion against Major Esterhazy, and he re- 
plied that, without being an expert, it was 
only necessary to compare the bordereau 
and Major Esterhazy’s handwriting in order 
to be convinced that they were identical. 
Continuing, M. Dreyfus made a learned 
and graphological statement. Moreover, he 
pointed to the fact that Major Esterhazy 
having subsequently tried to modify his 
handwriting, had confirmed his suspicions. 
In reviewing other suspicious actions of the 
Major, M. Dreyfus quoted a letter, in which 
Esterhazy said: 

“T am in such a plight that I can only 
recover myself by crime.” 


M. Dreyfus Accuses Esterharzy. 


‘“‘This,”” said M. Dreyfus, dramatically, 
‘“‘was written by an officer who has the 
honor to wear the uniform of a French 
ofticer!’”’ Here “‘ Ohs!’’ were heard among 
the audience. 

Counsel for Major Esterhazy thereupon 
asked M. Dreyfus who was paying the 
“enormous costs of circulating pamphlets 
respecting Major Esterhazy?”" to which M. 
Dreyfus replied: 

“That is my business, not yours.” 

This remark caused excitement among 


those present and brought forth shouts of 
“* Misérable! ” 

M. Scheurer-Kestner, one of the Vice 
Presidents of the Senate, was examined. 
He said that when he was condemned he 
believed Dreyfus guilty, and he did so until 
Mathieu Dreyfus came and implored his 
aid. The Senator then made a personal 
inquiry, ‘‘ because it must be admitted that 
both military and civil tribunals may make 
mistakes.” Mathieu learned, continued M. 
Scheurer-Kestner, that an opinion had been 
expressed at the Ministry of War that the 
bordereau was written by Major Esterhazy. 

The Senator further remarked: 

“TI learned that a distinguished officer, 
head of the Intelligence Department, had 
been sent away, and letters were shown 
me, confidentially, proving that Gen. Donge 
was of the same opinion as Col. Picquart.”’ 

M. Scheurer-Kestner then reviewed his 
communications with Gen. Billot, (the Min- 
ister for War,) with the view of reopening 
the affair, and concluded with saying: 

“IT cannot say the bordereau was written 
by Major Hsterhazy, but I affirm that the 
writing has a greater resemblance to Major 
Esterhazy’s than to that of Dreyfus.”’ 

A house owner of Auteuil testified that 
Mme. Pays, a friend of Major Esterhazy, 
asked him to cancel a lease, signed by 
Esterhazy, as the latter had declared he 
was dishonored, said he intended to commit 
suicide, and feared the police would sea! 
up his chambers. At this point Major 
Esterhazy denied having uttered the words 
attributed to him, and Mme. Pays made a 
similar denial. 

The question of a letter affecting the 
Major then arose. This missive, which was 
addressed to a friend named Weil, found 
its way into the possession of the friends 
of Dreyfus. Weil denied that he gave it 
to the friends of the convict, but Major 
Esterhazy, in a vehement outburst, said: 

“Of all the infamies of which I am the 
victim, Weil’s treason gives me the most 
pain, I rendered him services of which I 
will not state the nature here. I am not a 
coward and a traitor.” ‘ 

The Major’s remarks brought forth cheers 
from the audience. 

Col. Picquart was the next witness, and 
the Court, after a hasty deliberation, de- 
cided to take his testimony behind closed 
doors. The court was then cleared. 

This decision to conceal the evidence of 
the most important witness of the trial 
caused much dissatisfaction. 

The [on me impression is that the day's 
proceedings have revealed the utter hollow- 
ness of the Dreyfusians’ charges against 
Comte Esterhazy and the flimsiness of the 


reasons for their belief in the innocence of 
Dreyfus, 

The evidence of M. Mathieu Dreyfus was 
exceeding: weak. There was a sensation 
in court when he declared Comte Esterhazy 
‘“‘a disgrace to his profession.” The two 
men wet at each other like wild beasts. 

M. Clemenceau in Aurore and other papers 
~ protest to-morrow against the scandal 
of closing the doors on Col. Picquart’s evi- 
dence, It is believed that he knows the 
whole case and that he is not unlikely to 
get into trouble. 


BRITISH. KILLED IN UGANDA. 


Lieut. Macdonald and Mr. Pilkington 
Killed and a Soudanese Garrison 
May Join the Revolt. 


LONDON, Jan. 10.—A dispatch from Mom- 
basa, capital of the Coast Province, in the 
British East Africa: Protectorate, says news. 
of renewed fighting in Uganda has been re- 
ceived there from Fort Lubwas, in the 
Usoga country, under date of Dec. 19. 

Lieut. Macdonald, brother of Major Mac- 


donald, the commander of the British forces, 
and Mr, Pilkington, the missionary, have 
been killed. 

Troops are hurrying to the front from 
Machakos Station. It is reported that the 
garrisons in Buddu, numbering 300 Soudan- 
ese, under two officers, may join the revolt. 

No further details are given. Mr. Pilking- 
ton was one of the leading Pnglishmen in 
Uganda. He rat Major Macdonald after 
the mutiny of the Soudanese to act as in- 
terpreter. 


INDIA’S MONETARY STRINGENCY 


Gold Shipments May Be Necessary— 
The India Council Considering 
Measures of Relief. 


LONDON, Jan. 10.—To-day the Govern- 
ment invited tenders for India bills to the 
amount of £1,000,000 for the discharge of 
bills payable on Jan. 22. The stringency in 
money in India is so great it is believed 
gold shipments will be necessary. Special 
allotments of telegraphic transfers on Bom- 
bay were made to-day at 1614d. per rupee. 

So great is the urgency for money in In- 
dia that the India Council is considering 
plans to increase the supply of currency. In 
order to facilitate the operation of issuing 


silver coin against gold deposits at the rate 
of 16d, per rupee, and to save the time and 
expense involved in the remittance of gold 
to India, it is said the Council will receive 
on behalf of the Indian banks or merchants 
in London gold for deposit in the Bank of 
EnglarM, against which orders or transfers 
will enable silver coin to be drawn from the 
Indian currency departments. 

A small charge beyond the rate of 16d. will 
be made to cover the cost of the transac- 
tion. It is hoped that this scheme, even if 
not greatly availed of, will relieve the tight- 
ness and avoid gold shipments to India.

Grand-niece of the Marshal Found 
Asphyxiated at Her Home. 


PARIS, Jan. 10.—Mlle. Marie Louise Ney, 
grandniece of the celebrated Marshal Ney 
of the first on empire, was found 
asphyxiated at her residence to-day. 


RUSSIAN -EMBASSY IN PERIL. 


Outrages Threatened by the 
Turks at Constantinople. 


LONDON, Jan. 10.—According to a spe- 
cial dispatch from Constantinople, the Rus- 
sian Embassy there has been threatened 
with bomb outrages “unless Russia with- 
draws her opposition to the amelioration 
of the condition of the Armenians.”

ASSASSIN PRINCE TO BE TRIED. 


Slayer of Actor Terriss to be Prose- 
cuted, Although He Is Insane, 


LONDON, Jan. 10.—At the Old Bailey 
(Central Criminal Court) to-day, the Re- 
corder directed the Grand Jury to return a 
true bill against Richard. Arthur Prince, the 
super who assassinated William Terriss, the 
actor, on Dec. 16, as the latter was upon 
the point of entering -the Adelphi Theatre 
in order to take part in the performance of 
‘Secret Service.”’ 

It is said at the Home Office that the 
experts’ report agrees that Prince is insane. 
In spite of this, his trial will commence on 
Wednesday next, under the Lunatics’ act of 
1883. 


SIR CHARLES H. GREGORY DEAD. 


He Was a Former President of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers. 


LONDON, Jan. 10.—Sir Charles Hutton 
Gregory, the well-known engineer and a for- 
mer President of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers, is dead. 


The late Sir Charles Gregory was born in 
Woolwich in 1817. He had been directing

In 1882 he was a member of the 
Channel Tunnel Committee, and four years 
later was one of the Royal Commissioners 
of the Colonial and Indian Exhibition in 
London. His father was Dr. Olinthus Greg- 
ory, a Professor of Mathematics at the 
Royal Military Academy, Woolwich. In 
1894 he married Mrs. Fanny Stirling, the 
well-known actress, who died in the follow- 
ing year. 


HENRY S. MARKS DEAD. 


English Painter and Honorary Re- 
tired Academician Passes Away. 


LONDON, Jan. 10.—Henry Stacy Marks, 
the painter and Honorary Retired Academi- 


cian, is dead. 


The late Mr. Marks, whose forte was genre 
and quaint mediaevalism, was born in Lon- 
don Sept. 13, 1829. He gained admission as 
a student to the Royal Academy in 1851, 
was elected an Associate in 1871, and a 
Royal Academician in 1878. From 1853 to 


1889 he was a constant exhibitor at the 
Academy. Among his principal pictures are 
“Toothache in the Middle Ages,” ‘‘ Dog- 
berry’s Charge to the Watch,” “ St. Fran- 
cis Preaching to the Birds,’ “‘ Bookworm,” 
“The Spider and the Fly,” “A Good 
Story,” ‘‘ The Old. Tortoise,” ‘*A Delicate 
Question,” and “ Dominicans in Feathers.” 

Mr. Marks also executed several decora- 
tive works, both for private houses and 
public —. Among these were the 
proscenium friezes of the Gaiety Theatre, 
London, and of the Prince’s Theatre, Man- 
chester, He painted the ‘“ Canterbury Pil- 

ims’? and a series of twelve panels of 
irds for Eaton Hall, Chester, the seat of 
the Duke of Westminster, together with a. 
series of four large lunettes of storks, 
flamingoes, and other large birds for the 
staircase of Stewart Hodgson’s residence in: 
London.

THE STATUS QUO IN KOREA. 


England, Japan, and Russia Agree to 
Restore It—China’s Emperor 
Negotiating a Loan. 


“LONDON, Jan. 11.—According to a spe- 
cial dispatch from Shanghai, it is said 
there that the agreement between England, 
Japan, and Russia with respect to Korea 


involves a restoration of the status quo 
ante and the reinstatement of Mr. Mc- 
Leavy Brown as Chief Commissioner of 
Customs, with a Russian Commissioner at 
Gensan, the port of Broughton Bay, on the 
east coast, and a Japanese Commissioner at 
Fusan, in the extreme southeast. 

Sir Robert Hart, Director of the Chinese 
Imperial Maritime Customs, is negotiating 
with the Chinese Government for a loan. 
The Emperor took the negotiations away 
from the Tsung-li-Yamen (Board of Foreign 
Affairs) in disgust at the previous failures. 


KAISER AT RUSSIA’S EMBASSY. 


He Converses with the Ambassador 
for Half an Hour. 


-BERLIN, Jan. 10.—Emperor William made 
an unexpected visit to the Russian Exm- 
bassy last evening and conversed for half 
an hour with the Ambassador. 

The Post claims that England was 


warned of Germany’s contemplated action 
at Kiao-Chau, and raised no objection. 

Emperor William has decorated Bishop 
Anzer of South Shan-Tung with the Order 
of the Red Eagle, (Second Class.) This is 
regarded as an inducement to the Centrists 
(Roman Catholic party in the Reichstag) to 
vote for the Naval bill. 

Empress Augusta Victoria is recovering 
from her indisposition, which was of a 
diphtheritic nature. 


BALFOUR IN MANCHESTER. 


He Refers to the Indian War and 
Says England Is for Free Trade 
with All in China. 


LONDON, Jan. 10.—The Right Hon. 
Arthur J. Balfour, First Lord of the Treas- 
ury and Government leader in the House of 
Commons, addressed his constituents at 
Manchester this evening. It was expected 
that he would make an important announce- 


ment of the Government policy in China, 
but he confined himself to generalities. 

Mr. Balfour said the concert of Europe 
had not added to its reputation by its re- 
cent treatment of Crete. He declared that 
it would be better to have a third-rate Gov- 
ernor of the island than none at all, and 
that it was strange the concert could not 
find one either in Europe or America, He 
eulogized .the bravery displayed by the 
British troops in the Indian campaign, a 
campaign ‘‘ more difficult than the Afghan 
war of 1879.” 

Turning to China, Mr. Balfour said Brit- 
ish interests there were commercial, and 
not territorial. Except as a base for pos- 
sible warlike operations, the territory would 
be a disadvantage, because it would involve 
caueenr, and expense in money and 
men. He dilated upon the fact that “the 
extent of our trade in China gives us a 
special claim to prevent her pursuing a 
policy that would discourage trade,” and 
added: ‘‘ But the deepest traditions of our 
policy preclude us from using any trading 
privilege as a weapon to exelude our rivals. 
If we ask freedom of trade, it is not for 
England alone, but for the whole world.” 

ere was no objection, said Mr. Bal- 
four in conclusion, to Russia having an ice- 
free pore provided England was not ex- 
cluded; but the Government would do its 
utmost to prevent China yielding to for- 
eign pressure to make regulations adverse 
to Great Britain or ‘any improbable but 
possible attempt to dot the coast of China 
with foreign stations by protectionist coun- 
tries who would raise custcms or other bar- 
riers to our trade.’’ 

The burden of the whole declaration was 
that England’s policy in China was for the 
benefit of the world at large. 

The morning paper editorials, of all 
shades of political opinion express great 
satisfaction at Mr. Balfour’s exposition of 
the principles guiding the Government’s 
policy in the Far East; but they complain of 
the absence of definite statements. 

The Morning Post says: 

“A great Minister on a great occasion has 
only whetted the appetite of a people ready 
to give him a large and generous vote of 
confidence.”’ ‘ : 


ENGLAND'S EARTH HUNGER GONE. 


The London News Says Her Interests 
Are Identical with America’s, 


LONDON, Jan. 11.—With reference to THE 
NEw YORK TIMES'S expression of regret that 
lack of appetite has succeeded to England’s 
traditional earth hunger, The Daily News 
Says: 

“Such regrets in an American journal are 
piquant indeed. But our American friends 
need not be uneasy. Our interests, which 
are identical with theirs, can be protected 
in China by other means than territorial an- 
nexation.” 


JAMES BRYCE ON AMERICA, 


He Speaks at Wolverhampton, 
land, 


LONDON, Jan. 10,—The Right Hon. James 
Bryce, Radical Member of Parliament for 
South Aberdeen. speaking at Wolverhamp- 
ton this evening on foreign competition, 
dwelt specially upon that of the United 
States.

THE MOTHERS’ CONGRESS. 


Mrs. Harry Hastings, the President, 
Gives Her Opinions on the Sub- 
ject of Child Nature. 


The Mothers’ Congress met at the Broad- 
way Tabernacle yesterday afternoon to 
listen to a paper by Mrs, Harry Hastings, 
President of the Society for the Study of 
Child Nature, on that subject, read, in the 
absence of Mrs. Hastings, by Mrs, Theo- 
dore Hinstein. The paper said that the so- 
ciety, in its researches, had run upon the 
rock which has been the stumbling block 


of the women of the century. All the 
writers who had written about children had 
spoken of boys, and there was nothing 
qbcat girls at all. Even history was at 
fault. The Spartans, who gave much at- 
terion to the education of children, took 
care of the girls as well, but while the 
boys were developed with the idea that 
they might be warriors and heroes, the 
girls were developed only-that they might 
become the mothers of warriors and heroes. 

“We found,” continued Mrs. Hastings, 
“that of all the books we studied, from 
Plato to Locke and Rousseau, everything 
was about the boy child, and nothing about 
the girl child. We made a search, but found 
only sentimentality or glittering generalities 
concerning girls. The only book which was 
of any assistance was upon the relations 
of mothers and daughters. 

‘““We have exhausted our resources in 
the way of books, and are going for as- 
sistance in our ‘studies into fiction and 
biography.” 

Miss Jennie B. Merrill, Supervisor of Kin- 
dergartens on the Board of Education, also 
spoke on the subject. 

The next meeting will be held at the In- 
dustrial Building, Lexington Avenue and 
Forty-third Street. 


A Lecture on Russia. 


A lecture on “ Russia, the Land of the 
Czar,”’ illustrated with stereopticon views, 
was delivered at the Camera Club, 118 West 


Thirty-eight Street, last evening by Gil- 
bert Ray Hawes. The lecturer described 
his experiences and adventures while travel- 
ing in Russia during the Summer of 1896 
at the time of the Czar’s coronation. The 
pictures were made from photographs taken 
on the trip, and illustrated the manners 
and customs of the Russians.

THE FINANCIAL MARKE 


Stock market irregular. 


Although many of yesterday’s net changes 
were fractional declines, the stock. market 
throughout the day was characterized by 
an undertone of steadiness that furnished 
grounds for much bullish enthusiasm, In 
the face of a number of adverse develop- 
ments and of heavy realizing sales, there 
was steady buying of the most confident 
character—buying which seemed to come 
from the strongest interests. Although 
there was professional realizing all day, at 
no time did the market show weakness.

Early in the day London houses were 
sellers of the international stocks to some 
extent, and it later developed that an im- 
pertant London newspaper had published 
conspicuously a dispatch from its Ameri- 
can correspondent stating that the United 
States Government is to be turned over to 
the free silver party after next Fall’s elec- 
tion. It was on this, and on this only, that 
the London selling was based, although 
Wall Street bears tried to show that there 
was much significance in the foreign selling. 
Sales for foreign account were estimated 
as amounting to 20,000 shares.

It is needless to refer to the absurdity 
of the view which London accepted yes- 
terday. Wall Street men having the best 
kind of Washington information daily grow 
more confident of early favorable action 
by Congress upon the financial question. 

*,* 

Following the London selling, Wall Street 
worked itself up over a rumor that the Su- 
preme Court was to hand down a decision 
in the maximum rate case before 3 o’clock, 
which was to be adverse to the railroads. 
Wall Street has had the same report every 
Monday since the Supreme Court has been 
in session, and regularly every Monday it 
has been fearing a panic for that reason. 
Yesterday, as on previous Mondays, the 
decision was not handed down. 

There was a development yesterday, how- 
ever, that was of much importance to 
American railroad .interests. A Chicago 
dispatch stated that the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission had decided to suspend 
the long and short haul clause of the law 
during the present year in order to allow 
the American roads to compete with those 
of Canada for Klondike business. This de- 
cision is not only important in its direct 
application, but it is significant as indicat- 
ing the attitude of the commission toward 


railroad interests.

In some quarters there are still professed 
apprehensions over the‘ money market. No- 
where in banking circles, however, where 
such hopes would naturally be thickest, are 
there to be found believers in continued 
high rates. It is, in fact, the general opin- 
jon that money market rates will soon be 
close to last year’s average level.

MORE IMPROVEMENT DUE. 


A firm believer in the existence of im- 
proved conditions of general business, and 
hopeful of a continuance of them under the 
still brighter outlook which he sees ahead, 
Mr. H. T. Carey of the Stock Exchange 
housé of H. T. Carey & Co. yesterday ex- 
pressed the opinion that a further advance 
in the price of stocks will be only natural, 
and that activity in speculation may be 
looked for. Mr. Carey thinks that much of 
the East’s share in recent industrial and 
agricultural developments in other sections, 
necessarily following the better conditions 
which have been so pronounced in the West, 
has yet to come, and that with it there 
will be a long period of prosperity. Mr. 
Carey said: 

“TI see in existing business conditions 
what warrants me in expecting a better 
market for stocks. The reports from the 
iron trade have been very satisfactory, and 
it would seem that a prosperous season’s 
business is assured. The demand for iron 
has grown very much in the past year, and 
the ability of our manufacturers to com- 
pete with the producers elsewhere has been 
shown in a marked manner. It has become 
proverbial that when the iron industries are 
making progress stocks in general improve. 
Among the many signs of encouragement in 
the developments that are taking place I 
regard this as the foremost in inspiring 
confidence in higher stock market values. 

“A better tone seems to generally prevail 
among those who have funds to invest in 
either business enterprises or — securities. 
There are numerous evidences that money 
is going into the various departments of 
trade. Northern capital is doing much to 
open up new business fields throughout the 
South, while coal and iron mining is being 
extended in a measure that eloquently in- 
dicates the confidence of those who are 
now engaged in enlarging their sphere of 
operations in those important directions. 
Progress of no ordinary character is going 
on in the country’s general business, and it 
is being gradually reflected in stock market 
activity. 

“The Eastern part of the country does 
not seem to me to have received as yet the 
full benefit which is bound to come to it 
from improvement in the West. To some 
extent _better Western conditions have 
caused industrial improvement here, but 
the manufacturers of the East have much 
yet to receive before Western wants can be 
supplied. It may be that the Western agri- 
culturist is economizing; but it is more 
likely that hard times in the past have 
made him somewhat cautious, and that he 
is waiting for a later opportunity to spend 
the important difference between the old 60 
cents and the present dollar a bushel for 
wheat. A distributing centre such as New 
York is must ultimately profit by favora- 
ble developments in every part. of the 
country. 

“ Exceedingly active business is likely to 
be experienced in the coming Spring. The 
opening of the Klondike will lead to large 
Pacific and Northwest business. Railroad- 
ing and steamboating will receive an im- 
pulse that will be felt in the East, 

‘* Legislation at this time in the direction 
of enabling the ‘railroad companies to get 
the full benefits of the improved business 
conditions would do much to increase con- 
fidence in railroad securities. And there 
would be active speculation if Congress 
were to establish some financial policy 
which will put the currency on an absolutely 
sound basis. In such event—and I believe 
there is every prospect of legislation of 
that character—ar active interest in our 
securities will develop abroad and foreign 
investors will lay in large lines of stocks. 

*“T am hopeful of a better market. Con- 
ditions seem to me to be favorable for gen- 
eral improvement. Money is likely to re- 
main easy in view of the large amount of 
idle funds we now have, and prospects in 
the business and financial world are de- 
cidedly brighter than for a long time.” 


ANTHRACITE COAL OUTLOOK. 


The Anthracite Coal Operators’ Associa- 
tion, in the monthly circular to-day, will 
say in discussing the outlook for the hard 
coal trade: 

“The outlook for January seems to favor 
a continuance of the present conditions. 
There is little doubt but that the produc- 
tion will not exceed 3,000,000 tons, or possi- 
bly not above 2,500,000 tons, just sufficient 
to meet the demand, and, while no very 
radical change may be expected, this will 
undoubtedly result in increasing firmness 
in the market and a steady gain in prices: 

“January will begin to feel the effects of 
the smaller tonnage, and from then a grad- 
ual improvement may be looked for. Much 
depends, of course, upon the output for the 
succeeding months, but if this is kept with- 
in the aemand, as there seems every rea- 
son to expect, then there will be a substan- 
tial groundwork on which to Base the hope 
of a more profitable selling price. At pres- 
ent the tendency of the market is upward, 
and it is probable that there will be a fur- 
ther slight advance in the selling price, 
though how far this will go depends, neces- 
sarily, upon the consuming market. Dealers 
have such small supplies on hand that evena 
brief period of cold weather must bring 
about active purchasing, and anything of 
a kind will make the coal appreciate in 
value. 

“ After the severe lesson of the last half 
of 1897, it does not seem probable that there 
will be an attempt to again overstock the 
market, with the certainty of bringing 
prices to a point where heavy losses must 
be incurred by all of the mining companies. 
There seems to be a greater willingness to 
observe the conditions which the immutable 
law of supply and demand requires for its 
fulfillment. There is a closer appreciation 
also of the fact that the non-observance of 
these conditions involves not only low prices 
for the product, but the difference between 
some adequate return for the capital and 
labor expended, and an actual loss which 
must be paid from some other resource. It 
is because these matters have come to be 
appreciated at last by the large moneyed in- 
terests that there is unusually good reason 
to hope for a continuance of the improve- 
ment now noted. 

“There are other reasons for hoping and 
believing that the improvement which has 
commenced will continue steadily. The 
coming year offers, in the growth of pros- 
perity in commerce and manufacturing, an 
opportunity for the anthracite trade to re- 
sume its normal rate of growth. Both 1896 
and 1897 were years of a declining output, 
but looking over :he course of the trade 
since its beginning, it may be seen that the 
same thing has occurred at more or less 
regular intervals, and invariably been fol- 
lowed by a year in which the output in- 
creased in the ratio which has been followed 
prior to the decline.’’ 


THE LOCAL RAILWAY GROUP. 


.The local traction stocks showed much 
strength yesterday, although they were not 
as active as of late. Manhattan Elevated 
sold as high as 115, closing fractionally 
lower, with a gain of nearly 1 point for: the 
day. Metropolitan Street Railway sold up 
close to 134, and retained practically all of 
its advance. Both stocks were bought by 
houses who are understood to be acting for 
prominent politicians. The continued- buy- 
ing by these interests is generally looked 
upon as indicating that the roads are soon 
to apply for permission to make intended 
improvements, which applications will, ac- 
cording to popular belief, be speedily 
granted,

AS TO HAWAIIAN SUGAR, 


Hawaiian Sugar sold up to” 30% yester- 
day, a record price for it. Its close was 
fractionally lower, but with a net gain of 
1 point for the day. The stock was un- 
usually active, over 5,000 shares being 
traded in. Significance was attached to the 
willingness with which the Senate acceded 
to the motion for an executive session on 
the Hawaiian annexation matter. Wall 
Street argued that this meant that Sugar 
Trust influences were not being used against 
the Hawaiian proposition, and from this 
was deducted the conclusion that the re- 
cent reports of the belligerent attitude of 
the Sugar Trust toward the Hawaiian Com- 
pany are without foundation. It was stated 
yesterday that New York representatives of 
Mr. Spreckels have of late been frequently 
in consultation with Sugar Trust interests. 


SOFT COAL STOCKS STRONG. 


A feature of yesterday’s market was the 
group of bituminous coal stocks, all of which 
showed unusual activity and unusual 
strength. Cleveland, Lorain and Wheeling, 
which was again the most active of the 
group, sold up above 19. The Hocking Val- 
ley stocks both made notable advances, as 
did those of Wheeling and Lake Erie. It is 
not unlikely that announcements will be 
made before the end of this week putting 
beyond doubt the new plans for rehabiliata- 
tion of the soft coal trade and making evi- 
dent the benefits accruing therefrom to the 
various soft coal properties. 


GOSSIP ON THE VANDERBILTS. 


The Vanderbilt group was conspicuous in 
yesterday’s market. Early in the day Mr. 
J. Arthur Joseph’s Wall Street news agency 
stated that at the coming annual meeting 
of the New York Central Mr. W. K. Van- 
derbilt is to become the President of the 
road, and that the Chairmanship is to be 
abolished. This statement was supplement- 
ed by announcements by the other news 
agencies of pending developments of im- 
portance to the Vanderbilt properties, one 
of which told of plalis for close relationships 
between the New York Central and the 
Lake Shore. Wall Street men close to the 
managements of the various Vanderbilt 
roads have been talking quite bullishly on 
the stocks of late, and much significance 
has been attached to the quiet buying of 
the stocks by Vanderbilt brokers. 


THE BUYING OF THE GRANGERS. 


The Granger stocks were prime favorites 
with the commission ‘houses yesterday, there 
being heavy buying of all of them from 
that source. Traders’ sales, mostly for 
profit-taking purposes, were responsible for 
the fractional declines in the Granger stocks 
in the afternoun, but these sales evidently 
had no effect upon the bullish feeling pre- 
vailing among the larger commission 
houses. 


ILLINOIS CENTRAL FIGURES. 


Illinois Central yesterday made public its 
statement for December. Gross earnings 
for the month amounted to over $2,500,000, 
an increase of more than $450,000. In No- 
vember, Illinois Central earned, net, $993,000, 
an increase over the same month of 1896 
of over $503,000, or more than 100 per cent. 
From July 1 the road’s net earnings have 
increased nearly $1,000,000, Illinois Central 
officers are enthusiastic not only because of 
their present earnings, but over the pros- 
pects of continued large business.

Protest Against a Government Ruling 
on Tobacco Importations. 


A protest by Sartorius & Co., importers 


of leaf tobacco, against the action of the 
customs authorities in imposing “ wrapper” 
duties on bales of filler tobacco, will come 
up for public hearing before General Ap- 
praiser George H. Sharpe to-morrow morn- 
ing.

The point at issue is whether the presence 
of ‘anything less than per cent. of 
wrapper’ tobacco in a bale of “ filler” 
warrants the Custom House officers in as- 
sessing the high inpee duties required for 
wrapper” leaf, he Board of General 
Appraisers has ruled on this point, in a 
Similar case, that unless a bale of leaf to- 
bacco is found to contain at least 15 per 
cent. of ‘‘ wrapper” the entire bale shall 
be classified and assessed as “filler” toe 
bacco. No disposition has been shown by 
the Treasury epartment, however, to ace 
cept this ruling, and the importers are de- 
sirous of haying the matter go to the Unit. 
ed States courts and be definitely settled, 
Dose operation of the prevailing Treasury 
partment policy with regard to tobacco 
importations is described by obacco im- 
porters as seriously detrimental to the do- 
mestic cigarmaking industry. The state- 
mene was made the other day that one of 
e largest cigar manufacturers in this 
country—a man who turned out about 
30,000, cigars a year—had been driven 
out of business by the difficulty and costli- 
hess of getting his tobacco.

FEDERAL COURT COSTS. 


An Order Fixing Fees in the Circuit 
Courts of Appeals. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—In the Supreme 
Court to-day the Chief Justice announced 
the following order of the court: 

‘Ordered, in pursuance of the act of Con- 
gress of Feb. 19, 1897, (29 Stat. 536, C. 
263,) that the following table of fees and 
costs in the Circuit Courts of Appeals be 
and the same is hereby established, to take 
effect on the first day of March, A. D. 1898, 


and no other fees and costs than those 
therein named shall thereafter be charged: 

** Docketing a case and filing the records, 
$5; entering an appearance, 25 cents; trans- 
ferring a case to the printed calendar, $1; 
entering a continuance, 25 cents; filing a 
motion, order, or other paper, 25 cents; 
entering any rule or making or copying any 
record or other paper, for each 100 words, 
20 cents; entering a judgment or decree, $1; 
every search of the records of the court 
and certifying the same, $1; affixing a cer- 
tificate and a seal to any paper, $1; receiv- 
ing, keeping, and paying money, in pur- 
suance of any statute or order of court, 1 
per cent. on the amount so received, kept, 
and paid; preparing the record for the 
printer, indexing same, supervising the 
printing, and distributing the copies, for 
each printed page of the record and index, 
15 cents; making a manuscript copy of the 
record, when required by the rules, for each 
100 words, (but nothing in addition for 
supervising the printing,) 20 cents; issuing 
a writ of error and accompanying papers 
or a mandate or other process, $5; filing 
briefs, for each party appearing, $5; copy 
of an opinion of the court, certified under 
seal, for each printed page, (but not to 
exceed $5 in the whole for any copy,) $1; 
attorney’s docket fee, $2.”

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 


Foreclosure of a Mortgage for $1,500,< 
000 on the Toledo 
and Ohio. 


MARIETTA, Jan. 10.—An interesting ques- 
tion in railroad ligitation submitted to the 
Court of Common Pleas here to-day was ar- 
gued by C. Elliott Minor of New York and F. 
A. Durban of Zanesville, Ohio. The question 
arose on the foreclosure of a mortgage for 
$1,500,000 executed by the Toledo & Ohio 
Central Extension Railroad Company. 

The Toledo and Ohio Central Extension 
Railroad Company was formed in 1888 by 


the consolidation of several railroads. One 
of the constituent companies was the Mari- 
etta, Columbus and Northern, which in 1884 
had executed a mortgage to the Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust Company of New York to 
secure bonds amounting to $650,000. This 
mortgage contained a covenant that the 
mortgage should cover all after-acquired 
property. After the consolidation was ef- 
fected the new company built an extension 
to the old Marietta Road, and issued mort- 
gages on the whole road to secure bonds to 
the amount of $2,100,000. 

Mr.. Minor, representing a committee of 
bondholders, of which John W. Griggs, Gov- 
ernor of New Jersey, is Chairman, contend- 
ed in their behalf that by reason-of the 
clause in the mortgage to the Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust Company which provided 
that the lien thereof should extend to all 
after-acquired property, the extension built 
by the consolidated company was covered 
by the mortgage, and it was therefore a 
first lien on the extension, because:the stat- 
utes of Ohio, under which the consolidation 
was effected, contemplated that the consoli- 
dated company should stand in the place of 
the constituent companies for all purposes, 
and that the consolidated company assumed) 
the mortgage made by the Marietta, Colum- 
bus and Northern in 1884, and all its provis- 
ions, and was bound thereby. He further 
contended that the old company under its 
charter and the laws of Ohio had the right 
to build the extension constructed by the 
consolidated company, and .that the latter 
company therefore was only exercising a 
franchise which was vested in the old com- 
pany. 

Ex-Judge Dittenhoefer of New York was 
one of several counsel on the other side, 
Counsel have leave to submit further briefs. 


Railroad Earnings. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 10.—The gross receipts of 
the Illinois Central from traffic for the 


month of December were $2,555,393, an .esti- 
mated increase of $458,817 over the same 
month of last year. For the five months 
ended Nov. 30, the excess of receipts from 
traffic over operation expenses and taxes 
were $3,597,918, an increase over the excess 
of the corresponding months of last year 
of $955,224. : 


MONTREAL, Jan. 10.—The Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway earnings for the week ending 
Jan. 7 were $401,000; for the same -period 
last year, $302,000; increase, $81,000. 


Western New York and Pennsylvania, 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan, 10.—The Western 
New York and Pennsylvania Railway Com- 
pany to-day re-elected its old Board of Di- 


rectors. The report submitted by President 
De Coursey showed ‘the gross earnings from 
July 1 to Dec. 31 to ‘have been $1,850,622, an 
increase of $179,486 compared with the 
same period in 1896. The net earnings werd 
$730,725, an increase of $108,525. 


New York Central’s Bond Issue, 


Judge Lacombe of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday denied the application 
of Charles De Neufville for a preliminary 


injunction to stop the sale by the New York 
Central Railroad of the one-hundred-mill- 
ion-dollar bond issue, until his suit against 
the New York Central, the New York and 
Northern, and Drexel, Morgan & Co. had 
been decided.

THE PROPOSED GAS COMBINE 
Amended Plan of Union Agreed to 


by Directors of the Equitable 
and East River Companies. 


STOCKHOLDERS MUST RATIFY IT 


Scaling Down Effected in the Distri- 
bution on Equitable Stock—Official 
Statement to be Issued To-day 
by Central Trust Company. 


' Frederic P, Olcott, President of the Cen- 
tral Trust Company, will to-day issue an 
official statement of an amended plan of 
mnion in the matter of the consolidation of 
the Equitable Gas Light and the New Yoek 
end East River Gas Companies. The Di- 
rectors of the two companies have agreed 
on the new plan. By a two-thirds vote 
the stockholders must ratify it. The Direct- 
ors* plan may be still further amended be- 
fore promulgation, under Section 7 of the 
agreement with the depositary, the Central 
Trust Company, which stipulates that the 
depositary may supply defects and omis- 
sions in the plan necessary, in its opinion, 
to carry out properly and effectively the 
general objects thereof, and that it shall 
be the sole judge of such necessity. 

As submitted to Mr. Olcott, the amended 
plan follows the original one in many es- 
sential particulars, except as to the dis- 
tribution of the new securities of the New 
‘Amsterdam Company, which is to absorb 
the consolidated companies, for Equitable 
stock. The original distribution was for 
each share, $100 par value, Equitable, $250 
in new bonds and $50 new preferred stock. 
The new rating is $150 bonds, $75 preferred 
and $75 common. 

Of the plan recommended by the Directors 
of both companies Mr. Olcott said yester- 
day: 

“*T have not time to issue a statement to- 
day. One will be sent out to-morrow. I 
eannot talk of details. They do not vary 
much from the old pian of last September, 
but there has been a scaling down of the 
distribution on Equitable stock. The result 
will be more money in the New Amsterdam 
treasury. As to the new common stock, I 
understand it will amount to $13,000,000. 
Those who dissent from the new plan can 
withdraw their deposits. The status of 
New Amsterdam securities has not been 
settled.’”’ 

n the new plan of distribution Equitable 
stock was yesterday worth what it was of- 
fered for on the curb—230—but it was not 
possible to sell it freely. Its quotation was 
247@260. East River common stock was 
quoted 754%4@77. New Amsterdam common 
Was quoted at 28@30, and preferred 72144@ 
76%. J. Pierpont Morgan & Co. paid to 
those who elected to take cash instead of 
the new securities $270 for Equitable stock, 
$115 for preferred East River, and $80 for 
common East River. 

The capitalization of the New Amsterdam 
Company, as arranged four months ago, is 
$31,000,000, viz.: Five per cent. gold bonds, 
$11,000,000; five per cent. cumulative pre- 
ferred stock, $10,000,000, and common stock, 
$13,000,000.

THE BRIDGE TROLLEY CARS. 


First Passenger Trip May Be on Fri- 


day or Saturday. 


The first trolley car with passengers will 
possibly be run over the bridge from Brook- 
lyn to this city early on Friday or Satur- 
day. The secretary of President Rossiter of 
the Brooklyn Heights Railroad Company, 
in speaking yesterday regarding the matter, 
said: 

“It was thought that cars would be run- 
ning over the bridge by the middle of the 
week, but the work has not yet reached such 
a stage as to justify such a thing. While 
I say that the first cars may possibly go 
over on Friday or Saturday, 1 do not think 
it probable. However, when it is decided 
that the road ready for open trial the 
announcement will be made. 

Work is being hurried on the girders that 
the Bridge Trustees insisted should be con- 
structed at the New York end of the line, 
and it is believed it will be completed by 
Thursday. 

A good idea of the special interest the 
people who cross the bridge every day take 
in the trolley car prospects was given yes- 
terday afternoon, when a box car carrying 
working tools made a few runs on the 
north track. As it jogged along and 
stopped at various points, groups of curi- 
osity seekers on the bridge walk followed 
it, eagerly gazing over the regular track

ART COLLECTION DESTROYED. 


Unpublished Manuscripts and Draw- 
ings Burned in Brooklyn. 
Valuable unpublished manuscripts, pict- 
ures representing the life work of an’ artist, 
a valuable collection of drawings by well- 
known artists, and other works of import- 
ance, were totally destroyed by a fire which 
took place early yesterday morning at the 
corner of St. Mark’s Place and Bedford 
Avenue, Brooklyn. The building is an apart- 
ment house, and in the upper part George 
Alfred Shipley and Allen E, Doggett have 
adjoining studios. On the night of the fire 
they entertained a number of artists and 
other friends. In the course of the conver- 
sation, Shipley’s brother, Frederick B. 
Shipley, looked over the collection of draw- 
ings and manuscripts, and suggested that 
the property was too valuable to remain 
uninsured. After some talk, Mr. Shipley 
requested his brother to obfain an insur- 
ance policy on the following day, which the 

latter agreed to do. 

The party left the house at 11:45 P. M. 
At about 2 o’clock the next morning fire 
broke out, probably from an overheated 
stove. Shipley’s studio was destroyed, al- 
though Doggett’s escaped almost entirely. 
Among the articles destroyed was a dupli- 
cate copy of a new story by Ian Maclaren, 
which Shipley was illustrating. 


Set-Back for Coombs and Nason. 


Judge Hurd of the Kings County Court 
yesterday sustained the demurrer to the 
indictment charging ex-Coroners Edward 
B. Coombs and George H. Nason’ with filing 
false returns, and overruled the demurrer 
to the indictment for grand larceny. Judge 
Hurd holds that the death certificates made 
by the Coroners were not bogus or fraudu- 
lent, because the deaths really occurred. 
The law on the subject is designed to pro- 
hibit the filing of a spurious instrument for 
a genuine one. As to the indictment for 
grand larceny, Judge Hurd holds that if the 
certificates contained false statements, the 
Coroners presented them with intent to de- 
fraud. He therefore overrules the demurrer 
on that subject. 


Labor Leaders on Sailor's Wrongs. 


The Social Reform Club will this evening 
listen to J. Havelock Wilson, member of 
Parliament in England and General Presi- 
dent of the National Sailors and Firemen’s 


Union of Great Britain, and also to Andrew 
Farnseth, Secretary of the Sailors’ Union 
of the Pacific, San Francisco. The subject 
of discussion will be “Do the Sailors in the 
American Merchant Marine Suffer Wrongs 
Unknown in British and Other Foreign

PRESBYTERS MEET IN SECRET. 


Dr. Mullally, Who Disapproves, Says 
His Brethren Need More Prayer 
and Religion as a Balm. 


The New York Presbytery, at a largely 
attended meeting yesterday afternoon in 
the chapel of the First Presbyterian 
Church, decided to sit with closed doors 
until further notice. There was a strong 
feeling of opposition to the measure on the 
part of a minority of the members, who 
say the proper remedy is not to exclude the 
reporters, but to reform the methods of do- 
ing business in the Presbytery, so that pub- 
lication of its proceedings need not be 
dreaded. But the prevailing idea seemed 
to be that there are a number of members 
of the Presbytery who cannot be sup- 
pressed, and it is better not to allow re- 
porters to hear them talk. 

The motion made by Elder Henry W. 
Jesup at the preceding meeting of the 
Presbytery, to rebuke the Rev. Dr. J. G. 
Patterson for his published comments on 
the findings of the Judicial Committee in 
the Warszawiak case, was withdrawn yes- 
terday and the incident is understood to be 
closed, 

The New York Presbyterian Church re- 
ported, through its Commissioner, Elder 
William Flack, that the Church concurred 
in the request of the Rey. Dr. C. 8S. Robin- 
son for the dissolution of his pastoral rela- 
tions. And the Presbytery, by a formal 
vote, dissolved those relations and adopted 
a resolution of praise for Dr. Robinson’s 
fidelity and ability and generosity under 
trying circumstances. , 

Herman P. Faust, a converted Jew, who 
is in charge of the Allen Street Church, was 
examined with a view of ordination, and 
the Presbytery resolved to ordain him. The 
ceremony will take place to-day. 

The committee appointed to answer the 
protest of the Rev. Dr. J. Ford Sutton 
against certain rulings of the Moderator, 
made when the firal disposition of the 
Warszawiak case was before the Presby- 
tery, made a report, which was amended 
and adopted. The Moderator was sus- 
tained. 

The Presbytery re-elected the Rev. Dr. 
George W. F. Birch Stated Clerk and 
Treasurer, and the Rey. Dr. James H. 
Hoadley Permanent Clerk. 

The Rev. Dr. F. P. Mullally, who is op- 
posed to the idea of secret sessions, said 
after the meeting to the reporters that what 
the Presbytery needed was more prayer 
and religion, to serve as oil and keep the 
machinery from squeeking. 


NOT A TRAMPS’ RESORT. 


New Jersey Yacht Club Members Deny 
a Malicious Report, 


Members of the New Jersey Yacht Club 
at Hoboken indignantly deny a story circu- 
lated several days ago to the effect that 
their clubhouse, at the foot of Tenth Street, 
had become a resort for tramps. They say 
that the story was invented as the basis 


of an effort to compel the removal of the 
clubhouse. 

The property is owned by Mrs. Martha B. 
Stevens, the clubhouse having been erected 
for the club by the Stevens family nearly 
fifty years ago. The club has had the use 
of the property ever since rent free. The 
house is one of the landmarks of Hoboken. 

Mrs. Stevens yesterday assured the mem- 
bers of the club that the house should nei- 
ther be torn down nor removed while she 
lived. 


SHOT DURING A FIGHT. 


Knittle Tried to Quell a Dispute and 
Was Hit in the Back. 


August Miller of Evergreen, Queens, was 
yesterday arraigned in the Bwen Street 
Police Court, Williamsburg, on the charge 
of shooting Joseph Knittle, a neighbor, in 
the back early yesterday morning. The men 
formerly were warm friends, and Miller 
lived in Knittle’s house. Miller moved out 
last Summer after a disagreement, and aft- 
erward they did not recognize each other. 

Shortly after midnight yesterday two of 
a number of Miller’s friends who were with 
him near Knittle’s house, got into a dispute. 
The noise disturbed Knittle, and he, with 
Otto Wagner and another man, both of 
whom live there, went out to restore order. 
Their interference aggravated Miller; and 
he told them to mind their own business. A 
fight followed, and it is alleged that Miller 
shot Knittle, who was running away at the 
time. The wound is not serious. 


ACTOR ROWE’S MISFORTUNES. 


Hungry and Sick, He Appeals to be 


Sent to the Island, 


In the Yorkville Police Court yesterday, J. 
H. Rowe, who said he was an actor, asked 
Magistrate Pool to send him to some place 
where he could find food and shelter. He 
said he was ill. Tears rolled down his 
face as he told the Magistrate of his mis- 
fortunes while on the road with several 
theatrical companies. 

Magistrate Pool seemed much affected, and 
gave instructions to the officers to take 
Rowe to the hospital on Blackwell’s Isl- 
and, and see that he was properly cared 
for. The whole courtroom sympathized 
with the actor, and the officers attached 
to the place took up a collection and gave 
him the money as he was leaving the room. 

Rowe, in thanking Magistrate Pool, said: 
“When I get well, Judge, I'll get a posi- 
tion, and you may be sure I will remember 
you and yours.”’

Should Go Back to Pente- 
cost for. Truth. 


THE CENTURY NEEDS A MARTYR 


He Would Like to See the Hundred 
Years Close with a Sacrifice for 
the Faith—Peter’s Sermon 
and the Press. 


In his second day’s meetings, held yes- 
terday morning and afternoon at Carnegie 
Hall, Dwight L! Moody devoted himself 
more to revivalistic work than he had done 
on Sunday. The audience at the morning 
service was rather small, but a tremen- 
dous gathering of people greeted the evan- 
gelist in the afternoon. The hall was again 
packed from the stage to the top gallery, 
despite the fact that the meeting was held 
in the busiest time of the day. At both 
services Mr. Moody swayed his hearers at 
will, and in the afternoon, when a larger 
crowd added to the enthusiasm kindled by 
the speaker, there were moments when he 
paused as if to check the audience in a 
gathering tempest of emotion, 

At times Mr. Moody called on the people 
to answer some inquiry or to rise in token 
of confirmation of his words, and whenever 
he did so the audience rose or shouted al- 
most as if all were acting from one im- 
pulse or driven on by the same zeal, Sobs 
and loud “Amens” and “ Praise be to 
God” burst constantly from the congrega- 
tion. When he called on ail who wished to 


bear witness as Peter did at Pentecost, 
nearly every person sprang up. : 
The newspapers came in for a considera- 
——— of attention at the meetings yes- 
terday. . 


The Morning Meeting. 


A large part of the morning's service was 
devoted to singing. Prof. J. H. Burke and 
John R. Sweeney sang solos, and a choir 
drawn from the churches and theological 
seminaries sang the hymns with fine effect. 


Dr. A. C, Dixon again assisted Mr. Moody, 
= a number of clergymen sat on the plat- 
orm. 

The subject taken up by the evangelist 
was Jeremiah’s saying that “ there is noth- 
ing too hard” for God. Mr. Moody said, in 
part: 

‘Our God is a supernatural God, and 
there is nothing He cannot do. I would 
rather have the power of prayer than all 
the gold in New York City. 

“Prayer is often made in the wrong 
spirit. I have heard many a prayer that 
took the spirit right out of me. While the 
preacher kept on with his supplications I 
silently prayed that he would stop. 

‘“‘We often pray for prosperity, but how 
few of us can stand prosperity? We shall 
some day thank God that we had adversity 
and not worldly success on earth, Paul now 
thanks God more, I believe, for his stripes 
and bonds and imprisonment than for any 
of his apparent blessings. Elijah prayed 
God to let him die, like a coward, under the 
juniper tree. But God had in store for him 
a higher destiny than a cowardly death.” 


More Christians than at Pentecost. 


While speaking of the communticaTive 
power of prayer, Mr. Moody paused and 
glanced over thé audience. It was not a 
great gathering, and stood in strong con- 
trast to the two audiences he had addressed 
the day before, and the contrast struck the 


evangelist, as he looked up at the almost 
empty galleries and scanned the not too 
crowded stage and parquet of the hall. 
Then a sudden thought and parallel oc- 
curred to his mind. 

‘“‘Even in this small audience,” he said, 
“ there are more Christians than there were 
gathered together on the day of Pentecost. 
There were only 120 Christians together on 
that day, and yet they called down fire from 
heaven, and from there went forth to con- 
vert the world.” 

After a prayer by Dr. A. C. Dixon, in 
which he asked that the press be used for 
the purpose of extending the influence of 
the work, Mr. Moody asked if any one in 
the audience wanted to request prayers for 
family or friends. Immediately a flood of 
requests was poured on the platform. Mr. 
Moody read them slowly, so all might hear. 
Most of them were for brothers, fathers, 
sons, or friends,, who were drunkards, After 
a while oral requests were called for, and 
finally Mr. Moody asked those who wanted 
help but could not speak to rise in their 
places. A score stood up, and then the 
evangelist offered prayer for all. 


Inthusiastic Meeting in Afternoon. 


In the afternoon Mr. Moody was assisted 
by a score or more of ministers and men en- 
gaged in religious work. Among them were 
the Rev. H. M. Warren, the Rev. T. Vassar 
Caukins, the Rev. Milton §S. Littlefield, the 
Rev. Joseph H. Birkholz, the Rév. Mr. Ails- 


worth, the Rev. Harvey Wood, and Col. 
Hallimand of the American Volunteers, who 
is private secretary to Commander Balling- 
ton Booth. Prof. Burke, F. H. Jacobs, and 
a choir led the singing. 

As Mr. Moody announced the first hymn a 
man, who was sitting in the front row, 
sprang up excitedly and said: 

“Let me talk for just three minutes. I 
am glad vou said that.” At this point the 
woman with him pulled him half down into 
his seat, but he sprang up again and said: 
“Let me talk.” 

“Not now,” said Mr. Moody. “ Let me 
do the talking this afternoon.” 

After a number of prayers by other cler- 
gymen and the singing of several hymns 
Mr. Moody said: 

“To-day I want to take up the study of 
the Book of Acts. When I was in the 
Northwest in September, a man who had 
heard me preach thirty years before said: 
‘Why, Moody’s theology is thirty years old. 
It is old and worn out.’ My theology is 
2,500 years old, for this aerrne I preached 
from Jeremiah. [Laughter.] t would be 
well if we should all go back to the Acts for 
our theology. Luke verote Acts. He wrote 
two books, and thought so much of Christ 
and so little of himself that he didn’t put 
his own name to either of them. ost 
reformations, it has been said, perish with 
the reformers, but Christ’s work really be- 
gan with his death. 


The Two Greatest Events. 


“The two greatest events in the world’s 
history were these: When God went up from 
Eden and left a curse, and when Jesus 
went up from Olivet and removed the curse. 


“The key to the Acts is found in the 
eighth verse of the first chapter: ‘ Ye shall 
receive power.’ The disciples were cowardly 
before Pentecost. They fled terror stricken 
and denied Jesus. If that maid who had 
charged Peter with following Christ had 
been present at Pentecost she would have 
said: ‘What a change has come over this 
man. Why I scared him to death by as 
him if he was one of those who followe 
Jesus, and here he is charging the Jews 
with the murder of Christ.’ 

“The sermon Peter preached at Pentecost 
would not, I suppose, have been thought 
much of ay the New York newspaper re- 

rters. ey would say: ‘Why we have

LEGAL NOTES. 


Wuat Is Aa Frrst-Ciass THHEATRE?—Jo- 
seph C. McDonough and others, owners of 
the California Hotel and Theatre Building, 
in San Francisco, leased the theatre, in 
the same building. to Al Hayman. One of 
the covenants of the lease was that Hay- 
man should maintain the theatre during the 
term of the lease and keep it open and in 
use as a perfectly first-class theatre, and 
to produce only such attractions as might 
properly be played at a strictly first-class 
theatre. Ina suit against Hayman the 
lessors claimed $100,000 damages for breach 
of the latter covenant. They claimed, as 
special damages, that the business of the 
hotel had suffered, its reputation and good- 
will had been seriously injured, and its 
value greatly lessened. The First Appel- 
late Division, in an opinion by Justice Bar- 
rett, reversed an order denying defendant's 
motion for a further bill of particulars. It 
was claimed that the bill furnished was 
nothing more than a repetition in another 
form of the allegations of the complaint. 
“The plaintiffs should, in all fairness,’ 
Justice Barrett said, ‘“ specify the plays or 
pieces whici they intend to question by 
proof upon the trial and the date of each 
production. Vague and general statements 
will not suffice. * * * It is no answer to 
his demand that he knows all the perform- 
ances he gave. That is true; but, as al- 
ready stated, he should not, upon a mere 
generalization, be called upon to defend 
each of his productions throughout the en- 
tire term.” 

*,* 

He Was Not GuiInty or CoNTEMPT.— 
Henry R. Bradbury recovered judgment in 
the Supreme Court against Charles H. Bliss, 
upon which an execution was issued, and 
after it was returned unsatisfied, proceed- 
ings supplementary were instituted. A re- 
ceiver was appointed, but the order appoint- 
ing him did not direct that Bliss should de- 
liver up the property in his possession. An 
order was subsequently granted directing 
him to turn over forthwith to the receiver 


certain property described in the order, and 
in default of doing so, to show cause why 
he should not be adjudged guilty of con- 
tempt and punished. Bliss was then ad- 
judged to be in contempt, a fine of $300 was 
imposed, with a commitment to the county 
jail until it was paid. The First Appellate 
Division has directed a reversal, holding 
that one of the requirements of such an 
order is that the Judge must be satisfied 
by the affidavit of the commission of the 
offense. But the offense could not be com- 
mitted until the order directing the act to 
be done had been brought to «he attention 
of the defendant, and the demand had been 
made upon him that it should be done; 
and he was not guilty of contempt until 
after that demand had been refused or neg- 
lected. The order to show cause was éhere- 
fore premature, 
*,* 

Not a MARKETABLE TITLE.—William E. D. 
Stokes brought an action to compel Freder- 
ick E. Hyde to specifically perform an 
agreement to purchase the, premises 150 
West Fifty-fourth Street, in this city. The 
defendant refused to accept a conveyance of 
the property, on the ground that the title 
was not marketable, and also because the 
building encroached upon the street and 
upon the adjoining lot. These premises were 
left in 1876 by John Thompson, by his will, 
to his three children, then of full age, the 
use and income of the premises in the pro- 
portions of one-half to Jessie during life, and 
one-quarter each to Euphemia and Mar- 


garet during Jessie’s life. Upon the death 
of Jessie he devised one-half of the prop- 
erty absolutely to her son; one-quarter ab- 
solutely to Euphemia, and the same to Mar- 
garet. In the event of the death of Eu- 
phemia and Margaret, or either of them, be- 
fore Jessie, but leaving issue, such issue 
was to take the share of the income and 
property which the parent of such issue 
would be entitled to if living. Jessie, who 
was appointed executrix, was empowered, 
with the consent of her two sisters, to sell 
the real estate. Jessie, with the consent of 
her sisters and of her son, conveyed the 
property in 1877 to a third party, who soon 
after conveyed to Jessie and her son one- 
third of the premises, the son, after his 
mother’s death, to have them absolutely, 
and on the same day two undivided thirds 
were conveyed to Euphemia and to Mar- 
garet, and under these deeds the plaintiff 
acquired his title. On the first trial spe- 
cific performance was decreed, it being held 
that the title tendered by plaintiff was mar- 
ketable. This decision was reversed by the 
Second Appellate Division, to which the ap- 
peal had been transferred. On the second 
trial the complaint was dismissed, and the 
facts being substantially the same, the 
First Appellate Division has affirmed the 
judgment, holding that the decision of the 
Second Appellate Division is the law ef the 
case, 
*,* 

CONTRIBUTORY NEGLIGENCE.—Henry E. 
Reiser, who had been for a year a conductor 
on the horse cars of the New York and 
Harlem Railroad Company, the latter part 
of February, 1894, was called at the depot, 
at Bighty-sixth Street, to go with a car, 
which he approached as it was moving 
slowly toward the entrance. Just before 


the front platform of the car was about to 
pass one of a line of posts running parallel 
to the front wall of the building, Reiser, 
standing upon the track at the fourth en- 
trance, sprang upon the front platform, and, 
although the car was going quite slowly, he 
did not succeed in entering it until it had 
reached the post, between which and the 
car he was squeezed and seriously injured. 
He was thoroughly familiar with the build- 
ing, and no excuse was shown for his 
boarding the car in front of the post. The 
First Appellate Division, In an opinion by 
Justice Rumsey, has affirmed judgment in 
favor of the railroad company in Reiser’s 
suit for damages, holding that he was guilty 
of contributory negligence. 


Messenger Boys Held for Burglary. 


William Sheehan, fifteen years of age, of 
214 East Ninetieth Street, and Arthur 
Woodward, sixteen years of age, of S43 
Columbus Avenue, both employed as mes- 
senger boys in the telegraph office 422 Co- 
lumbus Avenue, were held in $500 each for 
trial on the charge of burglary by Mag- 
istrate Simms, in the West Side Police 
Court, yesterday. The complainant was 
John Castellano, the proprietor of a fruit 
and cigar store at 424 Columbus Avenue, 
who said the boys took 389 packages of 
cigarettes, 21 packages of stogies, 50 papers 
of chewing gum, 65 loose cigars, 8 oranges, 
and 16 packages of sen-sen, the whole 
valued at $15.65. Both boys admitted the 
robbery. 


The Buekley Inquest To-day. 


The inquest in the case of William T. 
Buckley, who died from a pistol-shot wound, 
at his home, in Wave Crest, on Thursday 
morning last, did not take place last even- 
ing, at Far Rockaway. Coroner Guy had 
announced that he would hold a secret in- 
vestigation, at the instance of the family, 
but yesterday afternoon he said the in- 
vestigation would not take place until to- 
day at 4 o’clock.

VILLAGE GIRLS IN CITIES 


Dr. Hall’s Address at the Annual 
Meeting of the Young Women’s 
Christian Association. 


A SERIOUS SOCIAL PROBLEM 


The Increasing Migration and Its At- 
tendant Evils Attributed to the 


Illusions Inspired by 


Higher Education. 


The annual meeting of the Young Wo- 
men’s Christian Association was held yes- 
terday afternoon in the assembly hall of the 
association building, 7 Bast Fifteenth Street. 
The meeting was largely attended by per- 
sons interested in social and charitable 
questions. The annual reports were read 
and the Board of Officers for the present 
year announced. 

Dr. Charles Cuthbert Hall, President of 
the Faculty of the Union Theological Semi- 
nary, delivered an address deploring the in- 
creasing migration of young women from 
the village to the city, and attributing it to 
higher education. He said he did not desire 
to put himself on record as being opposed 
to the higher edcation of women, nor did he 
think there should be any arbitrary distinc- 
tion between the sexes, but he insisted that 
the prevailing restlessness and craving 
after literary and artistic triumphs were 
due to extended latitude in woman’s sphere. 

‘* Here come these herdes of bright young 
wemen to seek success in art,’’ he con- 


Aimued, ‘‘led on by the iridescent dream 
that they will accomplish something great 
in a great city. It makes my heart bleed 
to kmow of the bitter disappointment, the 
keen suffering, the agony of the struggle 
for existence among these girls. I think 
there are serious sides to the question of 
the restlessness of those wno think they 
must get away from the villages and come 
to the glow and the glamour of the city. 
It is serious in that it threatens the de- 
struction of home life, which is the salva- 
tion of this country. What a pity that 
these girls are infected with the idea that to 
be married and to settle down in a small 
village is below them! 

“You ‘shave seen the streets streaming 
with these hosts of young women led on 
by this vain hope of success in the city, and 
you have grasped the situation. They are 
here and you accept ‘the conditions as you 
find them. However mistaken their dream 
of artistic or literary success, you have not 
said to them: ‘Go back to your ‘homes, 
you are wrong,’ but you have met them in 
a cordial and no superficial way.” 

Dr. Hall then exhorted his hearers not to 
be discouraged. In the association they 
found in a full measure the sympathy they 
needed, that sympathy which only women 
can give to women. They had been unde- 
ceived; the bloom of novelty had worn off 
and they found themselves face to face with 
the real, hard conditions of the struggle for 
life. It behooved them therefore to fit them- 
selves for it by every means in their wer, 
and they had his best wishes for their suc- 
cess. 

Mrs. Clarence Beebe, President of the as- 
sociation, then made a brief address, in 
which she gave a summary of the work 
during the year, emphasizing its new feat- 
ures, notably annual membership in the 
association offered to working women 
by which certain privileges are granted, 
such as free admissions to the entertain- 
ments and a discount in all fees in classes 
and departments. 

The Treasurer’s report of the association 
for the past year showed receipts, $47,178.55, 
and expenditures, $47,166.82, leaving a bal- 
ance on hand of $11.73. The report of the 
Treasurer of the Margaret Louisa Home 
showed receipts, $89,839.77, and expendi- 
tures, $89,662.33, leaving a balance of $177.44. 
The report of the Asbury Park Summer 
Home showed a balance of $559.84 in favor 
of the institution. A balance of $180.50 was 
reported from the West Side Settlement.

DANCING KILLS A WOMAN. 


A Husband Finds His Wife Dead from

“T could die dancing!” is what Mrs. 
Mamie Shelly, thirty-six years old, of 227 
West Sixty-second Street, often told her 
friends. In her little circle she was a lead- 
er. The benefit balls for the various lodges 
to which her husband belongs and the many 
modest parties given by her friends always 


found Mrs. Shelly present, the life of the 
gathering. 

On Sunday night she had a party of ac- 
quaintances in her flat, and they spent the 
night dancing. ‘‘ Come again,’’ and ‘‘ Good- 
night,” were said at last, and before retir- 
ing Mrs. Shelly assured her husband that 
she had “a lovely time,’ and could “die 
dancing.”” When he arose to go to work 
yesterday morning Mrs. Shelly complained 
of being tired, and her husband told her to 
remain in bed. He got his own breakfast. 

When he reached home last night and 
found the door locked he scarcely knew 
what to make of it. He forced an entrance 
and hurried to his wife’s bedroom to see if 
she were ill. He found her where he had 
left her in the morning, but she was cold 
in death. 

She had died a few minutes after he left, 
said the doctor, death resulting from heart 
disease, “Mrs. Shelly’s oft-repeated wish had 
been almost literally granted. Death came 
as the result of her last dance. 

Roundsman McCullagh of the West Six- 
ty-eighth Street Station and a couple of his 
men investigated the case and found the 
facts to be as told here.
